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RULES AND REGULATIONS 



FOB THE GOVERNMENT OP THE INSTITUTION. 



I. This Institution shall be designated " The Institution for 
Promoting the Education of the Labouring and Manufacturing 
Classes of Society of every Religious Persuasion and for the 
purpose of making manifest the extent of its objects, the title of the 
Society shall be "The British and Foreign School Society." 

II. This Institution shall consist of a Patron, Vice-Patrons, Presi- 
dent, Vice-Presidents, Treasurer, Secretaries, Life and Annual Mem- 
bers ; together with such officers as may be deemed necessary for 
conducting the affairs of the Institution. 

III. The Institution shall maintain a school on an extensive scale 
to educate children. It shall support and train up young persons of 
both sexes for supplying properly instructed Teachers to the inhabit- 
ants of such places in the British dominions, at home and abroad, 
as shall be desirous of establishing schools on the British system. 
It shall instruct all persons, whether natives or foreigners, who may 
be sent from time to time, for the purpose of being qualified as 
teachers in this or any other country. 

* # * The school shall be open to the public, for the purpose of exhi- 
biting the system of teaching and training, every day, from nine to 
twelve o'clock, and from three to five, Saturdays excepted. 

IV. All schools which shall be supplied with Teachers at the 
expense of this Institution shall be open to the children of parents 
of all religious denominations. Reading, Writing, Arithmetic, and 
Needlework shall be taught ; the lessons for reading shall consist of 
extracts from the Holy Scriptures ; no catechism or peculiar religious 
tenets shall be taught in the schools, but every child shall be enjoined 
to attend regularly the place of worship to which its parents belong. 

%* The grand object of the Institution being to promote Educa- 
tion in general, any application for the training of a teacher, at the 
expense of the person thus applying, will be attended to, although 
such intended school is not to be conducted on the extended prin- 
cipl(M of this Institution. 
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V. Every person subscribing annually one guinea and upwards 
shall be deemed a member of this Institution during the continuance 
of such subscription. 

VI. Every person subscribing ten guineas and upwards shall be a 
member for life ; and upon any legacy being paid to the Treasurer, 
the Executors who have administered shall be members for life, 
calculating at the rate of fifty pounds for each Executor ; and in case 
the legacy shall not amount to a sufficient sum to extend the privilege 
to all, preference shall be given to the first named in the will. 

VII. A General Meeting of the subscribers shall be held every 
year, in the month of May,* or as near thereto as may be deemed 
expedient by the Committee, when an account of the receipts and 
disbursements for the preceding year, and the proceedings of the 
Institution, and all other institutions at home and abroad, established 
on the British system, shall be stated, and a Report for publication 
agreed upon. 

The attendance of ladies, and the Members of the Committees of 
Country and Local Schools on the British system, is particularly 
solicited. 

* # * Notice shall be given by public advertisement in at least four 
morning and evening papers. 

YIII. At the General Meeting, the President, Vice-Presidents, 
Treasurer, and Secretaries shall be elected. A Committee of forty- 
eight Subscribers shall be chosen, and denominated the General 
Committee for conducting the affairs of the Institution, with power 
to fill up vacancies during the year. Thirty-six shall be re-eligible 
from the Committee of the preceding year. Two or more Subscribers 
shall be nominated as Auditors of the accounts of the Institution. 
All officers receiving emolument, or who are not specified in this 
rule, shall be in the appointment and under the control of the Com- 
mittee. And the Committee shall be empowered to fill up vacancies 
which occur by death or resignation during the year. 

* # * No member of the Committee shall, at any time, or under any 
circumstances, receive any pecuniary advantage from the Society, nor 
shall the Society ever make any dividend, gift, division, or bonus, in 
money or otherwise, unto or between any of its members. 

IX. The Committee shall meet once, or oftener, in every month, 



* The Committees of all other Institutions on the British system of Education 
are particularly requested to transmit the Reports of their proceedings to the 
Secretary of the Parent Society hefore the first of April in every year. 
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and shall elect, at the tirat meeting in every year, either from among 
themselves, or from the general body of Subscribers, seven as a 
Committee of Finance, and twelve as Inspectors. Of these Com- 
mittees, two members shall constitute a quorum. 

X. A Committee of twenty-four Ladies shall be appointed by the 
General Committee, to superintend the concerns of the Female 
Department of the School and Training Establishment ; they will be 
expected to make a written Report of their proceedings to the 
General Committee once every month. 

XI. The Vice-Patrons, President, Vice-Presidents, Treasurer, and 
Secretaries shall be considered as members of the General Com- 
mittee, and the Treasurer and Secretaries members of all Com- 
mittees. 

XII. A Special General Meeting, at which no less than thirty 
shall constitute a quorum, shall be called at any time, at the requisi- 
tion of the Committee, or any twenty-four Subscribers, on addressing 
a letter to the Secretaries, specifying the object of the Meeting, at 
which no other business shall be brought forward. Ten days' notice 
shall be given, in at least four morning and evening papers, of every 
such intended meeting, and of the purpose for which it is called. 

XIII. In case of equality of votes at auy General or Committee 
Meeting, the Chairman shall be entitled to a second or casting vote, 

XIV. All payments made on account of this Institution shall be 
signed by at least three of the Committee in committee. 

XV. None of the Eules of the Institution shall be repealed or 
altered, nor any new ones established, but at the General Meeting, 
or at a Special General Meeting, called for that purpose, nor shall 
any new rule, or abrogation or alteration of any existing rule, be 
valid, until confirmed by a subsequent General Meeting.

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In presenting the sixty-fifth Report of the British 
and Foreign School Society, at a time when the public 
mind is thoroughly alive to the importance of educating 
every child in the kingdom, your Committee claim the 
privilege of taking a brief retrospective glance. For 
sixty-two years, during which society after society 
has sprung up as handmaid or rival, and popular 
education, from being the noble hobby of a few philan- 
thropists, has grown into a Government question, 
second to none in the interest it excites and the enthu- 
siasm it calls forth, — for sixty-two years "The 
Institution for Promoting the Education of the Labour- 
ing and Manufacturing Classes of Society of every 
Religious Persuasion," or, to use its ordinary title, " The 
British and Foreign School Society," has been steadily 
pressing forward, doing the day's work for the day, 
and laying broad and deep the foundations of the 
morrow's advance. Time has only strengthened faith 
in the principles which its supporters have asserted 
and sought to embody in an actual organization, viz., 
that education should be brought within reach of the 

o 
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lowest ; that collective teaching is more economical, and 
therefore better adapted to schools for the poor than 
that which is individual ; that local management, aided 
and directed by a central organization, is most likely to 
prove efficient ; that education is a work of such vast 
importance that teachers of Christian principles ought 
to be selected and carefully trained ; that no educa- 
tion can be complete unless the child is taught from the 
Bible to " love the Lord his God with all his heart, and 
his neighbour as himself and lastly, that the con- 
sciences of all are entitled to respect, and no child 
ought to suffer any disability because of the conscien- 
tious views of the parent, or, to quote words as 
applicable now as when used in the Report of nine-and- 
twenty years ago, that " education should be based on 
respect for conscience, veneration for conscientiotisness, 
and that most of all in the humblest and poorest 
of the land." "With regard to this great leading 
principle on which all your proceedings are based," 
it may be said now as then, that " enlarged experience, 
renewed controversy, inquiry, reflection, discussion, and 
debate, have all tended to strengthen the conviction 
that on no other basis can any form of National Educa- 
tion safely or permanently rest." 

Your Committee have abundant evidence that the 
system pursued in British schools is favourable to the 
growth of intelligence and moral power, that its 
tendency is to make loyal subjects, good citizens, and 
God-fearing men. They would call attention to the 
testimony of one or two experienced teachers. One — 
himself a successful teacher since 1857 — says, — 

" All my earliest, deepest, and most lasting impressions of religious 
truth were received in a British school. As a schoolboy I was 
accustomed to a Scripture lesson, given by a pious master at the 
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opeping of school every morning, and lasting about three quarters 
of an hour. These lessons were not given with a view to prepare 
us for any examinations ; but nevertheless we incidentally acquired 
a very considerable knowledge of sacred history and geography, 
and of the manners and customs of the Israelites ; so that I have 
no doubt we should have been able to pass a better and far more 
intelligent examination in these matters than many who had been 
more specially prepared. But our master aimed at influencing our 
lives and conduct as his one great object; and certainly my own 
personal obligations to him are very great. He wisely read to us 
the portions of Scripture suited to our years, and calculated to teach 
us great lessons that would bear practically upon our daily life." 

Another justly says, — 

"It seems to me somewhat difficult to lay hold of individual 
facts to prove that the religious instruction given in our schools is 
fruitful in results of any particular kind,— to say in any given case 
of a child's growing up and becoming moral and religious, that that 
result is traceable to the instruction given in our day schools. 

" But," he continues, " I think we have abundance of indirect 
proof that our teaching and our influence are productive of such 
results. In my own experience during the time I have been master 
of the above school, now for more than sixteen years, there have 
passed under my care between 2,000 and 3,000 boys, and of these I 
only know of one instance of theft, that of a fourpenny piece ; and 
none, though there may have been some, of immorality ; while I do 
know of many hundreds of young men, who were educated at our 
school, who are now occupying responsible situations in various parts 
of the country. A good number of these are members of Christian 
churches, and some are ministers of the gospel." 

Another writes, — 

" I have much pleasure in bearing my humble testimony (after 
more than thirty years' experience) to the beneficial results arising 
from the religious instruction given in our schools. I can point 
to two ministers of the gospel, three city missionaries, and many 
Sunday school teachers who attribute their first religious impressions 
to the Bible lessons given in our day schools ; and many boys have 
said to me, ( Sir, I should not be what I am if it had not been for 
you.' I hove been a member of the Baptist body for thirty-three 
years, but yet I do not believe that one of my present or former 
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scholars knows to what denomination I belong. I have always care- 
fully avoided anything of a sectarian or denominational character." 

A teacher in Lancashire says, — 

"Twenty-one years ago we had a most successful course of Bible 
lessons — lessons which always proved the most popular of those 
given in the day school, and which I was often persuaded to repeat 
at night. Now I can count about a score of schoolmasters and 
schoolmistresses in active work who have been trained in my British 
schools ; aud in common, I trust, with other teachers of a quarter of 
a century of experience, I have my old scholars filling very various 
situations, as lawyers, physicians, preachers, bankers, merchants, 
manufacturers, railway officials, managers and overlookers of fac- 
tories, book-keepers, shopkeepers, and, not least, industrious, respect- 
able fathers and mothers in a lower station of life." 

One whose experience has been in the west of Eng- 
land, writes, — 

" In reply to yours just received, I may say first, negatively, that 
although about ten thousand children and young persons have been 
under my care as a teacher for longer or shorter periods, and although 
I have always taken an interest in watching their after progress, yet 
I have not heard of or met with a single instance in which any one 
of them has been charged with a crime before a jury. The only 
cases of any breach of law that have come under my notice have 
been for slight misdemeanours, and these not exceeding two or three 
in number. On the other hand, to say nothing of those who have 
become teachers, both under and apart from the operations of the 
Committee of Council on Education, I can point to nine or ten who 
are ministers of various religious denominations at home or abroad ; 
while others by hundreds are members, and many office-bearers, in 
our various churches, both Episcopalian and Dissenting. Secondly, 
to show that such religious teaching need not be at all denomina- 
tional, I not only say that in my case it never has been such ; but I 
am bold to say that I impute whatever of moral success may have 
followed my teaching to the fact that it was thus honestly and avowedly 
undenominational. Finding as I do that a few grand and broad 
principles form at least nine-tenths of the didactic teaching of the 
Bible (and its histories and memoirs are but illustrations of the 
same truths), I found in practice what I firmly held in theory, that 
to them children could and would listen with earnest minds and 
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before long with loving hearts ; to these, therefore, I ever confined 
myself, leaving all questions that divide Christians in doctrine or 
Church government to be determined after wider and deeper study 
as well as with a ripened judgment ; or, if inculcated dogmatically 
to be so done by the parent at home, or the distinctive religious 
teacher on the Sunday." 

A teacher who has laboured successfully for many 
years in London says, — 

"It has been my privilege to attend the death-bed of several of 
my scholars — some called away in boyhood, others in manhood, — 
and to hear from their dying lips that their first religious impressions 
came from tbe day school. I know that in some iustances instruc- 
tion haB been carried home to the parents — tf.y., in one case, as the 
result of a lesson on the Sabbath, the parents were led to close their 
shop on Sunday, to attend a place of worship, and eventually to 
become members of a Christian church. I have had cases, too, 
where the sSed has been sown in most unpromising soil, and borne 
fruit after many days. The most remarkable case is that of a boy, 
whose wickedness brought his father to the grave, and whose con- 
duct was so bad that I was compelled to turn him out of school. 
Fourteen years afterwards I received a letter from him, stating that, 
in New Zealand, he had become a truly reformed character — member 
of a Christian churchy a respectable and well-to-do citizen, — and 
thankfully attributing the change, under God, to the religious 
influences of the day school." 

And, to refer to one other witness, a gentleman of 
very wide experience and observation as British teacher 
and school inspector says, — 

" You inquire if I have often in the course of my experience met 
with illustrations of the beneficial results of the training given in 
our British schools. I reply that I have met with so many, and 
some of them so marked and interesting, that I have sometimes felt 
inclined to make a permanent record of them ; but I have never 
done so, and now probably never shall. I, however, just append one 
as a specimen in outline — premising the facts come, all of them, 
within my own knowledge. In one of our schools, among others 
were seven boys, who remained for several years under the instruc- 
tion and influence of the same teacher ; and to a greater or less 
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extent all these boys were companions. Of the seven, five were father- 
lees ; and the parents of the others were in the most indigent cir- 
cumstances. Of these boys, one is now the representative (in the 
provinces) of one of the largest wholesale London houses. One is 
now, and has been for several years, a successful teacher of both 
children and adults in the metropolis. Another is the highly 
esteemed head-master of one of our most influential schools in the 
midland counties. A fourth is the chief clerk in a very large manu- 
factory in the town of his birth. The fifth is now a successful 
merchant in the same town where he went to school. The sixth and 
seventh have died within the last year — the one having become a 
professional man, employing a staff of clerks, and enjoying the con- 
fidence and patronage of a large circle of his fellow-townsmen, and 
the other having for some years been a stock and share broker in the 
neighbourhood of the Bank of England. In addition to thdbe notes 
of their mere material advancement, I might refer to their standing 
as members of different Christian communities, as active men in the 
cause of Scripture education in Sunday and ragged schools, and as 
those who have devoted money, personal exertion, and self-sacrifice to 
benefit their fellows, serve their country, and glorify God." 

Results such as these can only be secured by good 
teachers. Hence the importance of that which is one 
main branch of your Committees operations, viz., — 

THE TEAINING OE TEACHERS. 

There are 100 young men at the Borough Road, 47 
in the second, and 53 in the first year of their training ; 
and 105 young women at Stockwell, — 47 second and 
58 first. Your colleges are therefore quite full ; and, 
though 93 students completed their course at Christmas, 
15 applicants, who were successful at the examination 
for admission, had to be refused for want of room. The 
pressure has necessitated some alterations in the build- 
ings, and supplied the occasion for others. At the 
Borough Road two small class-rooms have been thrown 
into one, and furnished afresh. The offices, at the 
urgent recommendation of Dr. Edward Smith and the 
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medical officer of the College, have been removed from 
the basement to a room in the yard. Two rooms, pre- 
viously occupied by a lower section of the Boys' School, 
have been given up to the students for exercise and 
recreation. Baths have been provided for their use. 
At StockweU a gymnasium has been enclosed and fitted 
up, and some of the students have been provided with 
garden plots, td encourage healthy exercise. The staff 
of the Borough Bead College has been increased by the 
appointment of Mr. Joseph Beaston, one of the most 
promising of last year's students, as Curator. A change 
has to be reported in one department at StockweU. 
Mrs. Salmon, after occupying the post of matron and 
lady superintendent for five years, has been succeeded 
by Mrs. Wood. The course of study for the young 
men during the year 1869 embraced Physical Geo- 
graphy, Inorganic Chemistry, and Theoretical Mechanics, 
in addition to the usual routine. The young women 
have taken, as extra subjects, Physical Geography, and 
Physiology in its relation to the Laws of Health. 

Severer studies have occasionally been relieved by an 
evening's entertainment. Dr. Edwin Lankester and 
Dr. E. Pick kindly gave interesting lectures — the 
former on the value of a knowledge of the human frame, 
the latter on the importance and method of strengthen- 
ing the memory. Mr. Bowley, of Gloucester addressed 
voluntary audiences of students on the importance of 
temperance. An evening at StockweU was devoted 
to the exhibition of microscopes, photographs, &o. ; 
and one evening at each College was given up to 
social intercourse between the Committee and pre- 
sent and former students, and awarding certificates 
of honour to those who deserved such distinction. 
The Sunday Bible Classes have been kept up. The 
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students have assembled daily for family worship, 
and met at stated times for Biblical study, with- 
out any jarring or discord, though the sects repre- 
sented were very various. There were 25 Independ- 
ents, 18 Episcopalians, 15 Baptists, 10 Wesleyans, 7 
Presbyterians, 4 Methodists of the Free Church, 2 Primi- 
tive Methodists, 2 Methodists of the New Connection,. 
2 members of the New Jerusalem Church, 2 Unitarians, 
1 Caivinistic Methodist, 1 Plymouth Brother, and 1 
Moravian, at one College ; and at the other 29 Episco- 
palians, 27 Independents, 15 Baptists, 15 Wesleyans, 
6 Presbyterians, 4 Unitarians, and 5 belonging to one 
or other of the Methodist bodies, Primitive, Caivinistic, 
New Connection, and Free Church. The rule of the 
Institution is not toleration, but respect for each other's 
conscientious convictions. 

As a sample of the moral teaching given to the stu- 
dents, your Committee would quote a sentence or two 
from an address at the close of the year : — 

" If you young men are to succeed in your vocation you must 
enter upon it with the conviction that it is your life errand and task ; 
and I can promise you tbat if you enter upon it in this spirit you 
will find work enough to tax your highest faculties, for there is not 
a broader field of work in God's creation. I am perfectly sure that 
if you will take your position in society with this conviction, that 
work, and strenuous work too, is your proper vocation in life ; tbat in 
this hard task there is no dignity to be won except by strenuous 
endeavour ; that this is the thing for which Grod has given you your 
faculties ; that this is the very element in which all your faculties 
will develop themselves; that thiB is the very path in which triumph, 
worthy of the name, is to be won, you are assured of success. 
With these you must combine humanity and generosity in your 
treatment of the young, and that patience which never is overcome 
by any difficulty." 

That lessons like these are not unheeded appears from 
the results of the annual examinations. Those of the 
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Science and Art Department were held in May and 
November, when 71 young men passed in Physical 
Geography, 60 in Mathematics, 23 in Mechanics, and 
83 in Inorganic Chemistry ; 21 drawing certificates and 
38 drawing prizes being obtained. This was at the 
Borough Road. At Stockwdl there were 32 passes in 
Physical Geography, out of 33 who voluntarily took the 
examination, 6 Drawing Certificates, and 42 Drawing 
Prizes. The Certificate Examinations were held in No- 
vember and December. Of the 89 young men presented, 
1 failed, 1 was placed in the fourth class, 17 in the third, 
42 in the second, and 28 in the first The Stockwell list 
showed no failure, no fourth class, a third class of 9 ; 
while the second obtained 31 names, and the first 57. 
This result your Committee regard as very satisfactory. 
Comparing it with that obtained at other colleges, it 
will be seen that the rate of failure is about the average, 
— viz., 1 in 186 ; that the fourth class is 1*5 per cent. ; 
your fourth class 0*54 : the third class 34 per cent. ; 
your third class 14 per cent. : the second class 45 per 
cent.; your second class 39 percent.: the first class 19 
per cent. ; your first class 46 per cent. 

Taking your own Colleges, and the averages for the 
past five years as the standard of comparison, a similar 
result is reached. The numbers this year are, failures 
•54 per cent., instead of "8 ; fourth class *54 per cent., 
instead of 1*12 ; third class 14 per cent., instead of 24 ; 
second 39 per cent., instead of 40 ; and first 46 per cent., 
instead of 34. 

The true test, however, of the efficiency of a training 
college is not the examination list, but the number of 
good teachers provided for schools. Of the 93 students 
who either did or ought to have completed their second 
year's residence at Christmas last, 86 are actively en- 
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gaged in schools, 1 is employed in the College, and 
2 others have gone to their heavenly rest. One girl of 
more than usual promise had to leave Stockwell in the 
spring of last year with all the symptoms of consump- 
tion, and died at the approach of winter. A young 
man, after a remarkably successful college course, was 
appointed to a British School at Buckingham, and 
within a fortnight was seized with a fever which carried 
him off. As to the rest, the good positions which most 
of them occupy testify to their mof ftl worth and teaching 
power. 

It may interest some of the friends of the Institution 
to know that a native of Berbice, a young man of 
character and talent, has been at the Borough Road, 
at first as a resident, now as a non-resident student. 
He was feinxiouB to have an English education, and had 
saved money enough to pay his passage to and fro, and 
bear a portion of the expense of living during the year. 
Your Committee felt it right to give him his education, 
and contribute something towards the cost of board and 
lodging. He is doing well, and gives promise of great 
usefulness on his return to New Amsterdam. 

Your Committee think it only just to the officers 
and students* before passing away from the Training 
Colleges, td make a quotation from the last published 
Report of H.M. Inspectors. Br. Morell writes of the 
Borough Road, — 

" The regular course of instruction remains, as before, in the 
hands respectively of Mr. Curtis, the principal ; Mr. Smith, the 
vice-principal ; and Mr. Barkby, the resident tutor. So frequent a 
testimony has been borne in past years to the ability and zeal with 
which these all perform the several duties devolving upon them, that 
I need only add, at present, that their exertions for the sound 
instruction of their students continue unabated and quite as 
effective as ever* 
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" A principal portion of our present duly in connection with the 
annual inspection of training schools is to hear all the students, 
both of the first and second year, read and recite from memory, and 
to hear all the latter give a model lesson on some subject previously 
selected and arranged. This duty in the case of the Borough 
Boad devolved last November on Mr. Brodie, who has furnished me 
with the following record of his impressions in regard to* the 
manner in which these respective exercises were performed:— 

"'My few remarks/ he writes, 'are confined to the results of 
training, as disclosed by the reading and recitation of the students, 
and in the lessons given by them. Of the former, viz., the reading 
and recitation, I can honestly speak with great satisfaction. The 
reading struck me as decidedly good throughout ; of some few stu- 
dents Btrikingly good. The piece* chosen for recitation were well 
selected from good English poets, and were of considerable variety* 
They were for the most part very well known, and effectively but 
simply recited. 

" * The lessons given were of every variety of subject, generally well 
arranged, and often admirably illustrated. The classes of boys, 
drawn from the model school, to whom they were addressed, were 
kept in good order, and their attention well sustained. The criti- 
cism lesson, though a fair performance, least satisfied me of all that 
I heard. The criticism, however, on the lesson afterwards was 
lively and practical. I believe the students chose by lot who should 
give the lesson, and some of them doubtless could have done better 
than the one selected.' 

"The college continues to deserve the reputation for efficiency 
which it has long enjoyed, and which, it is to be hoped, it will main- 
tain for many years to come." 

Of Stockwell Dr. Morell writes, — 

" In point of light, air, ventilation, heat, cleanliness, neatness, and 
general accommodation for all possible contingencies of a large 
domicile adapted to the residence of above one hundred inmates, 
nothing appears to be wanting ; and the whole establishment may 
be reported to be in perfect order in regard to superintendence and 
general management. 

" During my visit I attended one of the regular lectures given by 
each of theresident teachers — viz., Miss Steele, Miss Fish, Miss Stoker 
and IVtiss Gay. The subjects were thoughtfully handled, and the 
attention of the students well kept up by questioning throughout, 
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'The results of the examination at Christmas (particularly as 
regards the second, year's students, in the case of whom the full 
effect of the system of training is more particularly shown) speak 
more decisively than any personal testimony based on a few days' 
observation could do, as to the assiduity and efficiency of the 
teachers in the work to which they are devoted. 

" In conclusion, 1 may express my gratification in finding this 
female department of the British and Foreign training school system 
in so flourishing a condition, and so well answering the purpose for 
which it was designed." 

"The proper training of students for the work of 
elementary teaching must," Dr. Morell says in the 
course of his remarks,"necessarily combine a large amount 
of systematic practice in school with regular theoretical 
instruction in the principles and methods of education." 

THE PEACTISING SCHOOLS 

maintained by your Committee are three in number, — 
for boys, girls, and infants ; the first under Mr. Langton, 
assisted by Mr. Ireson, late a student in the College, 
and seven pupil-teachers and one stipendiary monitor ; 
the second under Miss Potter and twt> pupil-teachers, 
and the third under Miss Ryder and one pupil-teacher. 
These schools are much valued in the respective neigh- 
bourhoods, so much so that when the fees of the girls' 
school were raised from 3d. to 6d. the extra sum was 
paid without a murmur by all the scholars but one, 
and there are still applicants for admission who cannot 
be received. The total number of boys admitted up to 
the present time has reached 69,515. There are now 
on the school books the names of 511 boys, with 
an average attendance of 450 ; 270 girls, with an 
attendance of 235 ; 160 infants, with an attendance of. 
150 ; so that between 800 and 1,000 children are 
receiving instruction daily. And that instruction is not 
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mere practice in reading, writing, and arithmetic. 
Grammar, history, and geography are taught. A class 
of fifty boys has been studying physical geography, 
as an extra subject. The singing of cheerful songs is a 
part of the school routine, and many of the children 
have been instructed scientifically, and enabled to take 
part in the Tonic Sol-fa concerts at the Crystal Palace. 
Three hundred and fifty boys have been receiving 
instruction in drawing from Mr. Swnistead, 234 of 
whom have been returned to the Science and Art 
Department as ready for examination to-morrow. At 
the corresponding examination last year forty-five 
passed, and fifteen obtained prizes. It is the custom 
to give lessons from time to time on common objects, 
with the view of developing the faculty of observation, 
training the intellectual powers, and exciting interest in 
the handiwork of God. The Scriptures are read from 
the desk at the opening of the school, generally without 
comment. They are read later in the day by the 
several classes in turn, when questions are asked, need- 
ful explanations are given in reference to the meaning 
of words, the position of places, the connection of events, 
and the differences of manners and customs, and moral 
lessons are deduced. In the very few cases of difficulty 
which arise owing to the religious scruples of parents 
(not more than four or five in Mr. Langton's experience 
of thirty years), the children are allowed to join another 
class while the Scripture lesson is being given, absence 
from the Bible lesson at the request of a parent not 
being considered as matter of toleration, but treated as 
an undeniable right, to be granted as soon and as 
eadily as it is asked for. Valuable as your Committee 
believe these schools to be when the scholars only are 
regarded, the chief reason for their existence is to be 
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found in the necessity, referred to above, for gome means 
of giving practical instruction in the art of teaching. 
.This purpose has been steadily kept in view. The 
teacher reports that — 

1. "Students from the Training College enter the practising schools 
by divisions, and remain a fortnight. These divisions are so arranged 
as to insure to the first year students two fortnights of school work 
every year, and to the second year students one fortnight. The 
students of the second year, however, are generally called upon to 
take the place of masters of local schools for short periods, and in 
this case are exempted from attendance in the practising schools. 
2. Immediately on entering the schools each student is placed with 
a section of scholars, and assists the pupil-teacher of that section in 
all the various portions of his work. In this way the students give 
collective lessons in the galleries, teach in the drafts and desks, help 
to make up the registers, and superintend, in turn, the school changes 
and manual exercises. In all these proceedings they are under the 
inspection of the head master. 3. Each junior student, during his 
stay in the practising schools, is required to prepare full notes of 
several collective lessons, and to give those lessons under the obser- 
vation of the head master. 4. Notes are taken of the attendance, 
conduct, and of the governing and teaching power of the students, 
as shown by them while in the practising schools ; and from these 
notes a report concerning each student is drawn up by the head 
master, and entered into a book which is prepared and kept for that 
purpose. 5. At the commencement of every year several specimen 
lessons are given before the new students by the head master of the 
practising schools, at which the principal of the college is always 
present. These lessons are intended to exhibit the most approved 
methods of te^hing. 6. On Tuesday and Friday afternoons each 
student in turn gives a collective lesson in presence of the students 
and the principal of the college. The students afterwards criticise 
these lessons, in the theatre of the college, before the principal, who 
afterwards delivers a lecture on school management to the students. 
7. On Wednesday mornings, six of the second year students give 
collective lessons in the practising schools under the observation of 
the principal, who takes notes during the progress of the lessons, as 
to the merits and faults exhibited by the teachers, and gives suitable 
instructions at the close of the exercise." 
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A similar arrangement is made at Stookwell. 

" Twelve (or thirteen) students in rotation are drafted for a week 
into the practising schools. Each student spends nine weeks (one 
week = 24 hours) in the schools during her two years' residence. Of 
this time, about two-thirds are given to the girls, and one-third to 
the infant school. Should any second year student leave temporarily 
to supply a school, she does not take her next turn in the practising 
school. The students' work in these schools is appointed, supervised, 
and commented on by the mistress of the school (girls or infants, as 
the case may be), who also enters in a report book the estimate she 
forms of each student's teaching and governing power. 

"Five students at a time are sent into the infant school for 
practice. Each student is appointed by the mistress to a particular 
section in the school, of which section she has the charge for the 
whole week. Students are in school each morning from nine till two 
except Monday (ten to twelve), and every afternoon from two till 
four o'clock. Gallery lessons are given by the students and criti- 
cised by the teacher, who also gives lessons before the students, some 
of which they report." 

These arrangements are so made as to benefit rather 
than injure the schools, in proof of which the report of 
Her Majesty's Inspector may be quoted : — 

" The Boys' Model School at the Borough Road has 
been conducted by Mr. Langton during the past year 
with his accustomed care and assiduity." " The Girls' 
School at Stockwell is organized and taught with 
great skil] and vigour. Every scholar (with scarcely 
an exception) passes a careful and creditable exami- 
nation in reading, writing, spelling, and arithmetic. ,, 
" The Infants' School is ijx excellent order, the methods 
varied and systematic, the results for the most part very 
satisfactory." 

The Public Examinations have been kept up, and 
that at Stockwell, on the morning of June 30th, under 
the presidency of J. W. Pease, Esq., M.P. (repeated for 
the sake of the parents in the evening), gave evidence 
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of the careful teaching which the children had received. 
The evening meeting was a crowded and enthusiastic 
one, and did much, as such examinations when bond 
Jide and well conducted usually do, to encourage the 
children and interest the parents. 

THE GIRLS' MODEL SCHOOL AT THE BOROUGH ROAD, 

though no longer needed as a practising school, has 
been kept up under the management of the Ladies 
Committee, to whom for this, and their superintendence 
of the Stockwell College and Schools, your Committee 
are greatly indebted. Miss McKay has entered heartily 
into her work, and secured the commendation of Her 
Majesty's Inspector, who reports as follows : — 

" The school is in excellent order, and has been con- 
ducted by the present teacher with vigour and intel- 
ligence. The scholars presented pass well for the most 
part, both in the principal and supplementary subjects." 

The number of names on the books at present is 337, 
and the average daily attendance 254. Drawing has 
been taught this year, in addition to needlework and 
the usual branches of study. 

THE CORBY SCHOOL 

continues, under the management of your Committee, 
to give a sound and useful elementary education to 
over 100 children gathered from 6 Northamptonshire 
villages. The master's house has been put in thorough 
repair. The annual public examination, which embraced 
reading, spelling, geography, history, mental arithmetic, 
and Scripture, occupied a part of the afternoon, and was 
continued after tea, on the 8th of June. Mr. Pool, the 
highly esteemed master, and several neighbouring 
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teachers and friends, took part in the questioning. The 
intelligence of the children, their clean and healthy 
appearance, their neat dress, the cleanliness and good 
order of the school premises, about which roses have 
been carefully trained, and the decorations of the tea- 
table, excited much commendation. Abundant testi- 
mony was borne to the value of the school, and the 
benefit conferred on the neighbourhood by the benevo- 
lent founder, W. Rowlett, Esq. 

LOCAL SCHOOLS. 

Passing on from the schools which rtre under the 
direct control of your Committee to those which exist 
under local management in the metropolitan districts 
and various parts of the country, only a brief summary 
can be given of the work accomplished. The thorough 
independence of each school has been found compatible 
with friendly relation to the Parent Society. Every 
primary school in which religious unsectarian education 
is given is placed on the list, either with or without a 
subscription from the local committee, and becomes an 
object of interest and concern. Managers need assist- 
ance on the one hand, and teachers on the other. 

At the request of the former, teachers have been 
sought and found for 83 schools in addition to the 
80 taken by students from the colleges. In 62 cases 
supplies have been sent to carry on schools where the 
retirement, or illness, or death of the teacher placed the 
Committee in difficulty. School Inspections have been 
made in 808 cases, and followed by 59 special Reports. 
As many as 122 Public Examinations and meetings have 
been attended, often with marked success. Private 
meetings with Committees for counsel and encourage- 
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ment have been held to the number of 135, many of 
which have had reference to new schools. Xxrants of 
money and materials have been made to 43 schools in 
the metropolis and country districts, and 25 in Wales. 
The Depository has proved increasingly valuable as a 
channel through which to obtain books and school 
materials at a reduced price; so at least your Com- 
mittee infer from the fact that the receipts have been 
£800 in excess of the previous year. Every effort has 
been put forth to meet the requirements of schools. 

The interests of the teachers of these affiliated schools 
have not been overlooked. Nine assistant teachers have 
been promoted to schools of their own ; 7 teachers who 
had left the profession and wished to re-enter it have 
been introduced to schools ; 29 deserving teachers 
have been moved to better schools, or to schools nearer 
home ; 54 teachers actively engaged in school work 
have been allowed to sit for the Certificate Examination 
at one of the colleges, 40 of them with success. The 
Educational Record has been freely circulated, and an 
extra number published to give an early and exhaustive 
analysis of the Education Bill of the Government ; and 
teachers labouring on alone in the midst of many dis- 
couragements have been gathered together for con- 
ference, and the interchange of ideas and discussions 
of plans and methods of teaching. Meetings have been 
held at Birmingham, Brighton, Bristol, Darlington, 
Haverfordwest, Hull, Leeds, Liverpool, Llanelly, Lynn, 
Manchester, Margate, Newcastle, New Town, Norwich, 
Nottingham, Peterborough, Bochester, Sheffield, and 
Westbury. 

Your Committee have met with a very cordial response, 
and been cheered by such expressions of opinion as 
these : — 
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"I am delighted to find that the Committee of the British and 
Foreign School Society has decided upon such a course as you 
describe ; in this part of the country our isolation is most keenly 
felt." 

" I am very sorry indeed that circumstances prevent my attend 
ance at the teachers' meeting on Saturday next, as I think it 
will be highly beneficial to the teachers who live in such isolated 
districts as mine, where we seldom (if ever) meet with British 
teachers, and consequently know nothing of the working of the 
Society." 

" I read your communication with very great pleasure ; it is the 
very thing I have often wished for. None but those who live in 
eountry districts like this, know how isolated we are, and with so 
much to discourage in the shape of local influence brought to bear 
against us. A meeting of the kind you propose will do much 
to stimulate to fresh energy and activity in our work. I showed 
your note to our treasurer, who was so highly pleased with it that 
he wrote me a note, offering to pay any travelling expense that I 
might incur." 

" I am exceedingly glad to find, from your favour of the 20th, 
that an effort is about being made to connect more closely than at 
present the various local schools with the Parent Society. I know 
all the teachers of the various British schools here and around 
intimately, and am assured they would hail with pleasure any well- 
considered scheme that would, directly or indirectly, bring them 
into more intimate association with the Society. 1 ' 

The work of school extension on the broad basis of 
the Society has occupied your Committee as in past 
years. New schools have been established at Astwood 
Bank, Bolton, Ilkley, Leamington, Leicester, Maesbury, 
March, Nottingham, Thame, Tregony, Warboys, War- 
rington, and other places, in addition to several in 
London. 

But the most noteworthy progress has been made 
in Durham and South Wales. In the former district 
the Christian liberality and zealous activity of the 
Messrs. Pease have remodelled one school, built a 
teacher's house at a second, created five new depart- 
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mente in existing schools, and built two new schools, — 
the one with three departments, the other with two. 

" There are," says a correspondent, " so far as I can make out, 
twenty schools, or thirty-four departments of schools, of which Mr. 
Pease is the patron and manager. The principle upon which he 
pays his teachers is this : Males, £60 and one-third of the pence ; 
one-third of the Government Grant, with house and coals, if a house 
exists. Females, £30, one-third of the pence and one-fourth of the 
Government Grant. These schools as a rule pass high per-centages 
in Government examinations, e.g. ;— At Crook British School the 
boys passed 99 per cent. At the Albert British School, Darliugton, 
the boys passed 99 3 per cent. ; the girls 97*4 per cent; Very few 
fall below these averages. One reason of the high standard is the 
full equipment of assistance and apparatus." 

In South Wales the agent reports — 

"The operations in which the Society is interested have been 
carried on with energy and liberality, and the results are highly 
satisfactory and eminently encouraging. 

" Though the year has been one of commercial depression and edu- 
cational uncertainty, it has in this district witnessed the establish- 
ment of a greater number of British schools than any of its prede- 
cessors. Twenty-four departments of schools, with accommodation 
for 3,250 scholars, have been opened ; eight schools providing for 
1,000 children have been so improved as to be entitled to participate 
in the Parliamentary Grant for elementary education, and nine 
existing schools have removed into new and larger buildings, in which 
provision has been made for 1,750, while iu five others increased 
numbers have been accommodated by means of enlargements and 
class-rooms. 

" The movement continues to gain ground. Ten schools, which 
will accommodate 1,300 children, are in course of construction ; and 
there is a considerable number in immediate contemplation. These 
will be proceeded with as soon as the education question assumes 
somewhat more of stability. Continual changes in the regulations 
for the distribution of the Parliamentary fund prove prejudicial 
to the spread of education." 

Your Committee feel that Mr. Williams has good 
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ground for the jubilant tone of his reports in the feet 
that within the last seven years 98 new schoolrooms 
have been erected and 120 new British schools estab- 
lished in South Wales. Some idea of the history of 
these movements may be gained from the account of a 
single case : — 

" Saundersfoot is the central village of an important colliery and 
agricultural district, and is also a seaport of considerable resort. 
The population of the neighbourhood is about 2,500, chiefly com* 
posed of members of the working classes who are very poor. The 
British School has recently been built. Funds for this purpose 
were obtained by voluntary subscriptions, and the Government 
made a grant of £184 10s. in aid of them. It is a fine building, 
with playgrounds, class-rooms, and all conveniences attached. The 
principal schoolroom for boys and girls is 66 feet long by 18 feet 
broad, and is capable, of accommodating 200 scholars. It is pro- 
posed to open the school a.bout the first week in October ; and 
there is every reason, to believe that it will do great good, and will 
meet with general support in the neighbourhood. The Committee 
have had the benefit of advice and assistance in their undertakings 
from Mr. David Williams, your representative at Llanelly. He has 
visited the place several times, and would probably be able to give 
you further information about our doings." 

The staff of agents by whom the Society's work 
is carried on has been reduced by the death, soon 
after the last annual meeting, of Mr. Wilks, a former 
secretary. In him the society lost, on the 7th 
of June, a faithful and energetic supporter, and the 
British schools throughout the country a judicious 
adviser and friend. Instead of filling up the vacancy 
thus occasioned, your Committee have thought it better 
that Mr. Salter should reside in London (not Man- 
chester as heretofore), acting through local corre- 
spondents, and making periodical visits to all the 
districts of England outside the metropolitan circle; 
that Mr. Saunders, aided by such occasional help as 
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other ftffiodrs can give, should inspect the metropolitan 
district as he used to do; and that Mr. Williams, 
assisted by Mr, Joseph Owen, late teacher of the 
British school at Rhyl, should push forward the cause 
pf education in North and South Wales. Your Com- 
mittee hope by this rearrangement to do more work, 
and do it more thoroughly, without additional ex- 
penditure. 

Mr. Salter reviews his labours in the North as 
follows : —

" These figures serve vividly to exhibit the various ways in which 
the agents of the Society have opportunities to be useful, and the 
great extent to which they are brought into contact with the educa- 
tional vitality of the country. The extensive areas over which their 
work is spread, the familiarity which they rapidly acquire with differ- 
ing local peculiarities, the practical knowledge they of necessity 
accumulate, and the broad, liberal, Christian principles they repre- 
sent, enable them to advise with confidence, to expound with clear- 
ness, to plead with acceptance, and to advocate with authority. 
Undoubtedly their work is onerous and responsible, but, animated 
by ardent educational sympathies, it becomes to them a ceaseless 
source of pleasure. 

" All over the district of which I write educational agitation has 
developed itself with unprecedented vigour. In the short space of 
twelve months popular feeling has wonderfully grown in earnestness 
and dfrpth, and the public mind now apprehends some of the leading 
principles essential to a settlement of the education question, with a 
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clearness never before attained, holding to these principles, and to 
their practical application with the tenacity and decision character- 
istic of deep-seated conviction. I am, in the course of my duties, 
brought much into relation with educationists of all shades of reli- 
gious opinion, men who agree but in this one point — that the 
people must be educated. On the extirpation of ignorance and its 
consequent evils they have indeed long been unanimous. Till lately 
they were unanimous on nothing else. It is now apparent, however, 
that all this is changing. Episcopalians and Dissenters are alike 
saying that, to accomplish the difficult and pressing work they have 
so much at heart, every party must yield something of its denomi- 
national peculiarities, and in doing so approach more nearly to the 
principles and practice of the British and Foreign School Society. 

" As something incident to the agitation just referred to, I ought 
to remark that the institution of new schools has been, in this dis- 
trict, considerably interfered with. People naturally wait to see what 
will be done. This waiting cannot last long. If the state of public 
business should happily permit the enactment, this session, of a 
really popular educational measure, the stimulus to school extension 
will be prompt and energetic. If otherwise, Government action 
failing, educationists will be less than ever in a waiting mood. They 
will stir up their energies, and, working with more light and more 
accord, they will extract from the present available resources a 
richer harvest of results than ever before repaid their labours. 

" Thus, whatever may be the issue of the pending struggle, one 
result is nearly certain — an increase in the demand for teachers. 
The training departments of the Society will in that case extend in 
scale and rise in importance. Judging from what I see in various 
parts of the country, the present supply does not equal the demand. 
Because better teachers cannot be had there are labourers now in 
the field of education, whose comfort and utility would be greatly 
increased by their removal to almost any other occupation. To in- 
crease the supply of such, by relaxing in the matter of certificates, or 
by lowering the standard of special preparation, would be to make a 
profound mistake. The vital connection between the quality of 
teachers and of the education they impart is so close, so obvious, 
and so convincing, that I am glad to say it is almost universally re- 
cognised. The requisite supply of the right material is therefore a 
problem about to present itself pressingly for solution. 

" Within the last three months I have had the privilege of repre- 
senting the Society at meetings of teachers held in Nottingham, 
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Newcastle-on-Tync, Darlington, Manchester, Liverpool, and other 
place*. A remark or two respecting them will not be inappropriate. 

" At the meetings in question, one thing worthy of notice was 
the manly independence which distinguished the discussions. Very 
important questions engaged attention, often involving much scope 
for partisanship. I did not observe a single case in which a speaker 
betrayed any disposition to conceal his real convictions out of 
deference to the sentiments or position of others. Again, it would 
hardly be possible for men to display more downright earnestness in 
the advocacy of great principles than these teachers did. I was 
glad to see by this proof that their work lies near their hearts. 
Further, I found that these meetings, held under the auspices of the 
Society, were regarded with much favour, mainly in the belief that 
they would be exceedingly useful in drawing the teachers and the 
Society more closely together. This recognition by the Society was 
indeed gratefully regarded on many accounts. 

" A leading object of the Society is that sound Scriptural instruc- 
tion shall be combined with the best secular. I do not doubt that, 
by the 'Code,' this important matter has received some injury. 
Like history, grammar, and other things, the Scripture instruction 
of former days has declined. In an elementary school there is 
certainly not much fair scope for what some call 'religious teaching ; 
meaning thereby the enforcement of sectarian peculiarities/ But 
I know that every teacher who has the will can easily find the oppor- 
tunity, in the apposite words of Mr. Saunders, ' to teach the simple 
verities of the Bible, and their embodiment and illustration in its 
histories national and personal, and the lessons thus furnished for 
our imitation or warning.' I join with Mr. Saunders in saying 
again that I know ' that these lessons have instrumentally supplied 
the germs of what has developed into a character productive of fruit 
beneficial to man and glorifying to G-od.' 

" Of course one of the topics discussed at the recent meetings of 
the teachers was the Religious Difficulty. It was very pleasing to 
find that hardly any portion of this difficulty falls to the lot of 
British teachers. An incident related by a Bradford teacher is 
here worthy of record. An infidel working man applied at his 
school for admission on behalf of his son, observing that he knew 
Mr. P., the teacher, did not dose his scholars with religion. Mr. P. 
promptly stated that he read and explained the Bible to his pupils, 
and that there must be no mistake on that point. The infidel's 
response was to the effect that though he did not believe in the 
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Bible, he yet regarded it as a very wonderful book. He was there- 
fore willing that Mr. P. should make his boy intelligently acquainted 
with its contents ; and then, when he was old enough, he, the boy, 
might ' take his own way.' This was about the only religious diffi- 
culty that, as a British teacher (in the course of twenty years), 
Mr. P. had ever experienced." 

" Among the circumstances that adversely affect schools, a frequent 
change of teachers is regarded as one of the most injurious. An evil 
of an opposite origin may, however, sometimes be detected. It is 
occasionally found that a teacher holds on to his school when his use- 
fulness has departed. Neither he nor his committee like to take 
the first step. in effecting a change. There may be a feeling on the 
teacher's part that he is the object of misinterpretation and preju- 
dice, and he forms a determination to live them down. At the same 
time the Committee feel that there is no real case against him, but 
that it would be a blessing if he would go. Meanwhile, the school 
suffers, competitors get all the advantage, and the evil deepens. 

" The practical remark arising out of all this is, that the friendly 
offices of the Society are available, and should be invoked, in the 
interests of education, by both parties. A teacher who fails in one 
place will sometimes find his labours crowned with abundant success 
in another. 

" The subject of superannuation here naturally suggests itself. I 
have reason to know that there is a strong feeling in favour of super- 
annuation (as a means of providing for those who have lost the power 
of vigorous and useful teaching) in the minds of many thoughtful and 
observant teachers; and they fervently hope some means will be 
devised to accomplish it. 

" Others, arguing from abstract principles, reason forcibly against 
it. The case must be decided by reference to facts. If the present 
system leads to inefficient schools under worn-out but worthy men, 
who have manfully borne the burden and heat of the day, that must 
be recognised jas an evil, not only to be deprecated, but if possible 
removed. How it is to be removed by any other reliable method 
than superannuation, I have not heard. The agitation on this 
subject now in progress will, I hope, proceed until some conclusion 
satisfactory to all parties is at last reached." 

From Mr. Williams your Committee have received 
the following, in addition to a paragraph given above ;—

And the year is gone into the past, and I am 


permitted to pre- 



sent my seventh report upon the operations and prospects of the 
British and Foreign School Society in South Wales and Monmouth- 
shire, and this I do with much pleasure, inasmuch as the efforts made 
have been crowned with more than ordinary success. 

" In reviewing this important field of the Society's labours, one 
finds occasion for gratitude and incentives to increased action* 

" It cannot but be gratifying to the supporters of the Society, and 
the promoters of unsectarian education generally, to know that the 
number of schools conducted on the Society's principles, in this dis- 
trict alone, exceeds 300, of which 268 are in connection with the 
Committee of Council on Education, and would compare not unfa- 
vourably in point of efficiency with any similarly situated schools in 
the kingdom. It is to me a source of proud satisfaction to have to 
state that of the successful male candidates at the examination for 
admission into the training colleges at Bangor and Borough Road, 
held in the month of December last, there were eight pupil-teachers 
from this district who obtained very respectable positions in the 
first class. 

" From an inspection of the figures prefixed to this report, it will 
appear that while considerable attention has been paid to existing 
schools, my efforts have been chiefly directed to originating and 
maturing school movements in localities destitute of the means of 
day school education. This pioneering work consisted of personal 
visits, conferences, correspondence, and public meetings. The results 
have been cheering. 

" Our existing schools are, upon the whole, in a very satisfactory 
condition. Great numbers of them are in a high state of efficiency, 
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and those which are not so flourishing are, with few exceptions, 
gradually improving. Whilst a few teachers and managers need a 
little stimulus occasionally, the great hulk of them perform their 
respective duties in a commendable manner. 

" The chief impediment in the way of greater proficiency in the 
schools is the irregularity with which so many children attend. This 
delinquency is so general and injurious that it neutralizes to a 
serious extent the good effect of the benevolent efforts put forth. 
It is a source of annoyance to teachers, of pecuniary embarrassment 
to committees, of disappointment to parents, and of irreparable loss 
to children. One could wish a little healthful pressure were brought 
to bear in this direction. 

"This district, notwithstanding all the liberality that has been 
shown, the great efforts that have been made, and the eminent suc- 
cess that has been attained, is still, I regret to say, very inadequately 
supplied with day schools, 

" Nevertheless, with an improving public opinion, manifesting 
itself in an increasing appreciation of the value of knowledge, greater 
liberality on the part of Christian people, renewed efforts on the 
part of our excellent Society, and the blessing of the Most High, 
we may hope, in a few years, to find our moral wastes, under proper 
cultivation, bringing forth fruit to the benefit of mankind, the sta- 
bility of our country, and the glory of God." 

In carrying on the accustomed 

FOREIGN OPERATIONS 

of the Society your Committee have met with much 
encouragement. The teachers mentioned in the last 
Report as required for the Bahamas have been sent 
out, — Mr. Moore to Inagua, and Mr. Begrie to Nassau. 
At a public examination of the Boys' Central School at 
Nassau — the head-quarters of the Bahamas Board of 
Education — His Excellency the Governor, who pre- 
sided, "spoke in high commendation of the manner 
in which the school was conducted under Mr. Begrie, 
and said that he observed a marked improvement in 
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the discipline and behaviour of the boys, compared with 
what he witnessed when he first visited the school." 

Accounts have reached your Committee of the success 
of teachers formerly provided for India and the South 
Seas. Of the Benevolent Institution in Calcutta it is said : 

" It was established in 1806 by Drs. Carey, Marshman, and Ward, 
for the education of indigent children of East Indians speaking 
English. It has always enjoyed a grant from the Indian Govern- 
ment of about £200 a year ; the rest of its funds are provided by 
voluntary subscriptions in Calcutta. Tho first master was Mr. 
Penney, an old Borough Eoad student. After his death, the 
masters were found in Calcutta. Under this rigime the Institution 
did not flourish ; and the Trustees at length requested us to find 
them a master. We found Mr. Rodway, another of your alumni, 
of whom the following report has come to hand : — 1 The Institution 
is, we are glad to hear, looking up again. This satisfactory change 
is owing to the services of an efficient head master, Mr. J. Eodway, 
having been secured for the school. The building has undergone 
thorough repairs, and the number of pupils is daily increasing. 
Mr. Eodway, who has had an excellent training in England, and 
who appears to be exactly the sort of man whose services have been 
long needed, is doing his best to effect improvement in every depart- 
ment of the Institution. 1 " 

The value of the materials sent to schools in remote 
places is by no means to be measured by the actual 
cost to the Society. A parcel from England, especially 
if it contains something new, encourages and stimulates 
those who find the isolation and drudgery oppressive. 

A Jamaica correspondent writes, — 

" I have seen both the Government Inspectors, who have arranged 
the specimens in the Educational Museum, and I am requested to 
convey to your Committee, on behalf of the Government, its thanks 
for this donation. I may add that the inspectors have noticed in 
their travels the very seasonable aid your Society has often afforded 
to missionaries, and the great educational value of many of your 
publications." 
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A missionary in Antigua writes, — 

" The large box containing books, slates, maps, &c, <fcc, for the 
three schools connected with the Lebanon congregation, has at last 
come safely into my hands. I now hasten by the very first mail, to 
tender my warmest thanks to the directing Board of the Society, for 
the very valuable grant of most necessary and useful school materials. 
The new reading-books, Standards I. to IV., quite unknown to us 
before, will, I trust, prove an excellent help. I have certainly never 
seen anything that in every respect seemed to be so exactly fitted 
for the wants of our schools as these beautiful, neat, and durable 
little books, with their plain, simple, nicely varied, and steadily pro- 
gressing reading lessons. The slates were a most welcome and 
timely gift. I had occasion, the very next day after receiving them, 
to put a -dozen into each of our three schools, so that we are now 
quite well supplied. The various sets of lessons on loose sheets, 
arithmetical, Scripture, and reading, are themselves admirable. I 
have begun to use them by giving out to the teachers one or two 
sheets at a time, and changing them when required. Also the two 
maps of the world have found their places, one in the juvenile school, 
and the other at Potter's mixed school ; they were sadly wanted, and 
I have no doubt Mill soon show some good effect, for I find children 
generally like to learn geography, especially from a map of the world. 
Let me express to you again, for all these things mentioned just now, 
as well as for all the other things contained in the box, my true 
gratitude. The neat little globe was quite a surprise; I easily 
changed its position so as to suit our latitude, and intend to use it 
at the schools occasionally. 

" There remainsnow in my heart only the wish that the kind givers 
may in time to come hear pleasing and cheering accounts of these 
our schools, which they have so liberally aided. Should I stay 
here much longer — which, by-the-bye, is by no means certain — I shall 
feel it my duty from time to time to give some information of our 
progress. But even without such information, and even without 
visible results, may the good work of the British and Foreign School 
Society steadily progress ! May the Lord whom we all serve 
bless and prosper all efforts made by His children in the cause of 
light against darkness ! " 

Convinced that such gifts are very useful, your Com- 
mittee have gladly responded, as far as possible, to 
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urgent appeals from Antigua, Grenada, Jamaica, Deme- 
rara> Berbice, Honduras, Calcutta, Ceylon, South Africa, 
South Seas, as well as Madrid, Florence, Syria, and other 
places. 

The letters of application, supplemented by other 
correspondence, give interesting tidings of the progress 
of education on the Society's principles in various parts 
of the world, which your Committee would like to refer 
to at greater length than their space allows. 

Glancing at 

THE WEST INDIES, 
it appears that in the Bahamas there is 

"An increase in the number of children on the books, the number 
present at the examination, also the average attendance for the past 
three years : —

" It will be seen from this table that the number present at the 
examination in 1865 was only 1,016, and that the average attendance 
for the same year was 1,004 ; while in 1866 the number present at 
the examination (making no allowance for half a dozen schools not 
examined) had increased to 2,011, and the average attendance to 
2,014. This is an increase of 100 per cent, for the three years." 

In Jamaica the educational movement is progressing. 

" The Government plan," writes the Rev. "W*. Gardner, " works 
well, and as Sir J. P. Grant has made (to use his own words) income 
quadrate with expenditure, and this year will have a surplus, more 
will soon be done in the way of grants in aid." 

The Kev. J. S. Shrewsbury, writing from Grenada, 
says,— 

" We are striving to carry on the work of scriptural education 
under many disadvantages. The Bible is our text-book, but we are 
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fearfully destitute of school materials, and we have no persons with 
means sufficient to assist us iu purchasing books. The Government 
here furnishes the salaries of the teachers, but in most cases we are 
obliged to find means to supplement those scanty amounts. Hence 
there is no margin for books. The number of children that we have 
in our schools is 345, aud we muster 344 in our Sabbath schools. 
Some of them are likewise in the day schools, but many only attend 
the Sabbath school. I should be glad, if it were not deemed un- 
reasonable, to ask the Committee of the British and Foreign School 
Society to make me a small grant of books and materials for my 
five schools." 

The Rev. J. H. Darrell reports concerning Mont- 
serrat, — 

" At present we hare five large schools, attended by over 400 child- 
ren. The cost of these schools is about £90 per annum, £50 of 
which is paid by our Committee in London; the rest is met by 
ocal contribution, the Government giving us no aid hitherto. The 
parents of the children are generally extremely poor, and can hardly 
clothe their offspring, consequently we are often in great pecuniary 
difficulty, and are obliged to pay the teacher very inadequately. 
Last year we had an increase of 188 scholars, and we expect a large 
increase again this year, having recently established two new schools 
in remote and hitherto neglected districts. The increased numbers 
under instruction, the average good attendance of the children, 
together with such help as the poor people can give us, concur in 
showing that the schools are becoming more deservedly estimated 
by the class for whose special benefit they are intended. The 
instruction given is in reading, writing, arithmetic, grammar, 
geography, and the Holy Scriptures." 

GUIANA, 

" The Government grants," writes the Rev. John Dalgliesh, of 
New Amsterdam, " have been very liberal indeed. They were made 
according to the standing of the teacher and the average attendance 
of scholars, but this year the efficiency of the schools is also taken 
into account, which is certainly a great improvement, although it 
essens in most instances the amount of the grant. According to the 
Inspector's report for last year 136 schools have received grants in 
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aid, ivturuiug an average daily attenlanjc of 8,831 sjliolari. There 
are several schools, however, which have not participated in the grant, 
which will considerably increase the number of children receiving 
instruction. The number on the books was 15,658. It strikes me 
that the schools iu general are in advance of those I saw in Ja- 
maica, and there can be no doubt that education amongst the 
labouring classes is progressing rapidly. Of course we labour under 
difficulties here which are not experienced where the general popu- 
lation is in a more advanced state ; still, all things being taken into 
account, I think that our schools would bear a not unfavourable 
comparison with schools of the same class in England* I am sure 
of this, that the friends of education who assisted us in former years — 
and I have received much help from the Borough Road — have no 
cause to regret their efforts." 

Turning to our Eastern possessions, your Committee 
would refer with satisfaction to 

CEYLON. 

" Our operations," writes the Eev. John Scott, " are carried on 
through the medium of Singhalese (the vernacular), of Indo-Portu- 
guese (spoken by European descendants), and (to a constantly- 
increasing extent) of English. The following is a summary of our 
education statistics, from the last local report. Day schools : — Por 
boys, 38 ; for girls, 27 :— total, 65. Teachers .—Male, 49 ; female, 
33 :— total, 82. Scholars :— Boys, 1,479 ; girls, 790 :— total, 2,269. 

In the majority of these schools we can give only an elementary 
education, our great want being properly qualified teachers. This 
want we are now endeavouring to supply by a small training insti- 
tution. The only student who has so far been appoiuted to a school 
is succeeding admirably. 

Our village schools are taught in Singhalese, and are supplie I 
with vernacular books and maps from the depot of the Christian 
Vernacular Education Society. In more important localities we 
teach English to the higher classes, when wo are able to procure 
teachers. In such places the more energetic lads will learn English 
in order to push their way in life ; and by ministering to this want 
we are able to retain a hold upon them at the most important time 
of life. Hence these schools have been our most successful ones ; 
many lads who entered them determined Buddhists, having left 
them sincere and consistent Christians. But to keep up such 
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schools is a matter of no small difficulty. We supplement the 
mission grant by fees and subscriptions, and thus are barely able to 
pay the teachers' salaries. Ttie scholars buy their own books; but 
to provide maps more suitable for good schools than the very meagre 
vernacular ones is beyond our means. Maps, however, are of 
peculiar value to us. The Buddhist (so called) sacred books con- 
tain the most absurd descriptions of the form of the earth ; and to 
understand a map, much more a globe, is often the first step to the 
conviction that Buddhism is not true. Globes I am afraid to ask 
for, on account of the expense ; but a few good maps may be granted 
to us, I trust." 

An educational movement has begun in 

SPAIN, 

as the result of which, applications for information and 
aid have been received, from which short extracts are 
taken. 

" The Spanish Protestants are crying out for Christian education 
for their children, — boys and girls; and we are anxious that this, 
while Christian, should also be thorough ; in fact, we want to train 
up intelligent Christians. Teachers such as we have in England, 
those to whom you would grant a certificate, do not exist in Spain ; 
we must have a teacher from England to teach Spaniards how to 
teach. If you can aid in this matter you will confer a great boon 
on Spain. Books are another want ; proper school books are not to 
be had in Spain, we must create them." 

" I have been directed by the municipality of Bilbao to obtain 
details of every kind as to the best systems adopted in this country 
in the building and management of gratuitous schools for children, 
whether under Government patronage, or promoted by pri- 
vate benevolent associations, Ac. ; and I therefore take the 
liberty of addressing you in the hope that you would be 
willing to furnish me with particulars (as minute and full 
as possible) as to the selection and laying out of sites, plans, 
and specifications of buildings ; furniture, organization, manage- 
ment, &c, of such institutions; any expense attending which, of 
course, I would gladly defray. The main object of the municipality 
is the reformation of free schools in the said province." 

D 
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ITALY. 

Signor Ferretti, known to many friends of education 
in this country, has established in Florence an asylum 
for girls, into which he gathers not orphans only, but 
also the daughters of poor colporteurs and preachers. 
" The education given is the most suitable for Italian 
females of their class, not unfitting them for any cir- 
cumstances of humble life and poverty to which, on 
quitting the seminary, they might be destined; while at 
the same time they are so trained according to their 
several capacities as to be eligible for introduction into 
the most distinguished families — some as high class 
teachers, some as nursery governesses, others as thorough 
lady's-maids, and some as household servants. Madame 
Ferretti and her mother govern the interior arrange- 
ments ; Signor Ferretti superintending the educational, 
the moral and religious, in precept and in practice. 
The religion taught is evangelical, severed from all 
sectarianism." 

Asking for aid, Signor Ferretti says, — 

" You are aware that besides preaching the Gospel and superin- 
tending the Protestant Italian schools, which contain over 300 
children in Florence, I hare, through the kind providence of God 
and the help of English and American friends, been enabled to con- 
tinue the support of the Orphans' Home and Training Institution 
for Girls ; and the regular reports of our Ladies' Committee will 
have shown you how the undertaking has been blessed of the Lord. 
They have also shown how persecution has manifested itself in the 
perpetual chasing of us out of every domicile, as the term of our 
lease of six months expired; finally, by the exertions of generous 
friends, chiefly American, a house has been purchased, and a hope of 
rest been given us ; but the price to be paid has as yet only partially 
been realized, and the remainder must be forthcoming by a certain 
date." 
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A London Committee has been formed to help Signor 
Ferretti in this work, to whom any special contri- 
butions which the supporters of the British and Foreign 
School Society may make, shall be paid over. 

An interesting sketch of the state of education in 

GKREECE 

has been sent by Professor Constantinides, who was a 
student at the Borough Road College thirty years ago, 
and remembers his English friends with affectionate 
gratitude. 

"Popular Education appears to one who examines the matter 
rather superficially very satisfactory; for schools of both sexes 
are annually added, and new teachers succeed those who for one or 
other cause withdraw, and the children frequenting the schools com- 
paratively exceed those of many nations in Europe and America. 
But to those who have seriously and deeply examined the subject of 
elementary education, it is far from being such. I may then exclaim 
with the Minister of Beligion and Education, who, in his report to 
Her Majesty at the end of 1868, honestly said, * Popular education 
appears flourishing and ostentatious in number, but yery deficient in 
the expected fruitfulness.' The causes of this are many, but the 
principal are the want of a Normal School with a model one attached 
to it, proper inspection and direction by persons possessing the 
necessary qualifications, and the power and means to organize the 
Bchools on a better footing and appoint the best of the teachers to the 
most important situations. Now one may ask, "Why then, since the 
nature of the disease is known, are not proper remedies administered 
in order to save the patient P I answer that the obstacles to this are 
many ; for some persons earnestly believe that the gymnasiums (col- 
leges) are as good to prepare teachers for primary schools as any 
Normal School. They cannot understand that special Institutions 
are absolutely necessary for the preparation of persons for their 
expected profession. Thus, scholars rejected from the gymnasiums, 
either for negligence or some other cause, have recourse to the pro- 
fession of a schoolmaster. A committee, by order of Government, 
is appointed every year (in 1868 there were named six such com- 
mittees), who after a superficial examination caused diplomas to be 
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given to persons, moat of whom are fit far anything else than 
teachers of the young: Another obstacle is the pecuniary difficulties 
of the country ; but the greatest of all » the abort duration of the 
Ministry. A minister of education is appointed (generally for the 
first time in his life). He knows consequently almost nothing of 
the branch he is called upon to direct. He develops, however, a 
great zeaL He is desirous to do some good to his country, and in 
order to accomplish it he collects information from all quarters con- 
cerning the real want of education among the people. He appoints 
committees to propose amelioration or modification. He sometimes 
continues so long as to prepare " Bills of law," and submit them to the 
Chamber ; but before these are discussed the minister falls, and with 
him all his projects and good-wilL But, notwithstanding all these ob- 
stacles, I do not at all despair in the cause of education, for the 
Greek people thirst for education ; the lore of knowledge is inherent in 
them ; they know how to appreciate the benefit of a good education. 
Men, therefore, even of the lowest condition, day labourers, have con- 
trived to give their sons and daughters a liberal education. And if 
ancient Greece could boast of a Cleanthes who laboured in the 
evening in drawing water from a well in order to obtain the means 
of frequenting the school in the daytime, modern Greece can show 
hundreds — I, at least, can point out many poor youths, who, after 
submitting themselves to all privations, have, by perseverance and 
diligence, succeeded in obtaining an honourable position in life. We 
have in different parts of Greece, physicians, lawyers, professors, Ac., 
<fcc, whose parents have been husbandmen, artisans, or even day 
labourers. Wherever there is a Greek community, their first care 
is to erect a church and to establish schools for both sexes. Even 
at Manchester a boys' and girls* school has been established (the 
teachers are a father and his daughter) for the Greeks. 

" Contributions for the promotion of education have been sent in 
great sums by Greeks residing in various parts of the world, by 
which are erected the University, the large edifice for the educa- 
tion of females, the two orphan asylums, the seminary of Bisoris, 
<fcc, &c. These tokens, and many others I omit for brevity's sake, 
convince me that the future of Greece will, by the grace of the 
Almighty, be happy and bright. 

" I will finish my letter by giving you a summary of the statistics 
on education, officially published at the end of 1868. The univer- 
sity of this city being divided into four faculties, (viz., Theology, 
Law, Medicine, Philosophy), and a Pharmaceutic school, is attended 
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by 1,217 students, taught by fifty-two professors. Sixteen gym- 
nasiums in the principal towns of the kingdom are attended by 
2,904 scholars ; 105 professors are appointed, and 14 teachers of lineal 
drawing.

SYRIA. 

In 1847 " a rather aged Cumberland farmer, by name 
Lowthian, a shrewd, industrious, and thoroughly prac- 
tical Christian, who had worked hard all his life, and 
now, on the verge of seventy, had begun to think 
of rest from worldly toil " became so much interested in 
Syria, which place he had previously visited, that he 
went to reside at BeirAt. Before long he found a pupil, 
who, after learning English, visited this country in 
1852. During this visit some friends gave him £80 to. 
promote the education of his neighbours, w Qp. return- 
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ing to Lebanon with this gift, he offered it to the 
American missionaries at BeirAt, for the promotion 
of education in the district. They declined to accept 
it, and encouraged him, and his brother, who had now 
been recognised by the American Mission as a qualified 
teacher, to do what good they could with the money 
themselves. They accordingly expended it in the 
erection of a small school at B'Howarah, which cost 
£20, the site and stones for which were granted by the 
late Colonel Churchill, and themselves, in connection 
with Mr. Lowthian, undertook the charge of the school 
The two brothers overcame by degrees the prejudices of 
an ignorant and superstitious people against allowing 
their children to be educated. They found openings 
for schools in some of the neighbouring villages." They 
ultimately succeeded in establishing five schools in the 
neighbourhood of BeirAt, giving instruction to 412 
children, and five more in Lebanon and Damascus, teach- 
ing 265 others, besides the training school at Beir&t, 
with seventy-seven scholars, and the associated elemen- 
tary schools containing 380 boys and girls. The yearly 
cost of one of the ordinary schools is about £30 ; school 
fees are now ordinarily paid, and the amount is about 
£80 a year. The school books are, except in cases of 
orphanage and poverty, paid for by the scholars. 

In making application for a grant of school materials, 
Miss Wilson says, — " Mr. Saleeby will take out several 
young men as assistants, one of whom was trained 
under one of your best teachers, and is well up in 
school management and discipline/' 

In July, 1868, 

"There was a General Examination of all the British Syrian 
schools. That of the Normal Training School occupied three 
days, and excited great interest among the natives. On the last 
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day there were above 1,180 visitors, among whom were the Pacha 
of Beirut, the Mufti, and many other Moslems, and also his 
Excellency Franco Pasha, the new Governor- General of the Lebanon. 
The examination was in Arabic, English, and French, in the Holy 
Scriptures of the Old and New Testament, grammar, history, 
geography, arithmetic, the piano, singing, Ac, while the modest self- 
possessed manner of the girls gave much satisfaction. The Mufti, in 
a long address, said 1 With these schools has begun the regeneration 
of Syria.'" 

Your Committee would close this brief detailed 
account of their various agencies and operations at home 
and abroad, and of the supplementary aid they have 
been able to give, with devout thankfulness to God, and 
the sincere hope that His blessing may rest on what 
they and others have done, so that not " the regenera- 
tion of Syria " only, but of the world, may be largely 
promoted. 

Your Committee regret that the regular income of 
the Society does not quite cover the expenditure, and 
that, but for the liberality of deceased friends who left 
legacies to perpetuate their subscriptions* there would 
have been a considerable balance on the wrong side, 
or some of the expenditure must have been avoided. 
As regards the expenditure, your Committee believe 
it to be small, considering the work done. The cost 
of each student at the Borough Road for the year 1868, 
as calculated for the last Blue-book, was £53 10a 5d., 
or £6 3s. 4d, below the average; and the cost has 
been less for 1869. The cost of each student at 
Stockwdl was £28 0s. 8d., which is £7 0s. 6d. lower 
than the average, and the difference between 1868 
and 1869 is very slight. The cost of the education of 
each child in the schools, calculated on the average 
attendance for 1869, has been £1 5a 9£d. ; while the 
average cost of the inspected schools of Great Britain

for the previous four years was £1 6s. 7£d. On the 
ground of economical management, combined with suc- 
cessful results, your Committee appeal to the friends of 
the Institution to preserve for them a clear balance- 
sheet. They suggest that, advice and help being freely 
given to local committees whenever required, and a 
supply of teachers being kept up for the benefit of all 
schools, a subscription from each affiliated school would 
not be out of place. 

The present time is not one for relaxing educational 
effort. While a national scheme is in contemplation, 
children are growing up in ignorance, and somebody 
ought to care for them. The adoption of any national 
Scheme will create schools, for which teachers must be 
found and trained. Your Committee rejoice that the 
education question has been taken up by a strong 
Government, and placed in the hands of a states- 
man of such intellectual power, broad sympathies, 
conciliating dispositions, and moral force as William 
Edward Forster, by whom such words as these have 
been lately used in the Legislature. 

" It is not merely duty for the present and hope for 
the future, but it is the remembrance of the past, that 
forbids us to exclude religion from the teaching of our 
schools. I confess I have still in my veins the blood of 
my Puritan forefathers, and I regret to find that it 
should be thought that religion belongs specially to the 
minister. It belongs to the schoolmaster ; it belongs to 
every man. * * * It belongs to all religious men 
to teach religion, and the master of the school, we trust, 
will be a religious man. To no religious man can we 
say, Leave religion alone. * * * I have some expe- 
rience in connection with working men. I know their 
sympathies, I know their doubts and difficulties ; I wish 
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I knew how to answer them ; but I am sure of this, — 
the old English Bible is still a sacred thing in their 
hearts, and no measure would be more unpopular than 
one which declared by Act of Parliament that the Bible 
should be excluded from the school." 

Your Committee have, of course, given careful and 
candid consideration to the proposed Education Bill, and 
they have not failed to take such steps aa seemed to 
them fitting to urge their views regarding it on the 
Government. Though the measure does not adopt the 
British school system, it is so far from being hostile 
as to propose to assimilate other schools to this model 
in several important respects; and it is clear that, 
whatever form the measure may ultimately assume, 
there will be abundant room for active service on the 
part of your Society. More teaching will require more 
teachers, and more teaching in some way or other the 
country is resolved to have. The calls on your Com- 
mittee are . sure to be multiplied, and a Society which 
exists for the defence and embodiment of such a principle 
as yours — that of religious unsectarian education — must 
work on in faith till men of extreme opinions on 
either side have proved each other in the wrong, and 
bent a common gaze upon a system which is unsec- 
tarian because it has no sect on whose behalf to pro- 
selytise, and religious because it recognises even in the 
schoolroom the link which binds man to his God, — a 
system which occupies ground on which all can stand, 
because scrupulously respecting Conscience while cling- 
ing tenaciously to Truth.

FROM LOCAL EEPOETS AND CORRESPONDENCE, 

&c., &c. 



JBattersea. " Boys. At Her Majesty's Inspector's annual visit, 
81 boys, qualified by attendances, were presented for examination ; 
out of tbis number 78 passed in reading, 78 in writing, and 71 iu 
arithmetic ; Passes in Standards from I. to III., 186 ; and in Stand- 
ards IV. to VI., 41 ? 

" The following is a summary of the Inspector's report 

" ' The school is in excellent order, and the instruction shows great 
care and assiduity on the part of the teacher. The scholars pre- 
sented, mostly pass very creditably.' 

" Girls. At the last examination, out of 82 girls who were 
qualified for presentation, 78 passed in reading, 82 in writing, and 
68 in arithmetic ; Passes in Standards from I. to III., 168 ; and from 
IV. to VI., 60. 

" Subjoined is a summary of Her Majesty's Inspector's report. 

" ' Miss Hogg has continued to manage her school with her accus- 
tomed energy ; and very creditable results have been attained in all 
the different Standards.' 

" The enlargement of the Infant Department in Plough Lane is 
progressing, and the managers expect the building will be ready for 
use after the Christmas holidays. About £40 more than has been 
subscribed are required to cover the cost of the new erections, and 
the managers will be thankful for any donations to meet this defi- 
ciency. The school properties are freeholds, and held in trust for 
educational purposes only. They are without any kind of endow- 
ment." 

Bideford. Boyi,15Q, QirU and Infants, 191. "The Committee 
regret to find that the numbers now recorded arc less than those of 
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the preceding year, 1868 ; but this diminution was owing, they be- 
lieve, entirely to the severe epidemic which so long and severely 
prevailed, and indicates no real educational decline. The fact that 
a larger number passed the examination by Her Majesty's Inspector 
in 1869 than in 1868 notwithstanding diminished numbers of average 
attendance, shows conclusively that a greater educational' stimulus 
has been maintained throughout the school. 

" The table now given shows the time the children stay in the 
school. The Committee direct attention to it as they have done to 
similar tables in previous reports, as showing the very short periods 
during which the children of the poorer classes receive their in- 
struction. 

" The numbers on the books who have been in the school less 
than one year — boys, 59 ; girls and infants, 81 ; total, 140 : 1 year 
and less than 2 years, boys, 37 ; girls and infants, 39 ; total, 76 : 2 
years and less than 3 years, boys, 16 ; girls and infants, 16 ; total, 32 : 
3 years and less than 4 years, boys, 14 ; girls and infants, 21 ; total, 
35 : 4 years and less than 5 years, boys, 19 ; girls and infants, 19 ; 
total, 38 : 5 years and over, boys, 11 ; girls and infants, 15 ; total, 
26. Grand total, boys, 156 ; girls and infants, 191 ; total, 347. 

" In noticing the education given in the past year the Committee 
present the statistical results of the examination by Her Majesty's 
Inspector in November last. They are much pleased to notice the 
improvement previously named in this report. 

"Presented for examination, boys, 99; girls (not infants), 70; 
total, 169. Passed in reading, boys, 87 ; girls (not infants), 68 ; 
total, 155: passed in writing, boys, 92; girls (not infants), 61; 
total, 153 : passed in arithmetic, boys, 75 ; girls (not infants), 48 ; 
total, 123. Total passes, boys, 254; girls (not infants), 177 ; total, 431. 

" The average cost of the education of each child, estimated by the 
average attendance, was £1 0s. Oid. 

"The average payment by each child, estimated also by the 
average attendance, was — boys, 5s. 8Jd. ; girls, 4s. 2|d. ; average for 
the whole school, 4s. lid. 

" Whatever may be the course of legislation on the popular educa- 
tion of our country, the Committee feel assured that progress in 
extension, in character, and in administration will be the ultimate 
issue, and that such issue will be in accordance with the genius of a 
free people. " 

Birmingham, Severn Street. Boy; 220/ Qirh, 104/ lnfants,ll$. 
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" Five years have passed since Government Inspection was invited 
in the boys' department, and we have now a flourishing and suc- 
cessful school, with an average attendance exceeding 200. 

"The Ladies' Committee are glad to report that there has been a 
steady increase of numbers during the past year, the average attend- 
ance having risen from 90 to 103 in the Girls' School, and from 148 
to 165 in the Infant School. 

"After protracted and somewhat difficult negotiations, land ad- 
joining the schools has been purchased, and the New Infant School 
building is in course of erection. The present schoolroom has long 
been quite inadequate to this flourishing branch of the undertaking, 
and the increased accommodation for both girls and infants will be 
highly valued. 

Brentford. " In recording the history of this Institution for the 
past year, while your Committee have no .special events to bring be- 
fore the notice of the subscribers, they have the satisfaction of 
announcing that with reference to all the great objects which the 
supporters of these schools have in view, the year has been one of 
unexampled success. 

" The schools having been placed in connection with the Depart- 
ment of Science and Art, for the purpose of systematic instruction 
in drawing, the first examination by the department wa* held in 
May last, the result of which was as follows : —82 gave evidence of 
having been taught, in addition to which 34 passed in freehand 
drawing and 10 in geometrical drawing, while 10 gained the mark 
' Excellent ' with prizes. 

"The drawing instruction is conducted by Mr. Tate, the master, 
who holds a certificate from the Department, qualifying him for this 
post. Considering the short time the children have been under 
regular instruction in this branch, this result appeared to your Com- 
mittee highly satisfactory, giving hope of future success in this use- 
ful part of the school work. 

"The Lending Library, which was established last year, has 
gradually increased in popularity and usefulness among the children. 
A small subscription is paid by those who use it, the number so sub- 
scribing being 103 boys and 91 girls, while the library contains 486 
carefully selected books. At her last visit to the schools, the 
Baroness Lionel de Bothschild, in addition to her other benevolent 
gifts to the schools, gave a donation of £5 specially for the benefit 
of this department . 
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" The Clothing Clubs in both schools are continued, aided, as 
hitherto, by the bounty of the Baroness Lionel de Bothschild and 
other friends. In the Girls 9 School, 106 have 10s. a year each 
added to their own savings, all of which is expended in materials 
for useful winter clothing, the whole of which, with the exception 
of the boots, is cut out and made up in the school by the girls them- 
selves, under the able superintendence of Miss Eades and assistant. 
The sewing machine is in daily use in this department, its use 
being taught to the elder girls in rotation. The needlework is 
constantly a subject of special commendation with the Ladies' Com- 
mittee, as well as with the Inspector. In the Boys' School 91 pay 
in their weekly subscriptions of Id. and upwards, and at the end of 
the year receive an additional 3s , or more if the funds will allow, 
when an order for clothing is made out to any tradesman the sub- 
scriber chooses to name. The omission to pay for one month in- 
volves the discontinuance of membership to the club, when all 
money paid in up to that time is returned to the subscriber. Be- 
sides the pecuniary advantages thus derived, the club is found to 
foster regular habits of thrift among] the children and their parents, 
the value of which can be estimated by those who have much to do 
with the working class of Brentford." 

Bromley. Mixed, 243. " The 32nd anniversary of the school has 
ouce more brought the managers and the friends of the Institution to- 
gether, and the Committee are desirous of recording their acknow- 
ledgments of divine favour, in enabling them to continue the work 
of instruction among the children of the labouring population of the 
neighbourhood. 

" The instruction imparted comprises reading, writing, arithmetic, 
geography, grammar, drawing, Scripture history, &c, and the girls 
are taught plain needlework. 

" The scholars passed through the usual annual examination at 
the end of the year by Her Majesty's Inspector, who expressed 
satisfaction at the progress made by the children during the year. 

"The number of children on the roll is 243, but the daily average 
attendance at the close of the year of boys, girls, and infants was 
only 160, arising mainly from the want of employment by the 
parents. 

" The school is conducted by a master, mistress, and three pupil- 
teachers, a committee of management, and a ladies' committee, who 
provide the work for the Girls' Industrial Class, for making up their 
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own garments, the children paying two-thirds of the cost of the 
materials." 

Frampton Gotterell. Mixed, Average for the year in Day School, 
106 ; Evening, 18. " All who are in favour of a liberal education for 
the poor will be glad to know that an able and painstaking master, 
with three assistant teachers, have been hard and regular at work, 
and in reference to some they have not laboured in vain. Through 
the poverty of many of the parents, most of the children are taken 
from school when their education is very incomplete, but for those 
who can remain at school, every provision is made to give them an 
education equal to that which can be obtained in higher class schools. 

" The master labours to make the children understand the various 
subjects rather than learu them by rote, which can confer no 
lasting benefit. What the children do, they are made to think 
about ; thus the mental faculty is called into exercise, and they are 
thus trained to think for themselves. At our recent examination, 
conducted by Mr. Baxter, it was proved how largely the thinking 
power in some of the children was developed. The examinations 
by Mr. Baxter, and also the Government Inspector, were satis- 
factory." 

Halifax. " The annual examination by Her Majesty's Inspector, 
J. Gk Fitch, Esq., took place in September last. The following 
extract from his report exhibits his estimate of the results of the 
year's instruction : — 

" 4 The improvement of this school continues to progress steadily, 
though not rapidly. Considering the fluctuations in the scholars' 
attendance, the quality of the instruction is now very fair throughout 
the school.' 

" Considering the very ignorant condition of most of the boys on 
their admission into the school, and the very limited time on the 
average that they remain in it, the Committee think it is cause for 
satisfaction that the labours of the teachers evince the beneficial 
results which are so obvious in the improved intelligence of the 
children on leaving the school. 

" The present number of children in attendance is as follows : — 
Boys, 316 ; girls, 357 ; total, 673. Under 4 years, boys, 2 ; girls, 32 : 
between 4 and 5 years, boys, 4 ; girls, 26 : between 5 and 6 years, 
boys, 19 ; girls, 22 : between 6 and 7 years, boys, 37 ; girls, 21 : 
between 7 and 8 years, boys, 34 ; girls, 14 : between 8 and 9 years, 
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boys, 41; girl*, 27: between 9 and 10 years, boys, 66; girls, 61s 
between 10 and 11 years, boys, 42; girls, 66: between 11 and 
12 years, boys, 48; girls, 48: between 12 and 13 years, boys, 80; 
girls, 41 : between 18 and 14 years, boys, 8 ; girls, 19. 

" Time of attendance at school : — Less than one year, boys, 94 ; 
girls, 136 : one year, boys, 124 ; girls, 109 : two years, boys, 46 ; 
girls, 43 : three years, boys, 29 ; girls, 38 : four years, boys, 21 ; 
girls, 24 : five years, boys, 8 ; girls, 8. 

" Number of children learning : — To read : letters, boys, 23 ; girls, 
36 ; easy narratives, boys, 124; girls, 168; books of general infor- 
mation, boys, 169; girls, 163. To write: from copy: on slates, 
boys, 49; girls, 127 : on paper, boys, 267; girls, 280: from dicta- 
tion : on slates, boys, 76 ; girls, 83 : on paper, boys, 62 ; girls, 100. 
Arithmetic : Simple rules : addition, boys, 127 ; girls, 126 : subtrac- 
tion, boys, 87; girls, 128: multiplication, boys, 87; girls, 130: 
division, boys, 42 ; girls, 41. Compound rules : addition, boys, 10 ; 
girls, 7 : subtraction, boys, 11 ; girls, 52 : multiplication, boys, 15 ; 
girls, 46 : division, boys, 22 ; girls, 40 : reduction, boys, 7 ; girls, 30 : 
proportion, boys, 8 ; girls, : practice, boys, 8 ; girls, : interest, 
boys, 4 ; girls, 0. History, boys, 52 ; girls, 59 : geography, boys, 
105 ; girls, 136 : grammar, boys, 105 ; girls, 100 : drawing, boys, 
105 ; girls, 100 : singing, boys, 52 ; girls, 183 : mensuration, boys, 
2 ; girls, 0. 

" Admitted into the schools during the year : boys, 829 ; girls, 
264 ; total, 593. Left during the same period : boys, 344 ; girls, 
242; total, 586. Highest weekly average: boys, 289; girls, 294; 
total, 583. Lowest weekly average: boys, 225; girls, 220; 
total, 445. 

"The number of children admitted since the commencement 
of the institution, January 13th, 1813 :— Boys, 13,455 ; girls, 8,825; 
total, 22,280. 

" Though to instil any particular religious views, whether of the 
Church of England or any other denomination, forms no part 
of the business of these schools, yet religion itself, as exhibited in 
the Old and New Testaments, is so far from being treated with 
indifference or neglect, that it is a principal and leading object. 
The Bible, ' The Eeligion of Protestants,' and selections from it, are 
the only books used, with the exception of spelling-books, and such 
other preparatory works as are necessary in the various exercises of 
the school. So that the daily and hourly lessons of the scholars are 
derived from the Scriptures ' which are able to make them wise unto 
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salvation, through faith which is in Christ Jesus.' Thus may this 
school be instrumental in accomplishing the benevolent wish f our 
late venerable monarch, King George III., ' That every poor child 
in his dominions might soon be able to read the Bible. 1 " 

Linjfield. Boys, 85. Girls, 49. Infants, 62. " It is a satis- 
faction to the Committee to be able to state that the condition of the 
schools continues to be of an encouraging nature; the average 
attendance in all the schools being somewhat in excess of last year. 
The appearance and conduct of the children are satisfactory, and 
they have evidently made good progress in the various branches 
of their learning." 

Margate. Boys, 83. Qirls, 76. Infants, 193. " The Committee 
present their report this year under circumstances of considerable 
encouragement. An important increase has taken place in the 
numbers and average attendance of the elder boys and girls of the 
upper school, with a small decrease of the infants in the lower 
school, arising principally from the severe weather in the winter 
months. The order of instruction in both schools is of a satisfactory 
character, and reflects much credit on the master and mistress, who, 
by their indefatigable exertions, have brought them to their present 
state of efficiency. 

"With respect to the new Education Bill, introduced by Mr. 
Forster in the House of Commons, the Committee think the town 
of Margate will not be much affected by its operation, the educa- 
tional provision already in existence being nearly sufficient to meet 
the requirements of the population ; but they hail with satisfaction 
the attempt to extend the blessings of education to every part of the 
kingdom, and to banish ignorance and vice from our midst. Con- 
sidering, however, the conflicting views of the various classes of 
educationists in this country, considerable alterations will be needed 
to make the measure work harmoniously. 

" Fundamental Eules. 

" I. — That the Sacred Scriptures in the Authorized Version, or 
extracts therefrom, be read and taught daily. 

" II. — That no catechism or other formulary peculiar to any reli- 
gious denomination, be introduced or taught during the hours of 
Bchool instruction. 

" III. — That every child attending the day school be expected to 
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attend the particular Sabbath school, or place of worship, its 
parents may prefer. 

" Y. — That the management of the schools be in a Committee of 
fifteen gentlemen, whereof three shall form a quorum, to be chosen 
with a treasurer and secretary (who shall be ex-officio members of 
the Committee), annually, by ballot, at a general meeting of all sub- 
scribers of five shillings and upwards to the funds of the said 
schools, to be held the first week in the month of January, when a 
report of the state and prospects of the schools for the past year 
shall be presented. That the Committee meet once a month, and 
have power to fill up vacancies that may occur in their body during 
their year of office. 

" VI. — That in case of diversity of opinion amongst the Committee 
on any point relating to the management of the said schools, the 
actual practice of the British and Foreign School Society's own 
school in the Borough Eoad shall be appealed to and regarded as 
binding, provided that practice continue to be in unison with the 
unsectarian principles on which it is now founded. 

" The Course of Instruction comprises reading and spelling, writing 
and composition, dictation, arithmetic (written and mental), grammar 
and analysis, geography and mapping, history, drawing, elementary 
mathematics, singing, &c. The girls are taught needlework and 
domestic economy. 

" The Bible is read and taught daily (denominational peculiarities 
being excluded), and every child in attendance at the day school 
is expected to attend some Sabbath school, or place of worship, on 
the Sunday. 

"As there is an idea prevalent in some minds that scriptural 
instruction is neglected, the following course pursued each week at 
these schools is subjoined to show that a considerable portion of time 
is devoted to this subject. The great leading doctrines and facts 
of the Bible are taught, while parents have ample opportunity of 
enforcing at home their own peculiar points of doctrine or forms 
of worship, if they are so disposed. 

" A passage is read, explained, and questioned upon, at the open- 
ing and close of each day. — Time, 15 or 20 minutes. Home 
Lessons, every Friday, for Monday. Various exercises in writing ; 
also in learning passages for repeating. Collective lessons, with use 
of map and other means of illustration. Exercises in writing from 
memory well-known Psalms and other passages on slates during 
school hours. Bible reading in classes." 
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Middlesborough. " The ceremony of formally dedicating the new 
South End schools, situated in Boundary "Road, the gift of J os. Pease, 
Esq., to the town of Middlesborough, took place in the infants* 
department of those buildings on Eebruary 5th. 

" They are intended to supersede the old British schools in Stock- 
ton Street, which were established about thirty-five years ago, are 
the oldest educational institutions in the town, and have passed 
many thousands of children through the un sectarian training of the 
British and Eoreign School Society. The desirability of larger and 
more modern buildings being substituted for the old haying been 
represented to Mr. J oseph Pease, by Mr. John Dunning, in the year 
1868, that gentleman and his brother, Mr. Henry Pease, promptly 
made arrangements for the transfer of the land necessary for the 
buildings ; and a local architect, Mr. Blessley, was engaged to draw 
out plans for the contemplated structure, the great experience 
of Mr. Joseph Pease in such matters very considerably facilitating 
their preparation. In due time, by the combined skill of Messrs. 
Oliver, contractor, and John Wilkinson, builder, the buildings were 
completed. They are considered a great ornament to the southern 
part of Middlesborough, having an external appearance perhaps 
scarcely less handsome than the new schools in West Street, which 
have been lately presented to the borough by Mr. Bolckow, M.P. 

" The style of architecture is Mixed Gothic. The front, towards 
Boundary Eoad, is occupied by the length of the infants' schoolroom, 
and is surmounted in the centre by a handsome bell-turret. The 
right and left wings are taken up by the girls' and boys' schoolrooms 
respectively. The dimensions of the principal rooms are — the 
girls', 66 ft. 6 in. by 20 ft. ; boys', 63 ft. by 20 ft. ; infants', 51 ft. by 
25 ft. ; a spacious class-room being connected with each. Within, 
the appearance of the rooms is neat and clean. Instead of ordinary 
wainscoting the walls from the floor to about four feet upwards are 
covered with white Dorsetshire tiling, bordered on the top by a 
uniform, simple, but remarkably elegant device in blue. The roof is, 
open to a considerable height, the woodwork being stained and 
varnished. Numerous large windows insure abundant light. The 
provision for ventilation includes ventilating doors in the ceiling 
and an arrangement of perforated bricks in the lower part of the 
walls, communicating with ventilating bricks in the wall, the supply 
of air being shut off at will. A plentiful provision of gas and water 
is furnished. The boys' and girls' schoolrooms are fitted with 
patent desks, and are arranged in what is known amongst teachers 
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as the 'single Battersea system* — an arrangement whieh is 
approved and used by the most successful British school teachers. 
The peculiarity in their structure is that they may be readily 
converted from their use as desks into seats with backs, or into 
useful-sized tables. The fireplaces are open, and guarded by a neat 
erection of stone work. The lobby and outdoor accommodation is 
equally perfect. Two playgrounds are provided, the smaller 
measuring 92 feet by 52 feet, for the use of girls and infants in com- 
mon ; and the other, measuring 84 feet by 66 feet, for the boys. It 
is arranged that both shall be asphalted. A covered way leads from 
the schoolrooms to the offices in the yard ; and portions of the 
playgrounds are covered for the accommodation of the children in 
bad weather. The rear of the building is well furnished with drink- 
ing- fountains and lavatories on the latest principle and design. The 
schoolmaster's house — built according to the same architectural plan 
— is roomy and convenient.' * 

Neath. Boys, 157 5 girls, 171 ; infants, 144. " It appears that 
four thousand two hundred and eighteen children, which exceeds in 
number one half of the whole population of Neath, have received or 
are receiving a good elementary education in these schools. 

" The following tabular statement shows the several religious de- 
nominations to which the parents of the children belong, which con- 
clusively shows that this system continues to be regarded with 
favour by the inhabitants of Neath : — 

"Independents — boys, 42; girls, 59; infants, 40: total, 141. 
Calvinistic Methodists — boys, 32; girls, 31; infants, 32 : total, 95. 
Baptists — boys, 23 ; girls, 35 ; infants, 33 ; total, 91. Wesleyan 
Methodists — boys, 34; girls, 22 ; infants, 15: total 7.1. Established 
Church — boys, 21 ; girls, 19 ; infants, 20 : total, 60. Eoman Ca- 
tholics, Jews, and others — boys, 5 ; girls, 5 ; infants, 4 : total, 14. 
Grand total — boys, 157 ; girls, 171 ; infants, 144 : total, 472. 

" It is all but universally admitted that voluntary subscriptions, 
aided by the present limited Government grants, are inadequate for 
the efficient maintenance of schools of this description, inasmuch as 
both sources of income are attended with uncertainty, and in many 
instances are insufficient to meet the requisite annual expenditure, 
which imposes a great pecuniary responsibility upon the Committee 
in addition to their annual subscriptions, and to the sacrifices they 
make in time and gratuitous services. 

" The fifteen years' experience, afforded by this society's labours, 
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frilly confirms the opinions generally entertained upon this important 
subject. Your Committee, therefore, rejoice to learn that the edu- 
cation question is about to undergo a thorough revision in Parlia- 
ment, which they trust will result in inaugurating a better and 
more complete system of popular education, so that every child in 
the United Kingdom may be able to read the Bible. 

" The increase of the population, and the prevalence of a more 
earnest desire among the parents of the industrial class to avail 
themselves of the means of instruction for their children, have ren- 
dered the schoolroom accommodation insufficient, and many 
applicants have, therefore, to be refused admission, Notwithstand- 
ing the urgent necessity there is for an extension of the present 
buildings, your Committee have thought it inexpedient to attempt 
to raise the requisite funds, until the Government scheme for the 
education of the people has received the sanction of Parliament." 

Newcastle. " Since the last anniversary meeting the operations of 
this school have continued to flow on with little interruption in their 
course, and hence there seems less to remark in the annual report 
than in some former years* This fact should not be taken as an 
index that there has been any diminution of energy, either on the 
part of teachers or scholars. On the contrary, perhaps there has 
never been a year in which more real work has been done. The 
number of scholars having been higher than usual (often closely 
bordering upon three hundred), the area of its operations has conse- 
quently extended over a wider field, and scholars flock into the 
school without any effort to maintain the number. This fact pleas- 
ingly denotes the value which the poor of our town place upon its 
instruction ; and many concurrent testimonies are given, from time 
to time, which lead to the same conclusion. 

" An Inspector from the ' British and Foreign School Society,' 
lately on an educational tour in the northern districts, paid a visit 
to the school ; and after examining for himself some of the higher 
classes, and inspecting the order and general management, expressed 
his great satisfaction with its condition. He commented particularly 
on the reading, and said that he had only met with one school in the 
course of his travels to compare with it. 

"In a country like ours circumstances often necessitate an 
early removal from school — too early, indeed, in a large majority of 
instances, to accomplish anything further than a mere smattering of 
education ; thus the majority of our scholars leave at the early age 
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of eleven years, and very often much below that period. In this view 
of the case, perhaps few persons adequately sympathize with the 
teachers of our public schools. They may, it is true, lament the 
ignorant condition in which many of the poor around them are 
found, but such children often having been previously much neglected, 
it requires the greatest amount of patient, enduring labour on the 
part of the teachers to accomplish even that little, and which, when 
they leave school, is anything but satisfactory to them. 

" The religious and moral element, even in cases like these, should 
not be overlooked, and your committee cannot but believe, from 
what may be daily seen in the school, that however limited may at 
times be the intellectual culture, still there is an impress given to 
the character, which is of no mean value, and which it is hoped they 
will bear with them through life. There is, doubtless, a foundation 
of something higher and nobler laid in the hearts of many, which, as 
seeds sown in the earth, in due time will germinate and bring forth 
fruit, and which must conduce to the happiness of hundreds of 
homes. Evidences there are, and not a few, that Buch has been the 
case, and that the principles laid in early life here have been indeed 
good. The religious and moral instruction which is given, the genial 
atmosphere of the schoolroom, the habits of order and cleanliness 
enforced, and the prompt submission and obedience maintained — all 
these are elements in the training which, under the divine blessing, 
must greatly tend to improve the character of those individuals who 
are thus brought under their sway." 

Oundle. Mixed, 210. " The Government Inspection took place 
on April 22nd. C. H. Alderson, Esq., her Majesty's Inspector, 
examined 170 children according to the requirements of the Be vised 
Code ; 36 of this number were infants ; 7 were absent, and of the 
remaining 127, 120 passed in reading, 119 in writing and spelling, 
120 in arithmetic. 40 of the first class were examined, and passed, 
in ' geography.' The grant for the year amounted to £95 after the 
deductions under ' Art. 4.' 

" The Official Eeport states, ( This school continues in a very 
satisfactory state.' 

" The sum of £67 5s. has been deposited during the year in 
the pence bank by 80 depositors, and the children have upwards of 
£140 in the Oundle Savings Bank. 

" The managers trust that the present efficient state of the school 
will lead to an increased interest among the subscribers, and that 
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additional local support will be given to carry on the work of edu. 
cation ; and the appeal is made especially to those tradesmen whose 
children are being well educated in the school at a very nominal fee. 

" The school curriculum embraces reading, writing, arithmetic, 
history, geography, grammar, drawing, bill and receipt making, 
letter writing and addressing, the girls being taught plain and orna- 
mental needlework. 

" In the religious teaching, the Bible is taken as the text-book, 
and its principles are carefully and zealously inculcated." 

Portland, Little Titchfield Street. Boys, 220. Girls, 144. Infants, 
234. " The report of her Majesty's Inspector, after his visit on the 
1st and 2nd February, was as follows : — 

"'Boys. — Mr. Blay has been suffering in health; but his school 
continues to show good fruits of his work. The weakest point is the 
Second Standard ; but the rate of failure for the whole school is but 
10 per cent., 2 per cent, lower than last year's rate. The pupil- 
teacher has been well taught. The discipline is satisfactory.' 

" ' Gibls. — The rate of failure is somewhat lower than last year ; 
but that it is so high as it is is due solely to the weakness of the 
Arithmetic. 45 per cent, of the girls examined fail in arithmetic, 
and only 19 per cent, of the boys. The Second Standard is in this 
school also the weakest part. It is to be remarked that Miss Taylor 
presents 84 per cent, of her average attendance, and 36 per cent, of 
these in paper work — considerably higher proportions than are 
reached in the boys' school. The discipline is good.' 

" ' Infants. — It would be well to put a gallery in the main school- 
room. Miss Martin deserves every assistance in conducting her 
school, for her work in it merits all praise. She presents for exa- 
mination 30 per cent, of her average attendance — an unusually 
large proportion for an infant school, — and the examination shows 
absolutely no failure.' 

" The explanation here suggested of the rate of failure in the 
girls' arithmetic is no doubt the true one. In her desire to lose no 
attainable advantage for the school, Miss Taylor presented for exa- 
mination many scholars qualified to pass only in reading and writing. 
A less hazardous selection will be made in future ; and from other 
causes it is hoped that the improvement commenced last year will 
prove not only permanent, but progressive. 

" There is an excellent children's library accessible, on payment of 
a penny per month, to the scholars of both the day and the Sunday 
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schools. The books are in great request ; and the following return 
will show the extent to which reading habits are carried by the 
older scholars into their homes. To indicate the progress which is 
going on, the numbers are given for two consecutive years : — 

" 1868. — Average number of children resorting to the library, 139 
per month ; number of books taken out during 1868, 1,394 ; receipts 
by penny subscriptions, £2 10s. lid.; expenditure, £1 8s. lid.; 
balance in hands of librarian at end of the year, £4 10s. 2$d. 

" 1869. — Average number of children resorting to the library, 191 
per month ; number of books taken out during 1869, 1,912 ; receipts 
by penny subscriptions, £3 6s. 7d. ; expenditure, £8 16s. 7d. ; 
balance in hands of librarian at end of the year, £4 8s. 9£d. 

" This review of the year exhibits, it is hoped, a fair amount of 
work done. It has been a year of especial difficulty, of increased 
activity, and of some exceptional expense. It is disappointing to 
your Committee to resign their administration with a debt still due 
to the Treasurer, and diminished only by the amounts specially 
given for this purpose. They trust that to their immediate suc- 
cessors the satisfaction is reserved of finally removing the standing 
blemish of the balance-sheet, and of rendering the financial position 
of the schools as sound as their moral position is important." 

Tottenham. Boy*, 232. Girls, 182.—" In again addressing their 
subscribers, the Committee have pleasure in reporting the continued 
efficiency of the school under their charge. 

"During the past year the average daily attendance has been 176 
boys. 

" The annual examination has been recently held, and the writing 
of some of the boys was considered very satisfactory. Their an- . 
swers in arithmetic also showed that in this important branch they 
receive instruction well calculated to fit them for their future occu- 
pations in life. The Holy Scriptures are daily read in the school. 

" The Committee regard with interest the movement of the present 
day in favour of an improved education for the humbler classes in 
England. 

"No recent legislation has taken place, and it is scarcely needful at 
present to consider how such action as has been proposed will affect 
our Tottenham school ; but the Committee view with satisfaction, 
on general grounds, the increased public interest upon the question, 
and hope that ere long some effective measure may be passed through 
the Houses of Parliament. 
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u So far as the Tottenham Boys' Lancasterian School is concerned, 
there is reason to believe that, within the range of its own influence, 
it has largely provided a sound useful education, and that it would 
compare favourably with other schools of the same class in the 
country. 

"It would be a great encouragement to the teachers, and a stimulus 
to the children, if those who are interested in the education of the 
poor would occasionally pay a visit to the school, and judge for 
themselves of the progress made in the different branches of learning. 

"The Eeport of the Government Inspector on his last visit to the 
girls' school was decidedly commendatory ; he considered the 
acquirements respectable, the discipline good, and the general pro- 
gress satisfactory. 

" In consequence of the Inspector's repeated injunctions that the 
schoolroom should be made lighter, and be better ventilated, the 
Committee considered themselves obliged to have a skylight made 
in the roof, which has been quite successful in adding materially to 
the comfort and healthiness of the room, but, though accomplished 
at as small an expense as possible, yet it has of course drawn largely 
on the funds, which are consequently in arrears." 

Walworth, York Street. Gtirh, 73. — " Some misapprehension having 
arisen amongst a portion of the subscribers with regard to two 
points in the working of this school, the Committee have been at 
pains to ascertain the truth of these impressions, and have arrived 
at a result which they hope will prove entirely satisfactory to their 
friends. 

"First, as to 'Domestic Service.' — They have found that, of all 
the girls who leave the school, quite two-thirds do go directly into 
service, and that of the rest, who are retained at home to assist their 
parents, many do also, after a time, find their way into other families 
as servants. The Treasurer has herself lately had the pleasure of 
obtaining for three of the elder girls excellent situations among her 
own friends, where they are giving much satisfaction to their em- 
ployers. 

" Secondly, as respects the ' needlework.' — This speaks for itself 
to any who will examine it, and convince themselves of the efficient 
instruction given in this most useful branch of female industry. 
About 100 garments have been completed by the children during 
the past twelve months, of which 30 were made (besides 24 sheets 
hemmed) for the Dorcas Society*— the remainder as rewards for good 
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conduct to the children themselves. The execution of most of this 
work would not discredit any good outfitting establishment. The 
Committee felt that it was important to correct any mistake on 
these two matters, since it was for the very purpose of training 
poor girls in good needlework and domestic economy that this school 
was at first established. 

"The usual branches of a plain, useful, and scriptural education 
have been conducted under the active superintendence of the 
Governess, who still maintains her position, as for many years past, 
in the confidence and regard of the Committee. 

Wisbech. Boys, 307. " Three thousand eight hundred and 
thirty-nine boys have been admitted into the school since it was 
instituted in May, 1839. 

" Summaet or Kesults. — The average weekly paid attendance 
during the year, 232. At present 35 boys are reading monosyllables, 
98 can read easy narratives, 174 read books of general information, 
270 write in copy-books, 160 learn the simple rules of arithmetic, 
40 learn compound rules, 50 learn reduction and proportion, 47 
fractions and practice, 10 learn higher rules — mensuration and al- 
gebra. All are instructed in geography, 145 in grammar and com- 
position, 145 in history, and 102 in drawing on paper. All boys who 
write in copy-books are taught object drawing. 

" The Committee have the satisfaction to submit the following 
part of the report of her Majesty's Inspector, C. H. Alderson, Esq., 
M. A., on his visit to the school, 14th April, 1869 : — ' The individual 
examination has been passed with a success above the average.' "

JAMAICA. 

Report on the Schools at Salter*' Hill, Maldon,and Springfield, by the 
Rev. Thomas Lea, Inspector. 

" Salter** Hill, Sept. 14, 1869. — Circumstances rendered it 
necessary that the inspection of these schools should be deferred till 
later in the year than is desirable for this district, and, as the result, 
many of the children were absent who would have been present earlier 
in the year, and many who were present being new scholars, and 
not haring attended the required number of days, their names could 
not remain on the schedule for examination; however, the results 
were very satisfactory, — 67 were present. The Bible class read 
well and answered correctly in the appointed lesson, Gen. zxzv. 

" In the Standards, 22 were eligible, who obtained 80 per cent, of 
the passes obtainable. I may perhaps be allowed to say that it is 
desirable that a little more attention be given to mental arithmetic 
in all the classes. 

" In Grammar two classes were examined ; 60 per cent, passed 
creditably. The copy-books were clean, and the writing carefully 
done. 

"I examined 23 children whose names do not appear on the 
schedule, and the remainder of those who were ineligible, not having 
attended one-half the school days. I passed of these 60 per cent, in 
reading and spelling, 75 per cent, in arithmetic, and 50 per cent, in 
general knowledge. 

" The map of Palestine had been studied thoroughly in geography, 
and the examination was all that could be desired, 
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" I annex the list of articles in needlework ; so far as I understand 
this department the articles were well and neatly made. 

" It is gratifying to see that valuable time and materials are not 
wasted on useless articles here, but good, plain, useful work is done, 
the staple being frocks, shirts, and general clothing. 81 articles 
have been made. 

" Order, discipline, registration, drill, singing — all good. There is 
a marked progress in the school since my last visit. 

" Maldon, Sept. 13, 1869. — Present, 44 ; order, discipline, singing 
(Sol-fa system) — ' good ; ' registration, ' excellent ; ' per-centage 
of papers obtained in the Standards, 74*8; school appliances 
— as at all Mr. Dendy's schools, — of the best kind, and all necessary 
for efficient teaching. 19 were tested in Biblical knowledge; 
John iv. was selected. I have tabulated the result ' very good ' in 
this subject, and in grammar 'moderate;' geography (map of 
Africa), 'good.' 

" The teacher must look to the dictation, and also to the formation 
of the figures, in the arithmetic classes. In some instances the arith- 
metic papers were scarcely legible ; in these cases I felt it my duty 
to write 'foul' in the papers, though the sums were correctly 
worked out. With these exceptions the school did well, and showed 
pleasing efficiency and good progress as the result of the work of 
the year. 

"I examined the pupil-teacher, with what result will appear 
in the proper return. The work of the sewing class was also in- 
spected. 

" Springfield, Sept 13, 1869. — I examined this school during a 
terrific storm ; lightning, thunder, rain in torrents, and schoolroom 
crowded with children and people seeking shelter, rendered exami- 
nation work impracticable. Forty children were present; order, 
discipline — so far as I could form an opinion,—' moderate.' The 
singing — and, ex necessitate, we could do comparatively little else — 
was excellent. Bounds, melodies, and anthems are the delight of 
teacher and children, and, under the circumstances, were far from 
disagreeable to others. 

" The Bible class did very well. The school ranks low, 54 per cent, 
gaining passes in the Standards ; but it is only fair to state that it 
was closed for a considerable time, and has now only been under the 
charge of the present teacher since August, 1868. The teacher is 
well adapted for her work, loves it, and is earnest in it. 

" Some very good and very pretty fancy work was exhibited \

the fashionable ladies' hats and the embroidery, Ac, showed con- 
siderable skill 

" My visit to these schools has been, as usual, very pleasant and 
encouraging. May the divine blessing rest on the work, — the 
self-denying work of the pastor, and on the faithful efforts of the 
teachers," 
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BAHAMAS. 
Extracts from the Report of the Board of Education. 

" The amounts voted for educational purposes during these three 
years were as follow :— 1865, £3,734 18s. 7d. ; 1866, £3,972 2s. Id. ; 
and 1868, £3,272 4s. lOd. 

" These amounts do not include the following grants for building 
school-houses, viz., £1,000 for the Boys* Central, £800 for the 
Girls' and Infants* Western, £300 for Harbor Island, and £650 for 
Abaco ; and it will be seen that, without making any allowances for 
these expenses, the average cost per child amounted to no less than 
£3 14s. 2d. in 1865 ; £2 5s. 3d. in 1866 ; and £1 12s. Id. in 1868. 

" There can be no question but that these amounts are far too 
high, especially those of 1865 and 66, but by the Eetrenchment Act 
which has just passed the Legislature, the entire grant for educational 
purposes will be reduced from £3,900 in 1866 to £2,400 in 1869, 
and assuming that the average attendance will not be less this year 
than it was last, the cost per child will be reduced to about £1 Is., 
or more than 300 per cent, less than it was in 1865. 

" This Act will necessitate the closing of two or three small and 
unimportant schools, and the reducing of some of the salaries to what 
they were prior to the Education Act of 1864, but the Board of 
Education hope that the sum voted will be sufficient. 

" For many years past the want of a good general Training School 
has been the greatest defect in the educational system of this colony. 
It is true that provision is made for the education of three boys at the 
Central School and two girls at the Model School as pupil-teachers, 
but none of these pupil-teachers so educated are at present in the 
employ of the Board." 

Extracts from the Report of W. Blair, Esq., Inspector. 

" As far as I have been able to judge from my visits to the various 
out-island schools, I am hardly satisfied with the state of instruction. 
In about a dozen instances I can confidently speak in the highest 
terms of the diligence and self-devotion of the teachers ; and if, in 
the remarks which follow, I dwell more on the defects than merits, 
it is not because I am insensible to those merits, but because I am 
of opinion that the 10 per cent, of errors and deficiencies afford a 
more useful field for comment than the 90 per cent, of work that is 
honestly and successfully done. I have arranged the schools in four 
classes. Those placed in the first class are very efficient, and reflect 
credit on the teachers. Those placed in the second class ore not so 
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good as the first, but this is to be attributed in some cases to outside 
influences and adverse circumstances rather than any fault of the 
teacher ; and in not a few cases the personal influence exerted by 
the teachers extends beyond the official requirements, and entitles 
them to the highest praise : those placed in Class III. are so poor as 
not to escape censure, while those placed in the fourth are so hope- 
lessly bad, that unless a change for the better soon takes place I 
shall have to recommend the teachers' removal from office. I have 
often heard attempts to explain away or account for the marked con- 
trast between one school and another, but I must confess that I 
have always found (of course assuming that proper allowance was 
made for any real or accidental difficulties) a good teacher makes a 
good school, succeeds in spite of adverse circumstances, and becomes 
the more earnest and resolute when he sees the difficulties with 
which he has to contend. 

" Occasionally I have met with teachers who attribute their want 
of success to the dulness or stupidity of the children ; but I have 
failed to discern any difference between the natural powers of child- 
ren in one district and those in another, other than may be reason- 
ably accounted for by the judicious or injudicious method by which 
it has been endeavoured to cultivate or develop their minds. Cer- 
tainly the children in Nassau ought not to be less intelligent than 
those on the out-islands. 

" The proportion of children who have passed in reading is not 
large, only 1,183 out of 1,624, or 73 per cent., compared with nearly 
62 per cent, last year. But from the detailed report of each indi- 
vidual school, it will be seen that most of the failures are in the 
lowest classes, and I have often noticed that the little ones fail 
through awe and bewilderment rather than from ignorance. In the 
case of Marsh Harbour (Abaco) I am pleased to report that there 
was not a single failure. 

" Writing is better taught than any other subject. Out of 1,323 
presented, 1,019 passed, or 76 per cent., compared with 61 per cent, 
last year ; and most of the failures in this subject are more attribu- 
table to bad spelling than writing. 

" The English language is so full of anomalies that it is very sel- 
dom we meet with good spelling, and yet nothing is more disgraceful 
than bad spelling. I attribute the want of success in this subject to 
the imperfect way in which the dictation exercises are overlooked 
and corrected, and am of opinion that one of these lessons when 
half corrected does more harm than good. It confirms the children 

a 
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in their error, and makes them contentedly familiar with ill-spelt 
words. The greatest care ought to be taken in the examination of 
dictation exercises, and every misspelt word should be written cor* 
rectly at least half a dosen times, and then spelt orally to the 
teacher or monitor in charge. Dictation exercises, too, should be 
very short, and always consist of simple lessons that the children 
understand. 

" The number of failures in arithmetic was 311 out of 918, or 66 
per cent, passed, compared with 55 per cent, last year. The failures 
in the lower classes are attributable to the want of practice in the 
art of computation, or to an imperfect knowledge of the multiplica- 
tion table ; and in the upper classes to the merely mechanical way in 
which the subject is taught. I have occasionally examined the 
teachers' monthly returns, and found that the first class was reported 
to be working sums in practice, proportion, or fractions, and when I 
hare given questions like " Take nine hundred and six from a thou- 
sand," or, " Divide a million and ten by a thousand and one," I have 
very rarely succeeded in obtaining a correct answer from a class of 
twenty children. 

" There is now a proposition before the Legislature to reduce the 
education grant nearly a thousand pounds per annum, and to either 
abolish or modify the " Education Act " of 1864 ; otherwise I should 
have drawn up a scheme for payment by results, similar to the 
Bevised Code which has caused so much excitement and produced 
such beneficial results in England. I also intended to suggest that 
some method be adopted for compelling (by law) all children between 
the ages of six and twelve years to attend school four days a week. 
It is much to be regretted that the parents of many of the children 
have not the moral power to do this, and if some law could be enacted 
I have every reason to think that the success would be unques- 
tionable." 



INDIA. 

Extracts from the First General Report of Missions in connection 
with the London Missionary Society. 

Mmorai. Boys, 2 schools, 267 scholars. Girls, I school, 96 
scholars. Orphan School, 13 scholars. * The course of studies has 
been, in the main, the same as before. The object chiefly aimed at 
is to give a sound thorough elementary training, both vernacular and 
English, in the usual subjects of study in mission schools. 
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" At the distribution of rewards to the scholars in August, 1869, 
the committee was happy in being favoured with the presence, as 
chairman, of H. H. Sir William Muir, Lieutenant-Governor N.W. P., 
who addressed the large company, European aud native, assembled 
on the occasion, hoth in English and Hindustani, and with Lady 
Muir, kindly visited every department of the Mission, and inspected 
all its operations. On that occasion the long-contemplated plan for 
erecting a new school building and lecture hall in the heart of 
the town was submitted to his Honour, and met with his cordial 
approval. The building will be a great ornament and improvement 
to the town, and will furnish excellent accommodation for both the 
boys' schools, as well as for other mission objects. There is reason 
to hope that it will be completed and opened in the course of 1870, 
when his Honour has kindly promised again to be present. The new 
building will contain a spacious hall, measuring 34 by 60 feet, and it 
is intended to assemble on the occasion as many as possible of the 
former students, several of whom are occupying responsible positions 
in the province. "When the new building has been completed and 
entered on, endeavours will be made, without breaking the elementary 
departments, to raise the general standard of attainment, and for 
this purpose to increase the efficiency of the staff of teachers." 

Benares, Boys, 3 schools, 360 scholars. Girls, 2 schools, 52 scholars. 
Orphan School, 6 scholars. " We have had two departments of this 
work, a higher one in which the girls — principally of our native 
Christians — learn English and Hindi ; and a lower division for the 
children of the lower class of Hindus around us, in which the in- 
struction is altogether given in the vernacular. In both these 
schools the girls are taught the Scriptures, geography, writing, arith- 
metic, history, needlework of various kinds, and singing. The aim 
is to train them for time and for eternity, so that they may be 
enabled to serve their day and generation, and glorify their God and 
Saviour. Many may think our work in this department not very 
brilliant ; but when we consider the classes and castes from which 
these girls are drawn, when we compare them with what they were, 
or with what many of their sisters around them are, when we think 
of what they know of Christian truth, and listen to the way in which 
they sing Christian hymns, we feel that something is done, regarding 
which we have cause to be thankful and hopeful. We are trying to 
do what we can to make the schools partly self-supporting by selling 
the work done by the girls. 
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" The education of girls is receiving an impetus which it never 
received in Benares before. Hindu noblemen and men of influence, 
like the liberal Maharaja of Vizianagram with his large school of 
between 200 and 300 high caste girls, and his select one for Hindu 
young ladies of the higher classes, are showing that they feel the 
importance of female education, and are doing in this way a great 
and good preparatory work." 

Mirzapore. Boys, 1 school, 384 scholars. Girls, 6 schools, 160 
scholars. Orphan School, 27 scholars. " The system to be adopted 
in imparting a sound English education to the natives of this country 
is, judging from results, as yet but a partially solved problem. That 
cramming is not educating, needs no demonstration, and yet, in 
attempting to achieve the latter, there is no greater mistake into 
which we are liable to fall, than to substitute for it the former, if we 
make the results of competitive examinations the summum bonum of 
the end to be attained. To meet with young men who have been in 
the highest classes of our schools and colleges, and who nevertheless 
are deplorably wanting in the mere power of expressing themselves 
in good English, is by no means unusual ; and this must in a great 
measure be attributed to the fact that such students have received 
a bad grounding in the rudiments of the language. "We cannot 
therefore lay too much stress on the importance of carefully attend- 
ing to the lower classes in our schools. These are, for the most part, 
taught by men on low salaries, who very often are themselves but 
poor scholars. 

" Both the village girls' schools have increased in numbers, and 
the girls are also reading and writing very nicely. The teachers, 
one in particular, have been very diligent in going about and collect- 
ing the children, and also in teaching them. There are now about 
thirty girls in each school. One teacher is not a Christian woman, 
but she comes regularly to church, and is also taught by one of the 
Christian girls every day for an hour. 

" The school in the city is also doing very well ; there are about 
twenty girls in it, and three women of the house are reading as well ; 
two of these women teach, one in her own house, and the other in 
several houses near by. Two of the women and three or four girls who 
formerly received instruction have gone away to another place ; they 
were all promising scholars, and T was very sorry to lose them. In 
these schools the Urdu-Arabic, the Hindi, and the Roman charac- 
ters are all taught ; and I am often astonished at the quickness of 
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several of the girls in reading all these, and in learning the places on 
the maps. One of the women mentioned as a teacher is now teach- 
ing five women, three in one house and two in another. She herself 
requires teaching, as she has only been learning a little more than a 
year, but she is most anxious to keep on with her own studies, and 
is doing very well." 

Singrowlee. Orphan School, 14 scholars. " Our efforts to restore 
the Duddhi School, and to reopen that of Birar, a large village two 
miles from Duddhi, have been partially successful, for about thirty 
pupils attend at present. I hope to open one or two more schools 
soon. In reference to education our plan is, not to introduce Hindu 
teachers from outside, whose influence would in many respects be 
injurious, but to train teachers from among the people themselves. 
Several of the boys now under training will, I hope, become efficient 
teachers. This plan requires some patience, but it will pay in the 
end. It will, however, take years before the people can be made to 
understand the benefit to be derived from teaching their children." 

Ranee-Khet. " There is yet no opening for female education. At 
Ranee-Khet there are no native families, as there is no suitable 
accommodation for them. It is expected that at no distant period a 
proper bazaar will be erected, and we may hope that families then 
taking up their abode in it may be induced to place their girls 
under instruction. The villages are too distant, and the people in 
them are too ignorant of the value of education even for their 
boys, though they often admit that for them it is of use, to allow of 
anything being done at present for the education of girls." 



AUSTRALIA. 

Extracts from the Seventh Report of the Board of Education of 
Victoria for the year 1868. 

"Statistics of Attendance. 

" Comparing the year 1868 with 1867, we find an increase of 18 
schools in operation, 5,308 children on the rolls, and 4,840 in 
average attendance ; and comparing the returns at the end of 1868 
with those at the end of 1867, a still greater increase is observable, 
viz., 6,238 children on the roils, and 5,427 in average attendance. 

" We were enabled in our last report, owing to the late date at 
which it was presented, to furnish statistics up to March, 1808 ; but 
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we are not able oo this occasion to carry the information beyond 
the end of 1868. A reference to the above return will show a satis- 
factory increase in schools and scholars. The per-centage of in- 
crease in average attendance, comparing 1868 with 1867, is 9 03, 
while the increase in the population of the colony is only 3*50. The 
per-centage of the population on the rolls of schools, according to the 
average of the monthly returns, has increased from 10*88 to H'27> 
and in average attendance from 8*12 to 8*54 ; so that during 1868 
one out of 8*87 persons in the population was on the rolls of 
schools during each month of the year, and one out of 11*71, in 
average attendance, as compared with 919 and 12*32 in 1867. 

" Orphans, and Deserted and Destitute Children. 

" The following rule relative to destitute children, reducing by 
one-half the amount paid for such children, was adopted by us on 
the 19th March, 1868, and came into operation on the 1st July of 
the same year : — 

" ' FEES TOR DESTITUTE AND DESERTED CHILDREN AND ORPHANS. 

" ' The following general regulations will take effect frotn the 1st 
July, 1868, from which date Rule 69 will be rescinded : — 

" 1 In the case of destitute children, and of orphans and deserted 
children, who have no means of paying the prescribed school fees* 
payments will be paid by the Board according to the following 
scate : — 

" ( For a single scholar above 8 years of age, 4Jd. per week. 
" f For a single scholar under 8 years of age, 3d. per week. 
" * When more than one attend from the same family, per scholar, 
3d. per week. 

" * But in every such case a certificate must be furnished to the 
local committee, signed by a justice of the peace or registered clergy- 
man, in form of A or B, Appendix K, and a copy thereof forwarded 
to the Board ; and the Board will require to be satisfied that such 
case really exists. Every such certificate must be renewed half- 
yearly. 

" 'Education office, Melbourne, 19th March, 1868.* 

" We have carefully watched the operation of this rule, with the 
view of seeing whether it might be found in any way prejudicial to 
education, in which case we determined, as we stated in reply to a 
question put in the Legislative Assembly on the 3rd September, 
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1868, that we would not fail to submit for the approval of the 
Governor in Council such modifications as might be necessary. 

" From the following statement it will be seen that the proportion 
of destitute children to the number on the rolls had steadily and 
largely increased from the introduction of this system of payments 
in 1864 to the 30th June, 1868, when the fee was reduced : —

" During the first half of 1868 the number had increased to 19,990. 
During the second half of the same year the number of destitute 
children decreased to 16,929. 

" If this reduction of 30*61 children receiving their education at the 
expense of the State deprived these children of the advantaged 
afforded by common schools, it would be a matter, not for congratu- 
lation, but for serious regret ; but we have shown in a previous por- 
tion of this report, that the proportion of children attending schools, 
whether compared to the total population or to the number of 
children of school age, has increased, so that this reduction would 
appear to show that the decrease is caused, not by the withdrawal of 
this class of children from schools, and their consequent deprivation 
of education, but by many of the children being withdrawn from the 
free list, and added to that of paying scholars. We are glad to find 
that the reduction of the fee has been effected in such a manner as 
to reduce the charge to the State without injury to the educational 
interests of the people. 

" A return gives interesting information relative to the proportion 
of destitute children attending schools of the different classes re- 
ceiving aid. The following is a summary of the return : —

"Wesleyan „ 24*69 „ „

" It will be observed from this table that the proportion of desti- 
tute children attending Eoman Catholic schools far exceeds that of 
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any other denomination or class of schools, being three-fifths more 
than that attending Church of England schools, four-fifths more 
than that attending Wesleyan schools, and more than double that 
attending any other schools. It will also be observed that the per- 
centage of these children attending the non-vested schools (by which 
is meant schools which, although not actually vested in the Board, 
are conducted upon the same principles, but which at the same time 
include many schools which are the private ventures of the teachers) 
is 17*32 per cent. 

" Ebvision of General Eegulations fbamed under the 
Common Schools Act. 
" general regulations. 
"The following general regulations relative to allowances to 
schools have been framed by the Board of Education, and will take 
effect from 1st January, 1869, from which date Eegulations 16-27, 
approved by the Governor in Council on 25th January, 1864, are 
hereby rescinded : — 

" Allowances to Schools. 

" 16. In addition to the above payments, the following allowances 
for results will be made to schools. 

" 17. To each school such proportion of a sum hereinafter called 
the maximum increment as may be gained by it under the conditions 
specified in Eules 18 — 23. 

" 18. The maximum increment shall be 45 per cent, of a salary 
assumed in the case of each school, according to the allotment of 
teachers, as shown in the following table : —

" Infant schools, not being departments of other schools, two 
thirds of the above, 
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" 19. Every scholar who has attended during any part of the five 
weeks preceding the Inspector's visit shall be liable to examination, 
and if presented by the teacher shall be examined in the class with 
which he is taught, and on the roll of which his name and correct 
age have been entered. 

"20. Every scholar below seven (7) years of age presented in 
Class I. shall receive three (3) marks, subject to reduction or for- 
feiture should the class fail to satisfy the requirements of the ex- 
amination specified on the programme. 

" 21. Every other scholar presented shall receive one (1) mark for 
each subject in which he has passed the examination specified in the 
programme, and an additional mark shall be given for arithmetic in 
all classes above the second. 

" 22. One-twelfth (A) of the marks gained by any class shall be 
deducted for each month by which the average age of the scholars 
(liable to examination) composing it exceeds the age specified in the 
programme. 

" 23. The sum to which each school shall be entitled as payment 
for results shall bear the same ratio to the maximum increment as 
the total number of marks actually gained bears to the number 
which might have been obtained if all the children liable to examina- 
tion had gained their full number, and one- twelfth (A) of this sum 
Bhali be paid monthly, commencing at the first day of the month 
following the day of examination. 

" 24. If at any time the attendance necessitate a change in the 
allotment of teachers, the monthly allowance for results shall, from 
the date of such change, be calculated upon the maximum increment 
corresponding to the new allotment. 

" 25. The amount gained under results is to be calculated by the 
Inspector in the school, and a record left by him in the Inspector's 
register, and any appeal against the Inspector's examination must 
be forwarded to the Board within one week, or the same will not be 
entertained. 

" 26. At the end of the year 1869, the balance, if any, of the 
amount appropriated by the Board for the payment of results, which 
may remain unexpended under the preceding rules, may, at the dis- 
cretion of the Board, be distributed amongst all the schools, such 
distribution to be in the same proportion as the amounts which shall 
have been already expended. 

"27. It shall be lawful for the Board, at the commencement of 
any year, subject to the approval of the G-overnor in Council, to 
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raise or reduce the per-centago of the allotment which is to form 
the maximum increment, or to modify the average age of the classes 
shown in the programme, as the interests of education may require* 
or the amount voted by Parliament for payment under results may 
render necessary. 

"28. After one month's notice the grant may be reduced or 
withdrawn upon the Inspector's report for faults of organization, 
instruction, or discipline on the part of the teacher, or for failure on 
the part of the local committee to remedy any such defect in the 
school premises as seriously interferes with the efficiency of the 
school, or to provide proper furniture, books, maps, or other appa- 
ratus of elementary instruction. 

"29. Any local committee objecting to the Inspector's report 
upon the building, organization, instruction, or discipline, may 
appeal to the Board of Education, and every such appeal must be 
made within twenty-one days from the receipt by the local com- 
mittee of notice of such report, and must state fully the grounds of 
appeal. 

" 30. No grant will be made in respect to any teacher or teachers 
who shall at any time knowingly and wilfully present for examina- 
tion, or make any claim on behalf of any scholar who shall be by 
these rules disqualified from such presentation or claim, or who 
shall make a false entry respecting any child liable to examination, 
knowing the same to be false, or not knowing the same through gross 
negligence, and such disability shall continue for the period of five 
(5) years from the date of the discovery of such false entry." 

"The following general regulations relative to the training of 
teachers have been passed by the Board of Education, and will take 
effect from a date to be hereafter fixed by the Board, of which notice 
will be published three months before in the Government Gazette; 
and from such date Bules 28 — 39, approved by the Governor in 
council on the 25th January, 186*, and 22nd June, 1868, shall be 
and are hereby rescinded : — 

" TRAINING. 

" 36. A training institution will be established in connection with 
the Board, in which provision will be made for training teachers. 

" 37. Lecture-rooms and class-rooms will be provided at the Cen- 
tral schools, in which instruction will be imparted to students in 
training as hereinafter provided. 

" 38. The Central schools, and such other schools in or near Mel- 
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botirfle as the Board may license, will be employed as model and 
practicing schools, in which teachers in training shall attend and take 
such part in the instruction of the classes as the superintendent of 
the training institution shall direct. 

"39. The Board shall have power to withdraw such licence at any 
time should such schools not be conducted according to their 
reqtrifetn&nts. 

" 40. The number of students to be admitted will be fixed by the 
Board from titae to time, and will be selected from the following 
classes of candidates : — 

" (1.) Teachers employed in common schools who are recom- 
mended by the inspectors for a course of training, and 
who shall pass the entrance examination in Appendix I. 
" (2.) Pupil-teachers who, having completed their course, 
hare passed for the highest class of pupil-teachers, and 
hare attained the age of eighteen years for males and 
seventeen years for females. 
" ($.) Other persons who, having attained the age of eighteen 
years for males and seventeen years for females, shall 
forward to the Board a certificate of moral character as 
in Bule 59, and a certificate of sound health, signed by 
a licensed medical practitioner, and who shall pass the 
entrance examination in Appendix I. before an officer 
appointed by the Board. 
" 41. The teachers in training will consist of intern and extern 
students ; the foriher will reside in boarding-houses licensed by the 
Board, and the latter ftt their own homes, or with their relatives in 
houses approved by the Board. 

" 42. The instruction given in the training institution shall be free 
both to intern and extern students. 

" 43. In the case of teachers and pupil-teachers, as specified in 
Eule 40, who reside In licensed boarding-houses, the Board will con- 
tribute a sum not exceeding £40 a year for the maintenance of each 
male student in training, and not exceeding £35 for each female, 
which payments shall be supplemented by a further payment from 
each student at a rate not exceeding £15 per annum — the exact 
amount to be fixed from time to time by the Board. Ho payment 
for maintenance will in any case be made for a longer period than 
two years. 

"44. In the case of other persons admitted to training who 
reside in licensed boarding-houses, the Board will contribute at a 
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rate not exceeding £25 per annum for each, and each such student 
shall contribute a further sum not exceeding £30 per annum in the 
case of a male, and in the case of a female not exceeding £25 per 
annum. 

" 45. The Board will appoint and pay a superintendent, who shall 
have charge of the instruction and training of the students, and also 
such assistant teachers, to act under his direction, as they may deem 
necessary. 

" 46. Half-yearly examinations will be held of all students in train- 
ing, and any student who is found not to have made sufficient pro- 
gress will be liable to be dismissed from further attendance, and will 
forfeit all claim to aid. 

"47. Students at present in training will not be required to 
undergo any examination on entrance. 

" 48. The details of the examinations will be found in Appendix I. 

" 49. The boarding-houses in connection with the training institu- 
tion shall be subject to such inspection as the Board may direct, and 
in the event of any of the requirements of the Board, in connection 
with the moral discipline, board, lodging, instruction, and general 
comfort of the students not being complied with, it shall be compe- 
tent for the Board to withdraw the licence on giving one month's 
notice. 

" 50. Every person enteriug the training institution shall be re- 
quired to sign a declaration binding him to attend regularly through 
the course of training until he shall have obtained the lowest classi- 
fication, or shall have received permission from the Board to discon- 
tinue attending such course, or shall have received notice of the 
withdrawal of the allowance for maintenance, and also binding him, 
should he successfully complete the required course, to teach in 
common schools for a period of not less than two years, and to 
accept any appointment which may be offered to him with the 
approval of the Board ; and further binding him, in the event of his 
failing to comply with any of the above conditions, if an intern 
student, to refund to the Board any moneys which may have been 
paid on account of his maintenance, and if an extern student, to pay 
at the rate of £12 (twelve pounds) per annum for such time as he 
shall have been in training. In either case, whether of an intern or 
extern student, the Board may require a further guarantee for the 
payment of such moneys. 

" Teachees. 

" 151. The reports of the Inspectors tend to show that the teachers, 
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as a body, are steadily advancing in efficiency. There have always 
been employed in the common schools a large number of skilled and 
experienced teachers ; but the supply of such has been limited, and it 
has been found impossible, in all cases, to secure the services of cer- 
tificated or trained teachers ; but the number of the incapable and 
uncertificated has been steadily decreasing. Experience and appli- 
cation have enabled many who entered upon the profession with but 
slender qualifications, to obtain certificates and become useful 
teachers ; others, after repeated failures, have been refused further 
probation, or have been removed by the action of the local com- 
mittees ; whilst some, it is true, still remain, whom it would be 
better to replace by certificated teachers, but who are retained, 
either because certificated teachers cannot be obtained for their 
schools, or because, showing some aptitude for teaching, bearing 
good characters, and having done fair service at a time when better 
men could not be obtained, we have, on the representations of their 
committees, extended to them further permission to act. 

" 162. In mixed schools, where the head teacher is a male, and 
assistants are employed, it is tho practice to require that one of the 
assistants, at least, shall be a female, who, in addition to imparting 
literary instruction, teaches needlework ; but we ho ve, in some cases, 
where only one assistant is employed, and where the great majority 
of the children are boys, permitted the assistant to be a male, on 
condition that the local committee employ and pay from local 
sources a workmistress. A slight increase in expenditure, being the 
difference between the salary of a male and that of a female assist- 
ant, is incurred ; but the efficiency of the school is increased."

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EXTLES AND REGULATIONS 



FOB THE GOVERNMENT Or THE INSTITUTION. 



I. This Institution shall be designated " The Institution for 
Promoting the Education of the Labouring and Manufacturing 
Classes of Society of every Religious Persuasion ;" and for the 
purpose of making manifest the extent of its objects, the title of the 
Society shall be " The British and Foreign School Society." 

II. This Institution shall consist of a Patron, Vice-Patrons, Presi- 
dent, Vice-Presidents, Treasurer, Secretaries, Life and Annual Mem- 
bers; together with such officers as may be deemed necessary for 
conducting the affairs of the Institution. 

III. The Institution shall maintain a school on an extensive scale 
to educate children. It shall support and train up young persons of 
both sexes for supplying properly instructed Teachers to the inhabit- 
ants of such places in the British dominions, at home and abroad, 
as shall be desirous of establishing schools on the British system. 
It shall instruct all persons, whether natives or foreigners, who may 
be sent from time to time, for the purpose of being qualified as 
teachers in this or any other country. 

* # * The school shall be open to the public, for the purpose of exhi- 
biting the system of teaching and training, every day, from nine to 
twelve o'clock, and from three to five, Saturdays excepted. 

IV. All schools which shall be supplied with Teachers at the 
expense of this Institution shall be open to the children of parents 
of all religious denominations. Beading, Writing, Arithmetic, and 
Needlework shall be taught ; the lessons for reading shall consist of 
extracts from the Holy Scriptures ; no catechism or peculiar religious 
tenets shall be taught in the schools, but every child shall be enjoined 
to attend regularly the place of worship to which its parents belong. 

* # * The grand object of the Institution being to promote Educa- 
tion in general, any application for the training of a teacher, at the 
expense of the person thus applying, will be attended to, although 
such intended school is not to be conducted on the extended prin- 
ciples of this Institution.

Y. Every person subscribing annually one guinea and upwards 
■ball be deemed a member of this Institution during tbe continuance 
of such subscription. 

VI. Every person subscribing ten guineas and upwards shall be a 
member for life ; and upon any legacy being paid to tbe Treasurer, 
the Executors wbo have administered shall be members for life, 
calculating at the rate of fifty pounds for each Executor ; and in case 
the legacy shall not amount to a sufficient sum to extend the privilege 
to all, preference shall be given to the first named in the will. 

VII. A General Meeting of the subscribers shall be held every 
year, in the month of May,* or as near thereto as may be deemed 
expedient by the Committee, when an account of the receipts and 
disbursements for the preceding year, and the proceedings of the 
Institution, and all other institutions at home and abroad, established 
on the British system, shall be stated, and a Eeport for publication 
agreed upon. 

The attendance of ladies, and the Members of the Committees of 
Country and Local Schools on the British system, is particularly 
solicited. 

\* Notice shall be given by public advertisement in at least four 
morning and evening papers. 

VIII. At the General Meeting, the President, Vice-Presidents, 
Treasurer, and Secretaries shall be elected. A Committee of forty- 
eight Subscribers shall be chosen, and denominated the General 
Committee for conducting the affairs of the Institution, with power 
to fill up vacancies during the year. Thirty-six shall be re-eligible 
from the Committee of the preceding year. Two or more Subscribers 
shall be nominated as Auditors of the accounts of the Institution. 
All officers receiving emolument, or who are not specified in this 
rule, shall be in the appointment and under the control of the Com- 
mittee. And the Committee shall be empowered to fill up vacancies 
which occur by death or resignation during the year. 

* # * No member of the Committee shall, at any time, or under any 
circumstances, receive any pecuniary advantage from the Society, nor 
shall the Society ever make any dividend, gift, division, or bonus, in 
money or otherwise, unto or between any of its members. 

IX. The Committee shall meet once, or oftener, in every month, 
and shall elect, at the first meeting in every year, either from among 

* The Committees of all other Institutions on the British system of Education 
•*e particularly requested to transmit the Reports of their proceedings to the 
' ■vy of the Parent Society before the first of April in every year. 
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themselves, or from the general body of Subscribers, seven as a 
Committee of Finance, and twelve as Inspectors. Of these Com- 
mittees, two members shall constitute a quorum. 

X. A Committee of twenty-four Ladies shall be appointed by the 
General Committee, to superintend the concerns of the Female 
Department of the School and Training Establishment ; they will be 
expected to make a written Report of their proceedings to the 
General Committee once every month. 

XI. The Vice- Patrons, President, Vice-Presidents, Treasurer, and 
Secretaries shall be considered as members of the General Com- 
mittee, and the Treasurer and Secretaries members of all Com- 
mittees. 

XII. A Special General Meeting, at which no less than thirty 
shall constitute a quorum, shall be called at any time, at the requisi- 
tion of the Committee, or any twenty-four Subscribers, on addressing 
a letter to the Secretaries, specifying the object of the Meeting, at 
which no other business shall be brought forward. Ten days' notice 
shall be given, in at least four morning and evening papers, of every 

. such intended meeting, and of the purpose for which it is called. 

XIII. In case of equality of votes at any General or Committee 
Meeting, the Chairman shall be entitled to a second or casting vote. 

XIV. All payments made on account of this Institution shall be 
signed by at least three of the Committee in committee. 

XV. None of the Rules of the Institution shall be repealed or 
altered, nor any new ones established, but at the General Meeting, 
or at a Special General Meeting, called for that purpose, nor shall 
any new rule, or abrogation or alteration of any existing rule, be 
valid, until confirmed by a subsequent General Meeting.

The Beport having been read, and the financial statement of the 
year, as exhibited in the balance-sheet, having been presented and 
read, the following Besolutions were adopted by the Meeting : —

1. " That the Beport and Financial Statement, abstracts of which 
have just been read, be printed and circulated under the direction 
of the Committee ; and that the following gentlemen do form the 
Committee for the ensuing year."

5. "That the thanks of this Meeting be presented to the Bight 
Honourable Earl Bussell, K.Gh, for his kindness in presiding." 

Edward Baines, Esq., M.P., having been asked by Earl Bussell, 
who was obliged to leave the Meeting, to occupy the chair, a vote of 
thanks to him was carried by acclamation. 
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It has rarely, if ever, been the privilege of the British 
and Foreign School Society to congratulate its sup- 
porters and friends on such rapid progress as that which 
- marks the interval between the sixty-fifth and sixty- 
sixth anniversaries. The foundation has been laid of a 
truly national system of education. The measure 
which was under the consideration of Parliament at the 
time of the last Annual Meeting has become law. In 
accordance with this Act the Education Department 
has become entirely undenominational. Its New Code 
seeks to place all schools, as far as relates to Govern- 
ment inspection and State privileges, on a common level. 
It recognises those schools only which are " open to the 
children of all religious denominations," and aims, by 
stringent regulations, to secure religious liberty for the 
scholars, through the week and on the Sabbath. 
Under this Act, moreover, an opportunity is given to 
the ratepayers to appoint persons in whom they have 
confidence, irrespective of religious and political and 
social distinctions, as members of an Educational Board 
— a Committee charged with the duty, and armed with 

B 
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the power, of providing school accommodation for every 
untaught child in the district between the ages of five 
and thirteen years. The schools established and sup- 
ported by the Boards must be efficient and undenomi- 
national ; they must come up to the standard of the 
Education Department, and " no religious catechism or 
religious formulary that is distinctive of any particular 
denomination " is to be taught. 

That the correspondence between the principles ot 
this Society and the provisions of the Education Act ot 
1870 was designed, is proved by the speech in Parlia- 
ment in which Mr. Gladstone said, — 

" We have in this country a society which aims at undenomina- 
tional and unsectarian education — we have the British and Foreign 
School Society, which has for sixty-five years sought this object, and 
which has chosen the very path which the G-overnment are now 
proposing to the Committee.' ' 

The School Boards may so far depart from British 
principles as to shut out Bible reading and Bible 
teaching. I£ however, the example of the School 
Board for London be followed, there will not be many 
secular schools. After considering various amend- 
ments, the following resolutions were carried by a 
majority of 38 to 3 in one case, and without a division 
in the other : — 

> March Sth. " That in the schools provided by the Board the Bible 
shall be read, and there shall be given therefrom- such explanations 
and such instruction in the principles of religion and morality as is 
suitable to the capacities of children ; provided always, — 

" I. That in such explanations and instruction the provisions of 
the Act in Sections 7 and 14 be strictly observed, both in letter and 
spirit, and that no attempt be made in any such schools to attach 
children to any particular denomination. 

"II. That in regard of any particular school, the Board shall 
consider and determine upon any application, by managers, parents, 
or ratepayers of the district, who may show special cause for exemp- 
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tton of the school from the operation of this [Resolution, in whole or 
in part." 

March l&th. "That such explanations and instructions as are 
recognised by the resolution of Mr. W. H. Smith, which was carried 
on the 8th of March, shall be given by the responsible teachers of 
the school." 

Resolutions similar in effect have already been passed 
by the School Boards for Newcastle, Portsmouth, 
Brighton, and Tynemouth. 

How far the action of your Committee has led lo 
these results it would be difficult to estimate. Efforts 
of various kinds have been made. The press and the 
platform have been freely employed. All the influence 
which could be used without provoking opposition was 
brought to bear at critical moments. When the chief 
features of the Bill were first stated, a resolution of the 
Committee was sent to Mr. Forster, and acknowledged 
in the following terms : — 

" The resolution is a real encouragement, and I can only hope that 
the details will, when they are examined, meet with approval. I 
send a copy of the Bill, — almost the only one I have." 

After careful examination your Committee took 
exception to several of the provisions, those especially 
which referred to the election of the School Boards by 
the Vestries and Town Councils, which allowed the 
School Boards to subsidize Denominational schools, 
and which left it to the School Boards to decide, with- 
out any restriction, on the amount and character of the 
religious instruction to be given in the Board schools. 
A report, prepared by Mr. Dunn, was adopted, and 
sent to members of both Houses of Parliament, with 
papers on "The Education Bill and the religious 
difficulty — is our choice between denominational and 
secular teaching only?" and, "Why not solve the 
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religious difficulty by allowing the use of the Bible 
in State-aided schools, and excluding formularies, 
catechisms, and creeds ?" As soon as the Act received 
the royal assent, your Committee, perceiving how much 
would depend on the spirit in which the scheme was 
adopted, published a full analysis with suggestions and 
recommendations, and arranged for conferences and lec- 
tures at Birmingham, Sheffield, Sunderland, Liverpool, 
Plymouth, Cambridge, and many other places, as also in 
each of the metropolitan school districts. On the appear- 
ance of the New Code your Committee sought the prac- 
tical judgment of experienced managers and teachers, pre- 
pared an analysis which was circulated among influential 
friends, and protested against the reduction in the 
number of hours of the pupil-teachers' daily service, the 
refusal to sanction the attendance of children (in a day 
school) under four years of age, and one or two other 
provisions. The reduction has since been suspended, 
and the attendance of children between three and four 
may now be reckoned The New Code, as well as the 
Education Act, is now the law of the land, and, though 
convinced that there is a great deal yet to be done to 
insure the practical success of British school principles 
in the form which has been chosen by the Legislature, 
your Committee view the past with thankfulness, and 
look forward to the future with hope. If British 
schools are merged in the schools of the nation, it will 
not be because their distinctive features have been lost, 
but because those features have become general, if not 
universal. 

Turning to more regular work, your Committee is 
able to report that, with the valuable assistance of the 
ladies who have superintended the Training College for 
Mistresses and the Schools for Girls and Infants, and 
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the zealous and cheerful co-operation of the various 
officers of the Society, things have gone on satisfactorily 
through another year. 

THE TRAINING- COLLEGES AND SCHOOLS 
have, as usual, occupied the largest share of attention. 

THE TRAINING COLLEGES 

can hardly be affected otherwise than beneficially by 
the new Act and Code. The management remains 
with the Committee, and the payment is, as before, on 
results. The students are received after due examina- 
tion, and required to show their progress at the close of 
each year. The regular term of study is still two years, 
and it is to be hoped that the exceptional arrangement 
which allows students to leave after one years training 
in 1871 and 1872 will not be continued, except in the 
case of those who are intended for service in infant 
schools. The old name, u Queen's Scholar," is revived, 
and the limit to the number of Queen's Scholarships is 
removed. The grant from the Education Department 
is to be made on much the same terms as before. 

The educational excitement of the year has increased 
both the demand for teachers and the number of 
applicants for admission to the Colleges. It has been 
found necessary to allow 1 8 students to go out in addi- 
tion to the 92 whose term of residence was over at 
Christmas last. The places have been more than sup- 
plied. Two hundred candidates sought admission (viz., 
169 pupil-teachers — 73 male and 96 female, and 31 
who had not served an apprenticeship — 11 male and 
20 female). Of these, one hundred and seventy-seven 
were successful at the examination (viz., 159 pupil- 
teachers — 72 male and 87 female, and 18 others — 7 
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male and 1 1 female). By fitting up some new dormi- 
tories at Stockwell, and taking a house adjoining the 
Borough Road premises, accommodation was temporarily 
provided for one hundred and thirty-four, besides the 
109 who had already spent a year in College — in all 
243. This number must be reduced by 21, one new 
comer and two others having retired from failing health, 
and eighteen having left for schools as already stated. 
There are now 222 students in training — 106 at the 
Borough Road, and 116 at Stockwell. With the view 
of making this extension permanent, and providing for 
a larger number next year, it has been resolved to raise 
the two wings of the main building at the Borough 
Boad a story higher, and make sundry alterations here 
and at Stockwell. It is also proposed to establish two 
branch Normal Schools for 50 students each, with the 
special object of training teachers for infant schools. 
This will be done in hired premises, to avoid, for the 
present at any rate, the expense of building. The cost 
of the alterations and additions to be made forthwith 
will be about £5,000 : the expenditure of the Society 
will be increased by about £1,200 a year. In this Way 
it is hoped to send out 225 trained teachers every year 
— more than 100 above the present number. 

The staff of the Colleges has been slightly altered 
and increased. Mr. Day, one of the outgoing students, 
has been retained as curator, and Miss Joyce has been 
appointed fifth resident teacher at Stockwell. Mr. 
Thouless has taken Miss McKay s place as teacher of 
music. In accordance with the . requirements of the 
Committee of Council, Mr. Bourne now resides dose 
to the College at Stockwell, of which he is regarded 
as the Principal. Some of the duties necessarily given 
up by him at the Borough Road have been taken by 
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Mr. Barkby, the resident tutor ; and Mr. W. P. Williams 
has been appointed to assist in the secretary's office. 

The sanitary and domestic arrangements have been 
somewhat severely tested by the appearance of scarlet 
fever and small-pox at one College, and scarlet fever 
at the other. The four students attacked have all 
recovered, and the area within which the diseases were 
confined was limited to three cases at the Borough Road 
and one at StockwelL 

The ordinary course of proceeding as to study, practice 
in teaching, and recreation, so fully detailed in the last 
Report, has been followed with little variation. Thanks 
are due to T. Hughes, Esq., M.P., who spent an evening 
with the Committee and students at Stockwell ; and to 
Dr. Barry, of King's College, who gave the young men 
a very able and interesting address on education in 
December last. Thanks are also due to J. B. Braith- 
waite, Esq. and the trustees of Richardson's Charity, 
for a small sum of money which was distributed among 
the more needy students at the Borough Road. As it 
often happens that really deserving young men are 
unable to gain the benefit of the College training, owing 
to the poverty of their friends, this is an example worthy 
of imitation. A fund out of which exhibitions might 
be given to defray the personal expenses of meritorious 
students whose friends are poor would be a boon to 
your Committee. 

The examinations at the close of 1870 were success- 
fully passed. Two hundred and one were presented to 
the Inspector at Christmas, and all obtained the highest 
class of certificate given as the result of examination, 
viz, the second of the New Code, 67 being placed in 
the 1st division, 86 in the 2nd, 48 in the 3rd. Thirty- 
six have obtained certificates of competency to teach 
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Drawing, while 162 have passed in one or more of 
the five subjects prescribed. Certificates have been 
awarded by the Science and Art Department^ — in Pure 
Mathematics to 34, in Inorganic Chemistry to 13, in 
Physical Geography to 37, and in Theoretical Me- 
chanics to 1. The prizes for success in Drawing 
numbered 93, in Mathematics 17, in Chemistry 29, in 
Physical Geography 23, and in Mechanics 1 1. Total, 1 73. 

The Report of H.M. Inspectors for the year 1870 
has not yet been received. In the last published 
Report the following testimony is borne to the efficiency 
of the Colleges : — 

" Bono ugh Road. — The condition of these premises at the date 
of our visit appeared to me to be better than I had ever known it to 
be before. Order and cleanliness, and careful attention to sanitary- 
considerations, were conspicuous in every part. ... A day- 
room for the students is still wanted, and if that very important 
requisite were satisfactorily supplied, as, I trust, it soon will be, the 
establishment would seem to possess all the domestic accommodation 
attainable in such a situation. 

"The teaching and superintending staff of the College remains 
exactly the same as it was when Dr. Morell reported upon it 
last year. It is an excellent staff, and does its work most 
thoroughly. 

"The lessons, recitations, and reading of the students, which 
occupied a large portion of the week, were quite as satisfactory on 
the whole as I have ever known them to be. They afforded evidence 
of careful training and thoughtful preparation. The merits of 
individual students varied greatly, some of the best appearing to me 
to do their work excellently, whilst a few of the feeblest could not 
be classed as more than moderate. But there was nothing like an 
absolute failure in any case. 

" Stockwell. — The dormitories are in excellent order ; and due 
supervision is exercised by responsible persons, having bedrooms on 
the same floor with the students. The dormitory regulations issued 
by order of the Committee are very practical ; such as that every 
student is to leave her room neat ; that no wearing apparel or other 
Hide is to be left on the bed, but everything must be laid in its 
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appointed place. Among the general regulations I find the follow- 
ing memorandum : — 

"The Ladies 9 Committee wish it to be distinctly understood by 
all candidates for admission that they consider neatness and plain* 
ness of dress incumbent on those who undertake the instruction and 
training of the young ; and it is the express wish of the Committee 
that no flowers, ornaments, or other finery should be worn. . . . 
The time allowed for exercise seems adequate, and it varies (as 
should be the case) with the seasons of the year ; the food is simple, 
good of its -kind, and nutritious. From personal observation, as well 
as from diligent inquiry, I am bound to state that I consider that 
the students are well cared for in every respect. 

" Miss Steele gives lectures on criticism, school management, and 
arithmetic. Among other subjects I heard a criticism lesson, and 
was struck with the clearness of arrangement and acuteness of 
observation which Miss Steele displayed. English grammar, English 
language, and drawing, are taught by Miss Pish, who lectured in 
my presence upon grammar. The style was distinct, and at the 
same time she evidently tried to fix her observations upon the minds 
of the students, and endeavoured by frequent questioning to find 
out whether the students understood her remarks; she also en- 
couraged them to answer questions so as to draw out the knowledge 
they really possessed. Miss Pish teaches drawing with marked 
success. Miss Stoker examined in domestic economy. Her lecture 
was of a most practical character, on income and expenditure, and I 
was forcibly impressed with the sound common sense and useful 
knowledge which she showed in her remarks ; and if in after life 
any of the students fail to ' make both ends meet/ the fault will not 
arise from want of warning. Miss Gay had the difficult task of 
teaching reading and recitation. I must say that to hear these 
subjects was to mo a pleasure. Mis3 Gay not only inculcated 
neatness of expression in reading, but also elegancy of tone in the 
recitation ; and the results of the last examination show that she 
succeeded in her efforts. 

#****•• 
" From the tenor of the foregoing remarks, it is apparent that 
in the opinion of the officers appointed by your lordships to in- 
quire into the present state of these institutions, they are performing 
the service which they undertake in a highly efficient manner, and 
fully deserve a continuance of that public support which they have 
now for so many years been accustomed to receive.' '

Your Committee may be excused for referring briefly 
to testimony of another kind. In letters received from 
the managers of schools such passages as the following 
occur from time to time : — 

" Three years ago I was the means of obtaining Mr. Nelson from 
your institution as master of the British School, where I know that 
he has proved himself a most efficient teacher. A year later you 
also sent Miss Scholes as mistress to the same school, after some 
correspondence with me, and she also has shown herself admirably 
qualified for the position. I have now the pleasure of writing to 
you in connection with a new school, &c. 

"Miss Jones has given great satisfaction in every way in her 
post as mistress of the Girls' British School here. The school has 
greatly increased since she has been here, and we believe it is chiefly 
owing to her wise and kind management of her scholars. The lady 
visitors have been increasingly pleased with the excellent order into 
which she had brought the school, as well as the decided progress 
the pupils have made in their studies. 

" We value Miss Gill very much as a teacher. She has worked 
most heartily and thoroughly ever since she has been with us, and 
her school prospers. She spares herself no trouble, and is an earnest 
and persevering teacher. She has the entire approval of our 
Committee. 

"Miss Eegan is all we could desire, as an energetic, able, and 
successful teacher. We are grateful to you for sending her, and we 
can only hope that she may be long spared to continue her useful 
career. 

" I have much pleasure in testifying to Miss Milne's efficiency in 
teaching and encouraging promise of success during her first year. 
Her powers of discipline are specially commendable. During the 
brief history of our school we have had three students from Stock- 
well, all of whom have reflected great credit upon your institution.'* 

"We have great pleasure in expressing our entire satisfaction 
with Mr. Cooper's management of the children. The progress they 
have made in the various branches of education is very satisfactory 
for so short a time, and we hope Mr. Cooper will meet with the 
encouragement he so richly deserves, and that he will remain witb 
us many years to enjoy the fruit of his labour." 

" I have very much pleasure in communicating to you our ap- 
proval of Mr. Deakin as a schoolmaster. He is a thoroughly earnest 
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young man in his work, and devotes himself' to it. Since he came to 
ns the school has gradually improved both in numbers and pro- 
ficiency, having more than doubled the number in actual attend- 
ance." 

" The committee are in every respect pleased with Mr. Lenton. 
He has succeeded with the school far better than could have been 
expected of a student in his first year. He is very persevering and 
firm, but kind to the scholars, and has succeeded in gaining great 
influence over them. He not only manages the day school to our 
entire satisfaction, but also the evening school, which is by far the 
most difficult work for a teacher. He has about 120 evening scholars 
on the books, and from 80 to 90 average attendance, and I can say 
I iiever saw better order and attention than we have this year." 

" The view with which a master was engaged last Christmas for 
the British school instead of a mistress has been fulfilled by the 
exertions Mr. Menhinick has made. In consequence the school 
(hitherto mixed) will be divided after Christmas, and there is rea- 
sonable promise that this enlargement of the school will be attended 
with success." 

Passing on to the 

PRACTISING SCHOOLS, 

which are now recognised by the Education Depart- 
ment as public elementary schools within the meaning 
of the Education Act, there is no need for lengthened 
details. The " Regulations " have been hung up in the 
schoolroom, and the time-tables altered so as to put 
the Bible lessons outside of the prescribed two hours of 
secular instruction. The same teachers remain in 
charge (except in the boys' school, where Mr. Ireson 
has been succeeded as assistant master by Mr. Ether- 
ington), and show results quite up to the average. The 
reports of H.M. Inspectors are as follow : — 

" BoBOtreH Koad. — The Model School continues to show per- 
fectly good order aod discipline. The work done in the Standards 
is for the moat part neat and accurate, and the elder boys show 
intelligence in the extra subjects in which they were examined." 

tf Stockwell. — The Girls' School continues in admirable ord*~ 
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and the scholars in the Standards (with scarcely an exception) pass 
remarkably well. The extra subjects, viz., school singing, drawing, 
map drawing, sewing, geography, and English history, are all 
efficiently taught likewise." 

" Stockwell.— The Infants' School is still managed by Miss 
Byder, in her usual energetic manner. The order and instruction 
are both very creditable." 

The attendance at the Boys' and Infants' Schools is 
about the same ; and at the Girls' School larger than it 
was, the figures being —

At Stockwell children are waiting for admission, and 
the need of an additional room is much felt. Under 
these circumstances your Committee sent in to the 
Education Department an application for a Building 
Grant, which has been favourably entertained, and the 
architect is now preparing plans for a schoolroom to 
accommodate 130 more scholars. 

Specimens of Writing, Drawing, Needlework, and 
Kinder-garten occupations have been sent in to South 
Kensington, and appear among the objects at the 
International Exhibition. 

The public examination of the Girls' School was held 
on the evening of September 7th, in presence of a large 
audience. Prizes for needlework were again kindly 
given by J. Gurney Barclay, Esq., to 12 of the scholars ; 
and the work was pronounced so exceptionally good by 
the Examiner, that the Chairman, J. Stif£ Esq., offered 
extra prizes to 20 of the disappointed candidates. An 
interesting fact was stated at the meeting. The Society 
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for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals offered 15Q 
prizes, to be competed for by the pupils of the metro- 
politan schools, one prize to be given to the writer of 
the best essay in each school. The writers of the best 
four essays were to receive an additional prize each, 
graduated as 1st, 2nd, 3rd, and 4th. One of Miss 
Potter's pupils not only received the prize for the school, 
but obtained the first of the additional rewards. The 
examination of the Boys' School has been conducted 
this morning, and many of those present have had an 
opportunity of testing the value of the educational 
advantages and the use which is made of them by the 
scholars. The Boys' Drawing Class has this year 
obtained 17 prizes from the Science and Art Depart- 
ment. The scholars at the

have also been successful with drawing, 8 being 
marked " proficient," and 8 " excellent," the latter 
receiving a prize each. The School continues to be 
held in this room. All connection with the Training 
College has ceased, and the school is simply kept on 
for the benefit of the neighbourhood. There are 356 
names on the register. The number in attendance ii 
265. Dr. Morell examined the scholars last October, 
and reports that — 

" The school is very efficiently conducted, and examination, both 
in the ordinary and the extra subjects, proved very satisfactory 
throughout." 

THE SCHOOL AT CORBY 

is still conducted by Mr. and Mrs. Pool, and gives 
education to above 120 children of this and the 
surrounding villages. The school is free to the children 
of labourers. It is visited annually by H.M. Inspector, 
who says in his last report that — 
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" The scholars examined passed fairly well. I notice improvement 
in the reading, which is more intelligent than it was last year. 
There is room, however, for further improvement in this respect. 
The discipline is orderly." 

The annual public examination was held on 
Wednesday, June 8th. The subjects of examina- 
tion comprised Reading — prose, poetry, and Scripture ; 
Scripture History, English History, Geography, 
Grammar, Mental Arithmetic ; and the answers to 
questions were generally correct. The reading of the 
senior children was very good. Several pieces were 
sung, and a few recitations given with spirit and effect 
by both boys and girls. A goodly company sat down 
to tea, after which some of the parents bore testimony 
to the value of the teachers' instruction and influence. 

Five of the Trustees appointed by Mr. Rowlett to 
hold the school premises having been removed by death, 
and the Court of Chancery having ordered the transfer 
to the Trustees of the sum of £3,666 13s. 4d. (consols) 
out of Mr. Rowlett's estate, it has been thought 
necessary to have a new Deed prepared, appointing 
new Trustees, viz., Messrs. F. E. Fox, G. Gladstone, 
H. Gurney, J. Howard, S. Kemp Welch, and L. White. 
The Deed is nearly ready for execution. 

The interests of 

AFFILIATED SCHOOLS 

and their teachers have not been neglected. Two 
hundred and three schools have been supplied with 
teachers, fresh from the colleges or after service in 
other schools, 168 permanently, and 35 for a short 
time. Grants of money and materials have been made 
to 36 schools in the metropolitan and country districts, 
and 17 in Wales. The Depository has continued to 
supply school books and materials at greatly reduced 
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prices.. Permission has been obtained to present to 
the Committee of Council for examination a any former 
students who completed a year's training in the Col- 
lege, and are not now certificated, whether their 
present schools are under inspection or not, on the 
understanding that they seek examination with a view 
to taking service in schools for which annual aid will 
besought." 

Forty-four Teachers sat for the examination at the 
Borough Road, and 39 at Stockwell (in addition to 3 
Jewesses and 5 Roman Catholics), and 70 of them (39 
male and 31 female) obtained certificates. 

While advice and help have been given, and will con- 
tinue to be given, freely to the committee and teachers 
of all British schools, it has been thought desirable to 
bring into closer union such of the schools as may be 
able and willing to subscribe to the funds of the Parent 
Society, and a notice has been issued to the following 
effect : — 

" Any school in which an education embracing Bible teaching is 
supplied to the children of the industrial classes, without distinction 
of sect or party, and without the use of catechism, creed, or formu- 
lary, may be affiliated with the British and Foreign School Society 
on payment of an annual subscription of one guinea (or upwards). 
The benefits to be derived from such affiliation are — 

" (1) Assistance in case of a change of teacher or any temporary 
or permanent demand for extra teaching power. 

" (2) A grant of books at the opening of a new school, and a 
deduction of five per cent, from the catalogued (reduced) prices of 
books and school materials purchased at the Depository. 

" (3) An annual visit of an agent of the Society, and any further 
service which may be possible in the way of visitation, public exami- 
nations, advice, &c. 

" (4) Copies of the Annual Beport of the Society and the quar- 
terly Educational Record" 

In several cases the suggestion has beeD accepted 
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and the closer relationship referred to has been already 
established. 

Your Committee is unwilling to report concerning the 
AGENCY DEPARTMENT 

without alluding to the death in May last, at the age 
of 83, of Mrs. Macrae, who, as Miss Springman, shared 
Joseph Lancaster's earliest efforts, was very successful 
in establishing British schools as early as 1814, and 
continued in the service of the Society till the year 
1861. Your Committee would also mention the loss 
of Mr. Salter, who visited the schools in England beyond 
the boundaries of the metropolitan districts. While 
travelling for the Society he met with a railway accident 
at Peterborough, and died on the 15th September, 1870. 
There are many to testify to his faithful and useful 
services, and a sum of money was raised in his memory, 
to provide a small annuity for his widow. Before, 
however, any portion had been invested or paid, Mrs. 
Salter followed her husband to the grave, and the 
money remains to make some little provision for the 
children, and ultimately, perhaps, to form the nucleus 
of a fund for the help and superannuation of teachers. 

The work of the Agents of the Society has comprised 
the regular visitation and inspection of schools, the 
assistance of Committees and Teachers in any difficult 
circumstances which may have arisen (especially in the 
establishment of new schools) and the attendance at 
meetings for the explanation and enforcement of the 
duty of popular unsectarian religious education. To 
the last has been added dining the past year the ex- 
position of the Society's principles, with a view to 
legislation, and of the Act and its bearings after it had 
become law. Some of this work will, your Committee 
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trusts, soon become superfluous, and may be dispensed 
with. The creation of a body of official inspectors, 
upon whose report the pecuniary success of the school 
mainly depends, rendered the regular visitation of 
schools less necessary. The new arrangement by which 
each inspector is to take charge of the schools of a 
limited district, and supervise the education within an 
area small enough to make him feel personally respon- 
sible for its condition, will reduce the necessity to a 
minimum. Efforts to establish new schools will of 
course be unnecessary in the districts occupied by 
School Boards, though increased activity may be called 
for in the country parishes where the appointment of 
a School Board, is opposed ,by the powers that be. If 
the School Boards should appoint for their own districts, 
or (by combination) for several districts together, school 
agents to advise with managers, guide young teachers, 
explain terse or uncertain regulations, hold public meet- 
ings, or conduct examinations, this branch also of the 
work may decrease. At present it seems more necessary 
than ever. Committees still want advice; teachers, 
especially those who have lately been sent out from 
the. Training Colleges, still crave counsel and sympathy. 
The- Act and the Jfew Code need explanation. Public 
examinations exert considerable influence on the 
scholars, on then* parents, and on the locality gene- 
rally. " A public examination engenders a life, a 
spirit, an enthusiasm, which the most honest, stringent, 
and searching priyate investigation fails to arouse ; and 
hence it is that good schools in populous districts rapidly 
filFwheft iii this "weif they proclaim their efficiency." 
The eiient to which this work has been done will be 
seen; frqnj. the, IpJ^lowipg, fects an,d figur.es : —

" On entering again on the work of school inspection in the metro- 
politan area I have been much impressed with the fact that the 
intermission of this portion of the Society's operations for some 
two years has had the effect of placing its value, and indeed its 
necessity, in a much clearer light than any in which it had pre- 
viously appeared. This has been very well shown in the general 
welcome with which visits of inspection have been greeted in 
almost every case in and around London ; in the readiness to re- 
ceive suggestions, as well as to welcome aid and information in cases 
of doubt and difficulty ; in the many calls for visitation, and in the 
largeness of the correspondence which is involved in connection 
with the work of the teachers under the New Code, and under the 
prospective operation of the School Boards. This correspondence 
is almost entirely confined, so far at least as it comes under my 
notice, to matters affecting the practical working of the schools 
under the new and somewhat elaborate enactments of the Legislature 
and of the local authorities, demanding at one's hands a good deal 
of time, thought, and discretion. It has, however, been kept up 
with to the present time, and I believe much benefit has been the 
result to schools, teachers, and the general cause of education. 

" To work such a system of inspection as this of the Society (which 
is intended rather to secure certain results than to test them) in a 
sort of topographical manner, travelling steadily in the visitation 
round a sort of centre, is not indeed an impossibility ; but if per- 
sisted in, is one that would reduce the practical utility of the agent's 
work to a very small amount as compared with the services 
that can be rendered and the good that can be effected by making 
such visits available when and where they are most needed and most 
earnestly sought for. In the London agency the two plans have to 
a large extent been combined, and thus, it is believed, a maximum 
of benefit has been secured. 
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" In the visitation of schools in and around the metropolis I have 
been much impressed with the comparatively large proportion of 
absentees from the schools, at any given time, as compared with the 
numbers reported as standing on the books. This fact I attribute 
to various causes, but most of them are resolvable ultimately into 
parental thoughtlessness or indifference; more often the former 
than the latter ; and I confess to seeing no effectual remedy for 
the evil except in some measure of compulsory attendance. A few 
cases of regular, punctual, persistent attendance at school are from 
time to time to be found, just sufficient in their results to stimulate 
the desire and fix the determination to endeavour to make enforced 
school attendance a firmly executed law. On the part of the fairly 
educated few among the working classes, I believe there is much 
more attention paid to the education, and to what I may designate 
the school life of their children, than was formerly the case ; and 
in general, I believe, up to the fair extent of their means they are 
willing to pay for the instruction afforded by a good elementary 
school which is fairly accessible to them, and where the teacher 
has been employed long enough, and has been industrious and 
discreet enough, to secure the confidence of the parents and the 
affections of the children. Such teachers are very many of those 
employed in our schools, and as a consequence we find large and 
flourishing schools in which the payments are entirely voluntary, 
while at the same time they produce an amount, not only equal to, 
but considerably in advance of many schools accounted to be of a 
higher grade, and certainly far more pretentious. Of course the 
teachers in such cases are no mere hirelings — they are worse than 
useless, but men and women who while they are well furnished for 
their work by a good knowledge of the subjects they are called to 
teach, and the most approved methods of teaching them, possess 
the higher qualifications of being ( apt to teach,' having sympathy 
with children, and a consciousness that their present employment 
is their proper vocation. Being happy themselves, they diffuse 
around them an atmosphere of happiness towards which children 
are attracted, and in which' they find a serene delight. 

" With such results as I have just alluded to the state of the 
schoolrooms has very much to do. Neither teachers nor children 
can have much comfort in a room that is in any way unsuitable to 
them and to their employment. Darkness, dirt, and disorder are 
effectual antagonists of childish happiness in a school or class-room ; 
and thanks to codes, inspection, and deductions, from grants, they 
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are being fast banished from such place*. They have not indeed 
altogether disappeared, but existing cases are as nothing compared 
with their number and intensity when I first began visiting the 
London schools — nearly forty years ago* 

" The instruction given in our schools is fast rising again from the 
depression which, whether intended or not, was the result of the 
operation of the Bevised Code ; and, so far at least as the secular 
portion of the schoolwork is in question, I have no doubt the pro- 
visions of the New Code wiU effectually stimulate to a further 
advance. Of the Scripture instruction I feel that I am in a position 
to speak very positively, and I am sure of my accuracy when I assert 
that what is called "the religious difficulty" is scarcely . ever 
found to have any existence within the walls of our schoolrooms, xxr 
to spring from any instruction given there. I can, however, easily 
suppose " the religious difficulty " to arise and exist where distinctive 
formularies are used ; indeed, it is difficult to see how in such cases 
it can ever be absent, nor indeed in any case where the denominat- 
ion alone takes precedence of the teachings of the Bible. He 
must be a sorry specimen of a teacher in a British school, who 
cannot in his Scripture lessons avoid the sectarian views of the 
theologians ; while I would not, on the pther hand, place a very 
high value on the moral teachings and influence of him who would 
consent to attempt the moral training of the children committed to 
his care independently of the precepts, examples, and sanctions of 
the Bible. In this respect I am prepared to accept and to work in 
the spirit of the sentiment contained in the following expressions 
found in the address of one who pleaded the cause of Joseph 
Lancaster and his schools nearly sixty years ago:— 'When we 
teach a child to read, and put into his hand a Bible, we place around 
him all the infallible instructors that have ever appeared to 
illuminate mankind. We conduct hjm to the fountain itself of 
heavenly radiance. We Confer upon him a book infinitely superior 
to all the formularies, catechisms, and creeds that have ever been 
invented to systematize the gospel, which, while they have helped 
to make men Christians, have too often associated with their 
Christianity a spirit of sectarian bigotry and intolerance.' "

Many of the visits reported above have been to places where it 
was thought that a British school ought to exist, e.g., " Whitstable. 
— My business here was to see if there were, as I had been in- 
formed, a very good opening for a British school. I first sought 
out the Independent minister, Eev. Mr. Andrew. I had some 
difficulty in meeting with him, owing to misdirection. "When found, 
I had no difficulty in interesting him in the project, and obtained 
from him much local information. He said there were two obstacles 
in the way — vi«., 1st, that there was no leading and wealthy 
man of local influence to take the matter up ; 2nd, that there was 
really no building or room available at present. There was some- 
thing, however, likely to occur of a favourable character, and at his 
suggestion I visited a school carried on by a young man in what 
used to be a Wesley an chapel. This building is, I found, situated 
in the midst of a population of the right sort to supply scholars. 
The attendance was about 60. The master intends to make a middle- 
class school, and to remove before long into some suitable premises 
for his purpose. Then this building will be available, and will be 
just the thing for a British school." 

Several of the schools have been inspected at the express desire 
of managers or teachers. Such a case is " Yealand Conyebs. — I 
found a small schoolroom well filled with 85 children, of a higher age 
than usual for a rural school. The average age exceeded nine years. 
This is an extraordinary school. The open, intelligent countenances 
of the children, the cheerful appearance of a clean room, excellently 
furnished with maps, pictures, lessons, black-boards, desks, and forms, 
arrangement for neatly stowing caps and cloaks, excited a hearty 
sympathy with the school, scholars, and master. Mr. Spear has it 
all to himself, no pupil-teacher yet. A sewing mistress comes at 
stated intervals. He desires to have a pupil-teacher, and under 
the New Code one must be had to secure all the grant, as the average 
attendance is 62 ; but the very superior state of the school in order, 
neatness, intelligence, and instruction, under his own direct manage- 
ment, makes me doubt whether with a pupil-teacher the same excel- 
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lences would be retained. The school-house is a neat, unpretending 
building, with one room only, 44 feet long by 18 feet wide ; number on 
register 93, average attendance 62. I examined all the classes. The 
upper classes did well in reading spelling and meaning of words. The 
arithmetic was fairly advanced, the geography of England very good, 
the writing excellent throughout the school. The lower standards 
did well in writing and arithmetic. The school is a model of a rural 
school, and in towns only the best schools can excel it. The classi- 
fication is nicely graduated. The limited capacity of the schoolroom 
prevents the admission of any large number of little children, and 
keeps the average age pretty high. After school was dismissed I 
had a pleasant interview with the Messrs. Ford. Miss Ford being 
ill, I did not see her. This trio of kind-hearted persons quite make 
the school a hobby, and hold large views of education generally." 

The conferences have referred generally to the establishment of 
new schools, or the discussion of the provisions of the Education 
Act. The public meetings have in many cases excited great interest. 
Of the former class there is an instance in the Journal for May. 
" Tisbuby. — Conference with committee at schoolroom, teacher and 
scholars being present. As the older children all go off to the 
National school, this school being inadequate in efficiency, it is 
determined to create an efficient British school. The result of the 
meeting was that the necessary steps should be at once taken to 
secure the services of a suitable master, the secretary to correspond 
with Mr. Bourne," 

The teachers' meetings have been productive of great good in 
many ways. The Agent's journal for June supplies an instance. 
"A meeting of the British teachers of the Cambridge district, 
convened by the Society, was held this afternoon in this room. 
The attendance was encouraging, twenty-three being present to 
tea. Mr. B. entered into a full, explicit, and genial exposition of 
the objects sought to be obtained by gatherings of this sort, and 
speedily won the sympathy, confidence, and concurrence of Jiis 
audience. The clri^f topics discussed were the mutual relations of 
the Society ancKthe teachers; superannuation; and the appoint- 
ment of experienced teachers, instead of students, to important 
schools, when it could be accomplished with advantage. In addition 
to what I see at these meetings, what I gather from the teachers in 
my separate and subsequent intercourse with them strongly assures 
me of the beneficial effects likely to follow them." 

Oftentimes the Agents follow in the wake of, or immediately 
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precede, one of Her Majesty's Inspectors. It is gratifying to find 
the following testimony given by one of them : — " The scholars were 
about to be dismissed, in order that certain finishing touches might 
be added to the decorations, in honour of to-morrow's proceedings. 
I remark that Dr. Morell's visits to schools are never preceded by 
apprehension and uneasiness. The teachers never express anything 
but entire confidence in his judgment and in his justice. Towards 
Mr. Bowstead similar feelings prevail. These two gentlemen, while 
performing their duties with attention and exactness, evidently 
avoid all displays of petulance, haste, or impatience: a teacher 
never feels "snubbed " under their treatment, and is confident that 
they never find fault without real occasion. Instead, therefore, of 
regarding them in the light of mere official registrars, whose 
absorbing business it is to take note of and duly enter in its 
proper place each little Be vised Code result as it is painfully 
caught and identified, the teachers look 'upon these gentlemen 
as intelligent and earnest educationists, having feelings and aims 
like their own, capable of discerning honest and earnest effort, even 
when not attended with full success ; who make allowance for the 
presence of exceptional difficulties ; and who, being at least as eager 
to offer praise as blame, never allow an opportunity to escape them 
of speaking a word of appreciation and encouragement to worthy 
workers."

" It devolves once more upon me to present my annual report 
upon the operations and prospects of the British and Foreign School 
Society in "Wales and Monmouthshire. 
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" North Wales, at the beginning, of the year, was added to my 
district. In connection with the extension of my district I hare to 
mention that I have had the valuable assistance of Mr* Joseph Owen* 
of Rhyl, who received his appointment a year ago, and has since 
been working chiefly in North Wales. • i 

" The past year baa been one of great and agitated discussion of 
educational matters, and consequently the work of the Society 
Agents has been more, varied, and somewhat different from, that 
of former years. During the first half of the year Mr. Qwen andil 
were engaged in the inspection and examination of schools, as weft as 
in originating and maturing school ^movements; • For the last half 
we have been chiefly engaged in f holding, conferences with school 
committees, ratepayers, |and teachers,, and <in addressings pubtic 
meetings." . ^ „\ . . 

"Mr. Owen writes, 'It is gratifying to witness the /impetus 
which the Act has given to the education, movement in?Nerth Wales. 
The building of new schools had ve»y nearly* come; to a standstill 
owing principally to the reluctance cf . the; friends - of education to^ 
provide school accommodation without m^t. jmderj&tanding the pr©^ 
visions of the Government measure. But /the discussions whiet} 
ensued throughout the country on the appearance of -the measure 
have resulted in a general cry for school boards. So far the Act has 
had a threefold beneficial operation. 1. It has roused to action, 
many of the districts which hitherto have been apathetic with respect 
to elementary education. 2. It has encouraged action in those dis- 
tricts where from inability, owing to the pressure of various burdens, 
nothing had yet been done to provide undenominational schools for 
the young. 3. It has induced those managers whose schools were 
languishing from want of support, to carry them on until the burden 
could be equalized by being shifted from the few to the many. < 

'The supporters of undenominational education oppose the reso- 
lution to apply for a school board almost invariably. In a few places 
they have been successful ; in many the contest on this question has 
been fierce and bitter. Many blame the Government fdr not settling 
the school board question for the country^ but one advantage at 
least has been secured by leaving it open to the several localities, — . 
the discussion which it has given rise to has been ah education in 
itself for the people. They not only understand the education ques- 
tion better than ever, but more than ever do they feel its im- 
portance. ' 

" The number of new schools opened has not been the distinguish- 
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ing feature of the success of our operations of last year. Neverthe- 
less it has not been barren of results in this direction. In South 
Wales alone ten new schools have been established in localities 
where they were much needed. Five schools have removed into 
new and commodious buildings, six schoolrooms are in course of 
erection, and several others are in immediate contemplation. 

" Our schools in the Principality, which number about 500, 
are upon the whole in a state of commendable efficiency. There 
are, I may state, several signs of improvement. The number of 
pupil-teachers continues to increase, more attention is paid to the 
higher subjects, and the education imparted is more thorough and 
complete than at any former period. 

" In conclusion I may perhaps be permitted to say that, in looking 
into the future, I see clearly that our progress is likely to be 
seriously impeded by the want of trained teachers, unless means 
can be devised to increase the supply. This is, undoubtedly, a 
matter of grave importance, and one which calls for immediate 
attention. The demand for mistresses has been on the increase for 
some time, and it is one that is likely to increase rapidly. I feel 
certain that in a few years the number of our girls' and infants' 
schools, will be greatly increased. Moreover there will be a large 
demand for mistresses for many of our village and rural schools. 
The experiment has been tried for some time, and females have 
been found to answer well in every respect. 

" Very many of our pupil -teachers are prevented from goipg to 
Xondon, by reason of the expense consequent upon the distance ; 
and not a few of them are unable * to get admission, from the fact 
that they cannot always compete successfully with candidate 
brought up in good schools in. England. Welsh teachers are more 
suitable than any other for our schools, inasmuch as they under- 
stand the two languages, and are acquainted with the habits of the 
country." 

It may not be out of place to refer in this connection 
to the proposed change in the arrangements of the 
Committee of Council for the inspection of schools. 
For many years there have been three sets of in- 
spectors, viz., Episcopalian, Roman Catholic, and British 
and Wesleyan, and the several bodies concerned have 
been consulted on the appointment of a new inspector. 
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Henceforth, the examinations being confined to secular 
subjects, the inspectors will be of one class. Whether 
clergymen or laymen, to whatever denomination be- 
longing, on whichever side their sympathies may lie, 
each will visit all the schools in his district. While 
this may be hailed as a great improvement, and the 
belief be entertained that there will be perfect fairness 
in applying the prescribed Standards to the different 
schools, it can hardly be expected that there will be 
no appearance of suspicion on the one hand and pre- 
judice on the other. Though not unmindful of the 
danger, as the following Minute will show, your Com- 
mittee would earnestly bespeak from the managers of 
British schools a frank and hearty co-operation with 
the inspectors whom the Education Department may 
appoint. 

Mqtute of Gekeeal Committee, Sept. 16*7*, 1870. 

" A letter was presented from the Education Department, viz.,— 

23rd August, 1870. 

" ' Sib, — I am directed by the Committee of Council to inform 
you that an application has been made to the Education Department, 
under Section 12 of the Elementary Education Act, for the im- 
mediate formation of a School Board for Birmingham, and that 
there is reason to expect that similar applications will shortly be 
received from other important municipal boroughs. Special inquiry 
may have at once to be made by the Department into the school 
provision in these boroughs ; and my Lords would be glad if they 
were able to entrust these inquiries to persons of experience in 
educational matters. Eor this purpose they would wish, if possible, 
to make use of the services of members of the present staff of 
Inspectors. 

" 1 The provisions of the Act (Sections 7 and 96) for the Abolition 
of Denominational Inspection do not take effect till the 31st of 
March, 1871 ; but my Lords are anxious to kuow whether, if they 
should wish before that date to withdraw temporarily from the 
ordinary work of their districts any of the Inspectors of British 
Schoolp, your Society would object to the inspection of their schools 
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being entrusted in tbe meantime to the Inspectors appointed under 
the Order in Council dated 10th of August, 1840 ; on the express 
understanding that these officers would conduct their examinations 
in accordance with the requirements of the third paragraph of 
Section 7 of the Act, confining themselves strictly to secular 
subjects, as they will do after the 31st of March, 1871. — I have the 
honour to be, Sir, your obedient servant, 

{Signed) ' F. R Sandfoed.' 

" It was resolved to fall in with the arrangement suggested, on 
condition that any cases in which a National School bias might 
appear to affect the Inspector's report should be carefully in- 
vestigated." 

A cursory glance at the — 

FOREIGN OPERATIONS 

must suffice. Twelve grants of school materials have 
been made on behalf of schools in the West Indies, 
Africa, Madagascar, the South Seas, and other places. 
A collection of specimens has been sent to Calcutta, 
at the request of the Hindoo reformer, Baboo Keshub 
Chunder Sen, who visited the College, the Depository, 
and schools in the Borough Road, and expressed great 
anxiety to introduce educational improvements into his 
country. 

Several missionaries have availed themselves of the 
readily accorded permission to spend some time in the 
Model Schools. 

Passing over interesting accounts which have come 
from time to time of the progress of education in dif- 
ferent countries, your Committee will refer briefly to 
correspondence from — 

THE BAHAMAS. 

Mr. Blair, the Inspector of schools, formerly a student 
at the Borough Road College, writes : —

• " As we have just finished our annual public examinations of the 
schools in this island, I have much pleasure in laying before you a 
short account of them. 

" 1. The Boys' Central or Model School.— This school, you are 
aware, is conducted by Mr. Edward W. Begrie, who was formerly a 
student at Borough Eoad. He has been here about eighteen months, 
and during this period he has worked faithfully, conscientiously, and 
successfully. When he took charge of the school it was hopelessly 
and deplorably bad, and nothing but the moat unremitting and 
determined energy, combined with skill in the art of teaching, could 
have produced the satisfactory results of last examination. There 
were present a large number of visitors, including his Excellency 
the G-overnor, the most important members of the Legislative 
Council, and the House of Assembly. Every one present seemed 
very much gratified with the whole proceedings. 

" 2. The Girls 9 Western School— Thia school for upwards of thirty 
years has been conducted by Madame Susan Tayline, a native of the 
Bahamas, and has always been considered as one of the Board's most 
efficient schools. When I paid my first visit to this establishment, 
nearly three years ago, I was particularly struck with the* admirable 
state of its discipline, the neat and cleanly appearance of the child- 
ren, and the large number in attendance, nearly 300, consisting of 
blacks, mulattos, quadroons, and about half a dozen whites. The 
general efficiency of the school is fairly satisfactory, and on the day 
of the examination the children acquitted themselves remarkably 
well. 

"8. Girls' Model School. — The teacher of this school, Miss Maria 
Boss, is at present on leave of absence in England. Miss Boss is a 
bard- working and efficient teacher, and was trained I believe at the 
Glasgow Normal Institution. By your kindness she has, I under- 
stand, been in frequent attendance at the Stockwell Practising 
Schools, and I am sure that she will return better acquainted with 
the most approved methods of conveying instruction, and a more 
successful teacher. The acting mistress, Miss M. E. Grant, has not 
been trained, but I must say the children on the whole passed a 
very fair examination in reading, spelling, writing, arithmetic, and 
the elements of grammar and geography. 

"With reference to these examinations I may quote the fol- 
lowing paragraph from the Official Gazette .— 4 In closing this 
report we need only remark that we have regularly attended the 
school examinations in this island for more than thirty years, and 
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can with safety state that we have never witnessed any so good as 
those of this week. The attendance, the attainments, the discipline, 
and the general efficiency of the whole of the schools will bear a 
favourable comparison with any other period.' 

" You will also be glad to hear a favourable account of Mr. and 
Mrs. Cole, who were sent out by Mr. Wilks for the schools at 
Harbour Island about four years ago. The present ordinary attend- 
ance is about 250, consisting of about 100 whites and 150 blacks or 
coloured children. The difficulties and the adverse circumstances 
that have militated against the interest of these schools could only 
have been overcome by the most determined perseverance, and these 
are now two of the few of our public schools where the white people 
will allow their children to attend, although the prejudice against 
the negro here is so great that in the Wesleyan chapel there are 
separate doors and places for each race. 

" Mr. William H. Moore, the teacher sent out by the Society for 
the school at Inaqua, is succeeding admirably. I have not had an 
opportunity of visiting his school since last June, as the island is 
nearly 400 miles from Nassau, but my impression that this was 
likely to take rank as one of owr very lest schools has since been 
confirmed by a report of his Excellency the Governor, and frequent 
communications from James N. Brown, Esq., the stipendiary 
magistrate. 

" In closing my report to you I have only to add that from the 
last monthly returns upwards of 3,000 children (about one-eleventh 
of the entire population) have been in attendance during the past 
few weeks ; and although some of the schools are not as efficient as 
might be desired, yet I am of opinion that they were never so much 
appreciated by the public nor in a more satisfactory state than at 
present. I have recently seen an elaborate report on education in 
the "West Indies, and the only colony where, according to the 
Government returns, it is superior to the Bahamas is Barbadoes, 
where grants are made for results, — a system I have recommended 
for the past two years, and one which I am happy to say was partly 
adopted by the Board of Education at its last meeting. 

" The system of unsectarian education for the past twenty-seven 
years has produced very beneficial results, and I believe that as a 
colony the people are very much indebted to the British and Foreign 
School Society for its generous assistance." 
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SOUTH AFRICA. 

Letters have been received from the teacher of the 
school at Hankey, and the agents of the London Mis- 
sionary Society at Bethelsdorp and Shoshong. 

Miss Buchanan, of Hankey, writes :— 

" I have to thank you for your kind note of the 21st September 
last, and also to beg you will kindly express my gratitude to your 
Committee for their grant of useful school books and materials 
received about six weeks ago. At present my schools are in a very 
prosperous condition. In both schools, juvenile and infant, we have 
about 200, and in regular attendance more than 230. I have just 
had a public examination, which, I am thankful to say, passed off 
very well, and called forth great interest and satisfaction, both from 
Rev. Mr. Philip and the parents of the children. The examination 
lasted three days, but the people did not seem at all tired, and 
watched the whole most carefully. The reading of the children was 
much praised, as also their answers in Scripture, geography, and 
Scripture history. The prize for the latter had to be decided by 
written answers to a series of questions, for which 100 marks were 
allowed. One little Hottentot girl about twelve or thirteen had 90 
out of the 100. I must candidly say 1 do not find the native mind 
here one whit behind that of the children in agricultural districts 
in England; indeed, I would give the preference to these,— and I 
have taught both." 

The Eev. T. Merrington, of Bethelsdorp, gives a less 
encouraging account : — 

"I regret that the inhabitants of a missionary station so long 
privileged with the gospel and with good sphools as this has been, 
should manifest so little regard as they do for the education of their 
children. They are indeed very much reduced in numbers, the whole 
population being about 400, and therefore are not so well able to 
support a school as they were years ago. The number of children 
is about 60, of ages varying from three to ten. About one-fifth read 
easy lessons and the New Testament ; the others from the alphabet 
upwards. The schoolroom is 36 feet by 16 feet, and 9 feet high, 
with an open roof. It is provided with the usual apparatus, but 
rather deficient in simple books. Here, as elsewhere, the attendance

fluctuates, which of course retards in some measure the progress of 
the children." 

The Rev. John Mackenzie, on returning to his sta- 
tion in the Bechuana land, asking for a grant of school 
materials, explains : — 

" Shoshong is a comparatively new station ; hut tbe house-building 
and the church-building having been accomplished, I now look for- 
ward to comparatively uninterrupted work as a teacher and preacher 
of Christianity. At one time, when Mr. Price was with me there, 
and we were not engaged in manual labour, we had three schools at 
work in the town, which contains a population of about 80,000 
people." 

WEST AFRICA. 

At Victoria, where a mission station of the Baptist 
Society exists, under the care of the He v. J. Pinnock, a 
coloured man educated at that Society's institution in 
Jamaica, the small band of settlers has already made 
considerable progress. Dr. Underhill writes : — 

" There are in the colony of Victoria about 70 children, all of 
whom who are capable come to school. They are all the children of 
coloured people, most of whom left Fernando Fo for conscience' 
sake when our mission there was banished by the Spaniards in 1859. 
They gain a livelihood by cultivating the soil, selling the produce to 
ships, and sending it over to Fernando Fo, as well as to other places. 
They are poor, of course, as they have had to struggle hard to settle 
themselves in a spot formerly forest, and that very dense. I was 
pleased to find such a desire among them for education. Every 
child nearly that ought to be able to read can do so ; so that one 
feels very glad to help a people so ready to use beneficially what we 
do for them." 

SYRIA. 

The Ladies' Association for the social and religious 
improvement of the Syrian females, which your Com- 
mittee has been able in some small degree to help, 
maintains the following schools : —

" Beibttt.— Normal Training Institution, including Orphanage 
and boarders, 75 ; elementary, 40 ; infants, 120 ; upper class Moslem 
boarders, 17 ; day scholars, 90. Total, 342. 

"Bbawch Schools. — Mildmay, 80 ; boys' day, 120 ; cripples' and 
night, 150 ; East Coombe, 120 ; Moslem mothers', 80 ; Blackheath, 
150; Olive Branch, 100. Total, 800. 

"Lebanon. — Ain Zahaltah, 40; Arramoun, 33; Damascus, 65 ; 
Druse School, Medan, 44; Hasbaya, 68; Mokhtara, 50; Tyre, 50; 
Zachleb, 50 ; Blind School at Beirut, 27 ; Blind School at Damascus, 
15. Total, 442. Grand total, 1,582." 

Respecting the — 

SOUTH SEAS 

your Committee has heard, concerning Mar6 (Loyalty 
Islands), from the Rev. J. Jones, who says, — 

" "We have large schools round the whole island, and the majority 
of the Christian population can read and write. We have a con* 
siderable number of heathens yet to be taught, and we have the 
French priests, with the French Government at their back, resisting 
all our efforts to educate the young. 

" Will you kindly lend us your aid in our difficulty that we 
may have the means of teaching the natives to read and write, and 
thus to be prepared to read the word of God, which will enable 
them to resist the machinations of the priests to allure them into 
darkness? Slates, copy-books, pens, ink powders, writing-paper, 
and both slate and lead pencils will be the most useful articles you 
can send us." 

Mr. Shaw, who went out a year or two ago to estab- 
lish a school in Apia, narrates his experience as 
follows : — 

" As I think I mentioned to you in a former letter, the prospect 
of success for an English school in the Navigators was exceedingly 
small, and my apprehensions have turned out to be too well founded. 
When I made a census of the place I found that there were but 
fifty-seven children in all, inclusive of those just born and those of 
nineteen years of age ; and calculating the proportion of those who 
leave before they are sixteen or seventeen, and those who do not 
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attend till they are five or six, there was not likely to be a flourish- 
ing school in point of numbers. 

" The standard of instruction was very fair ; aud the regularity 
with which the children attended was something remarkable, 
especially considering that several had to come considerable dis- 
tances, and swim the river even when flooded and rushing down to 
the sea at a fearful rate. So that with the few I had, considerable 
progress was made." 

The school has been given up, and Mr, and Mrs. 
Shaw have gone to — 

MADAGASCAR, 

whence an appeal has been made for help by the Rev. 
J. Wills, who says, — 

". . . The district is situated about 200 miles south of 
Antananarivo, and is inhabited by a tribe who have been kept in 
subjection by the Hovas, and have had no opportunity as yet of 
receiving any kind of instruction. But they are very anxious not 
only for the preaching of the gospel, but for other branches of 
education. And though my first attention, as a minister, will, of 
course, be given to the work of Biblical instruction, I shall feel it 
incumbent on me to use every effort in my power to advance the 
education of the people in every respect. 

" I have thought that your Society may be disposed to help in 
this work. We shall do all we can towards making the schools 
self-supporting, but it cannot be expected that a people so poor as 
the Betsileo— by no means so well off even as the Hovas, their 
rulers — should be able to meet all expenses." 

The accounts from — 

INDIA 

are, as may be expected, sometimes encouraging, some- 
times the reverse. A correspondent, writing from Cal- 
cutta, complains, — 

" I regret to say that we have nothing of the kind to show in 
India. We are painfully striving to persuade girls to come to 
school but their parents take them away at nine years of age, and 

D 
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we see them no more. After that age they are in the Zenana, 
where no man can enter, and where the visits of ladies are regarded 
with suspicion. It is one of the greatest blots on our college 
system that our educated Bengali B.A.'s and M.A.'s are quite in- 
different to the rights of their female relations to education. They 
talk a great deal, but do nothing" 

The Eev. W. G. Mawbey (of the London Mission) 
writes rather more hopefully from Cuddapah, in the 
Madras presidency : — 

" As regards the contents of the box, Mrs. Mawbey wishes me to 
present her warmest thanks for the very useful assortment of 
materials, the whole of which we shall find very valuable in our 
educational work. The frame for counting affords the little ones 
great amusement, and helps them to master easily what is to them 
the most irksome of their school routine. The teacher, too, who 
before never had the slightest notion of the application of arithmetic, 
is now able to put it before them intelligently. I have found the 
globe so useful that I have taken it to some of my vernacular 
schools ; this, together with the maps, enables them to form some 
idea of what the world is like. Though they cannot read the 
English, yet with our explanations they get a very correct notion 
of localities. Slates are very dear about here, and infinitely superior 
to the clumsy and dirty black-board on which they used to write. 

"Education of every kind is very backward in this district. 
Government has a Zillah school, in which English, of course, is 
taught ; but there are not more than 250 boys. I have a number 
of small schools in different villages in the district, where only the 
vernacular is taught, with about as many children as are in the 
Government school. As some of them are a long way off, they are 
very difficult to manage, but on the whole I think they are making 
progress. One great drawback has been, the heathen will not send 
their children to our schools, nor will they allow our Christian 
schoolmasters to teach them, except in schools where English is one 
of the studies. The English, or rather Anglo-vernacular schools, 
are very expensive ; a man that can teach English at all creditably 
asks a large salary, so that one such school costs as much as four or 
five others. Though much is said about the rapid spread of English, 
this is only true with some modification in large towns, beyond 
which you hardly ever hear an English word, with the exception of 
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a few that have become Indianized; and even among those who 
learn English in our large schools it is only a small proportion that 
make real progress. Government is aware of this, and has adopted 
some measures in order to remedy the defects in the present system, 
but nothing at all adequate to the necessities of the case. 

"In some instances the heathen have endeavoured to stipulate 
with me for a heathen master. These, as well as being opposed to 
Christianity, are bad teachers ; in fact, all our schoolmasters need 
teaching before they can be said to be at all competent to teach 
others. I have endeavoured to meet the exigencies of the case by 
taking some young men, and instructing them myself in the ver- 
nacular (Telufju) in the elements of a general Christian education, 
and bringing them up to the standard appointed by Government. 
Five of them are now under training, and will go out at the end of 
this year, and I have six villages that are waiting for them." 

From the Punjab your Committee has received a 
very interesting letter from Mr. C. J. Rodgers, one of 
the Society's trained teachers, now an agent of the 
Christian Vernacular Education Society : — 

" Hitherto, owing to my numerous engagements as builder, secre- 
tary, travelling agent, examiner, resident superintendent, and prin- 
cipal, I have not had much time to spare. Now an opportunity of 
furnishing a report of the work which is being done in the Punjab 
presenting itself, I embrace it. 

" In the first place, then, our normal school is nearly finished. The 
normal school proper contains four large rooms ; three of them are 
18 feet by 16 feet, and one is 28 feet by 18 feet. We have a prac- 
tising school also. It is 70 feet by 18 feet. One portion of this is 
made for a class-room. The whole of these are on the ground-floor. 
On the second story are my office and my own private house. The 
boys' houses are twenty in number. Each one will accommodate 
two students. All home plans have had to be modified to agree with 
Eastern prejudices, &c. ; but no one principle of school management 
has been neglected. 

" Meanwhile we have been training teachers as well as we could. 
We have sent out twenty r two men. Only four of these were Chris- 
tians, but one has embraced Christianity since leaving us. All had 
received Christian instruction. Of some of the men I have most 
cheering accounts. They are doing a great work in places far away 
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from us ; and, though not Christians in name, their hearts acknow- 
ledge the truths of the New Testament, and many of them in their 
lives set forth those truths so as to shame many who bear the name 
of Christ. ... I have sent two men to Chambra : one is working 
for the Eajah, and the other for the mission. Both are doing nobly, 
though non-Christians. ' He that is not against us is for us.' The 
people of Chambra are an independent folk. They do not like the 
men of the plains ; but these two men have worked so well, that, in 
spite of the race feeling, and in spite of their perfect indifference to 
instruction, the two schools are now well filled. We have a man at 
the small town of Kotghur, fifty-five miles beyond Simla. This man 
is inspector and organizer of a small circle of mountain schools. 
These schools are far away from each other, but the young man 
heeds neither distance nor difficulty in the performance of his work. 
He has to traverse passes over 10,000 feet in height to visit his 
charge, but he goes cheerfully to work, and wherever he goes, in 
addition to his school work he preaches the gospel, for he is a 
Christian. 

" At Bahawulpoor I have two men, also non-Christians in name. 
They are at the head of the Persian teaching in the city. They also 
have great difficulties to encounter. The state has only just been 
opened to the English rule. It is difficult to get a hearing in such a 
place for the truth. But the first of these men bearded the Moslems 
in their own dens, and convinced them from their own Koran of 
their errors. The second man also will do well. He is as modest 
as hard-working. 

" A school in the Punjab in which the art of teaching is taught is 
a novelty. The Government has normal schools, but the report 
speaks of them thus : — ' The pupils who now attend our normal 
schools bring with them a very scanty stock of knowledge, and 
nearly all their time is occupied in learning the subjects which they 
will afterwards be required to teach in town and village schools. 
The consequence is that very little time remains for professional 
training. Model schools do not at present exist, and the masters of 
our normal schools, though for the most part able men, are not 
themselves acquainted with the methods of teaching that prevail in 
European schools, far less with the modes of giving instruction in 
the art of teaching that are pursued in training colleges. . . . 
My best thanks are due to Mr. Eodgers, the able Principal of the 
aided normal school at Umritsur, who has kindly undertaken to pay 
occasional visits to our normal schools, and to give the masters the 
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benefit of his professional knowledge and experience. I believe that 
great good will result from these visits.' 

" You will see from the above extracts from the directors' report, 
that the influence of the Borough Road institution is being brought 
to bear on the ancient capital of the Moguls, Delhi, and on the pre- 
sent capital of the Punjab, Lahore. At the latter place is a normal 
school containing 120 men ; at the former one with upwards of 40. 
So that although my own numbers are small, still they are scattered 
about, and my influence is somewhat extensive. Many are the 
lessons received at the Borough Eoad which now are given in Urdu 
to Mohammedans, Sikhs, and Hindoos. 

" The standard here for teachers resembles closely the one at 
home. But here every man must know Persian. We have been 
thinking of doing something in the way of editing Persian classics, 
correcting all false teaching they may contain, but lack of means and 
time has hitherto hindered us. There is a great field open in the 
Punjab for educational enterprise, but, alas ! we are crippled in 
everything for want of means, and all hangs on that. 

" Our students have gone to help in mission schools chiefly. We 
thus form the exact counterpart of the British and Foreign School 
Society here, for we send to all missions, — to those of the Church of 
England, to the Presbyterians, and to the Methodists. We hope to 
be able to send out ten men during the present year. 

" I enclose you a photograph of our college as it is at present. 
You will see it is unfinished, but we trust to be able to get every- 
thing completed this year." 

Thus it is that the work of one year bears fruit in 
another, and a system which has been developed by 
patient toil under the influence of one country, is trans- 
planted, and adapted to the exigencies of another 
generation and another clime. 

While the ordinary operations of the Society, home 
and foreign, have been carried on with vigour, various 
objects more or less connected therewith have engaged 
attention. Your Committee was represented at the 
meetings of the Social Science Association and Congre- 
gational Union, when papers on education were read. 

The attitude of the Society in reference to the teach- 
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ing of science has been set forth in the following memo- 
randum, evidence in support of which was given last 
week before the Royal Commission on scientific instruc- 
tion and the advancement of science : — 

Mxxosaxduk ros tile Dm of Dkyonsherk's Commission. 

"I. 

" The British and Foreign School Society has for many years given 
prominence in the instruction imparted at its schools to the know- 
ledge of common things, upon which science is based. The Lesson 
Books adopted by the Society contain such lessons as the follow- 
ing : — " The Senses,' 'The Wonders of the Sea,' 'The Use of 
Flowers/ 'Baces of Mankind,' 'Ventilation,' 'Human Industry,' 
'Health/ 'Physical Geography," 'The Mechanical Powers/ "The 
Atmosphere/ 'The Air-pump/ 'The Equilibrium of Fluids/ 'The 
Effraction and Eeflection of Light,' ' The Telocity of Sound/ ' Mag- 
netism/ 'Electricity/ 'The Solar System/ 'The Crust of the 
Globe/ ' Earths and Fossils,' Ac., &c. 

"Domestic Economy, as taught in the schools, involves some 
acquaintance with the facta of elementary science. 

"The curriculum at the Training Colleges has for many years 
embraced such subjects as Animal Physiology, Zoology, Physical 
Geography (voluntarily taken). 

" II. 

" The desire which has grown up of late years in the public mind 
for scientific instruction, and found expression in the department of 
Science and Art, has been responded to by the Society. 

" In the year 1868 the study of Mathematics was carried further 
than the requirements of the Syllabus of the Committee of Council. 

" In 1869 the subjects of scientific instruction were Mathematics, 
Chemistry, Physical Geography, Animal Physiology, and Theoretical 
Mechanics. 

" In 1870 the same subjects were taken up. 

"In 1871 there are j8 classes at the Borough Boad, viz., 3 in 
Mathematics (Stages I., II., III., and IV.), 1 in Theoretical Me- 
chanics, 2 in Chemistry (Elementary and Advanced), and 2 in 
Physical Geography. At Stockwell there are 2 classes, viz., 1 in 
Physical Geography and 1 in Animal Physiology ; in addition to 
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which short conversational lessons in Zoology and Botany are given 
by the teacher of school management. 

" The success of these classes may be seen in the results of the 
examinations conducted by the Science and Art Department. 



SUMKARY OF RESULTS ATTAINED AT THE EXAMINATIONS OF THE

" The science classes are attended by the students at the Borough 
Road chiefly from February to May in the time given to private 
study, so as to interfere as little as possible with the regular work of 
the College, and in accordance with the following time-table : —

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N.B. A certain amount of elementary mathematics enters into the regular 
curriculum. This nearly corresponds to the 1st Stage of the Science and Art 
Department. Consequently no grants are made by that department to Training 
Colleges for instruction in this stage, and all students who obtain the ordinary 
schoolmaster's certificate are recognised as qualified to teaoh it. The hours given 
in the time table are in addition to those assigned in the regular curriculum for 
this elementary work. 

The abilities of the students for mathematics vary so much, that for some 
the elementary work required by the Education Department is quite sufficient; 
but a good manj are able to take the 2nd Stage, and a few advance to the higher 
work of the 3rd and 4th Stages. 

"The classes for the study of Physical Geography at Stockwell 
meet on Monday from 9 to 10, and on Thursday at the same hour 
from February to May ; and on Tuesday, from 7 to 8 a.m., from 
Easter to May. 

" The subjects studied may be varied from time to time ; but it 
would scarcely be practicable to form a greater number of classes 
than at present. 

" One suggestion for turning the science teaching in the Training 
College to more account may be made, viz., an elementary school 
examination in science (say in September of each year) of the same 
kind as the examination already conducted in Drawing, whereby a 
student on goiug out might make his Science Certificate pecuniarily 
valuable in connection with his regular school work, would offer an 
incentive to scientific study while at the Training College, and its 
pursuit in later years, and might be the means of developing the 
taste for scientific knowledge widely throughout the country. The 
pursuit of this knowledge would, of course, be possible after the 
school days were passed, in the science classes for adults, which the 
Department has been so successful in establishing." 

In response to the invitation of the Commissioners 
of the annual International Exhibition, two delegates 
were appointed to give all the assistance in their power 
to the Society of Arts in inviting and selecting for 
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exhibition specimens of school work, with the view of 
showing the actual character and results, of instruction 
given in schools, and presenting the means of com- 
parison between the school work and methods of teach- 
ing of different countries. 

The importance of the decimal notation, and its 
application to the practical business of life, has induced 
your Committee to assist in a conference called by the 
International Association for promoting one uniform 
decimal system of weights, measures, and coins, and to 
join in a deputation to the Vice-President of the Com- 
mittee of Council on the subject. 

An organization was sanctioned by your Committee, 
and worked by the officers, whereby upwards of £1,000 
was collected in British schools as the " British School 
Fund in Aid of the Sick and Wounded" in the late 
Continental war. 

Meetings of British School Teachers' Associations 
have been held at the Society's house and elsewhere 
under the auspices of the Society. Efforts have been 
made to bind teachers together. The formation of the 
National Union of Elementary Teachers, of which the 
tried and respected master of the Practising School is 
at present the chairman, has been watched with a 
friendly eye, and assisted as far as possible. 

The important question of making some provision 
for teachers in the eventide of life, has been taken up 
and urged on the Education Department. F ailing the 
co-operation of the Government, it will be worth con- 
sideration whether some scheme cannot be devised in 
which school managers, School Boards, and teachers 
themselves, may unite in making provision for those 
whose work is done, — thus relieving the schools of 
inefficient teachers, lessening the anxiety of those who 
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have no means of laying by for old age, and encouraging 
young people to adopt the profession. Such a scheme, 
to be successful, must be simple, and capable of being 
carried out without any complex and expensive ma- 
chinery; and the provision made must be absolutely 
certain as far as it goes, and independent of any change 
in the mode of administering the parliamentary grant, 
and any fund from which assistance may be derived. 

This brief review of the years work requires, to 
complete it, a 

FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 

If it were not for the additional responsibility incurred 
by taking a large number of extra students, the state 
of the finances might be pronounced altogether satis* 
factory. The ordinary income has fallen short of the 
expenditure by £110, but by withdrawing a portion of 
the working capital of the Depository, and only invest- 
ing a part of two legacies which fell in opportunely- 
early in the year, your Committee has been able to 
make up the deficiency, and reserve £650 as the nucleus 
of the " College Extension Fund." To this fond it is 
proposed to add the residue of the legacy of the late 
Mr. Rowlett, payment of which has at length been 
ordered by the Court of Chancery. Mr. Rowlett died 
in 1840, giving the Society residuary interest in con- 
siderable property. The property was charged with 
numerous annuities. These annuities have lapsed from 
time to time, and sums of money have been received. 
The death of the last annuitant places the Society in 
possession of some American Securities (Alabama Bonds) 
and £2,381 Is. 5d. English Consols. By the sale of 
these Consols the Extension Fund will be brought up to 
about £3,000, rather more than half the sum required. 
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For the balance, and for annual subscriptions to meet 
the greatly increased expenditure, an appeal is now 
made. The school boards, on which in several instances 
British school teachers have been chosen to serve, are 
busily engaged in ascertaining the educational destitu- 
tion of the various districts. When this is done schools 
will be established. But where are the teachers, trained 
certificated and suitable for unsectarian schools? 
When the Committee of the British and Foreign School 
Society had to find openings for teachers — to watch for 
the opportunity of creating the schools in which its 
teachers might obtain employment, the pounds of the 
wealthy and the pence of the poor were freely given, to 
carry out amid the intellectual and moral darkness of 
the people, the great Ruler's fiat, " Let there be light." 
And now that schools are to spring up on every hand, 
now that every untaught child in the kingdom is to be 
brought under instruction, now that the only hindrance 
to the spread of education will be the lack of good 
teachers, the appeal to the friends of the British and 
Foreign School Society will surely not be in vain. 
Cheered by the remembrance of past success, nerved by 
a strong sense of present duty, and full of hopeful 
anticipation of the now brightening dawn, your 
Committee refuses to go back — refuses even to rest, and 
asks you to-day to endorse that refusal, and provide the 
means for a new start, a bolder effort, and, with the 
blessing of God, a large increase of results. If the 
school boards do their work they will soon be crying 
out to the country, " Here are the schools !" It would 
be well if your Committee could meet them with- the 
response* " And here are the teachers !"

EXT E ACT S 

FBOM LOCAL EEPOETS AND COKRESPONDENCE, 

&c , &c. 



Basingstoke. " During the past year there have been three exa- 
minations of the school ; the first in connection with the Southern 
Counties Education Society, on the 1st, 8th, 10th, and 15th of March; 
the Government examination, and the drawing examination in con- 
nection with the " Department of Science and Art," both on the 
10th of May. 

" At the first of these, 33 boys and 10 girls were examined in 
Scripture knowledge, reading, writing, arithmetic, grammar, geo- 
graphy, drawing, and needlework \ (girls). These were, as far as pos- 
sible, written examinations, the exercises being witnessed by one or 
more members of the committee, and at the expiration of the given 
time the answers were sealed up and forwarded at once to the secre- 
tary of the above society. Two obtained second-class, 20 third-class 
certificate?. Three received prizes. 

" The oflicial report of the Government examination was given in 
the following terms: — 'The writing throughout the standards is 
remarkably good, and the spelling generally correct. The reading 
is also creditable, particularly in the higher standards. The arith- 
metic is various — good in the two higher standards, fair in the two 
lower, and weak in the middle. About 60 of the upper classes 
answered intelligently in geography.' 

" The following were the results of the drawing examination : — 
110 were examined, of whom 41 gave satisfactory evidence of having 
been taught drawing, other 30 received certificates of proficiency, 
and 3 certificates of excellence, with prize3. 

"The prizes and certificates mentioned above were distributed at 
the schoolroom, on the 29th July, by the mayor, S. Chandler, Esq. 
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" The number recorded on the books as having passed through the 
school, dating from April, 1843, to the present time, is 1,837, viz. : — 
1,167 boys, 670 girls. There are now on the books 132 boys and 
45 girls. Average attendance for the whole year was 147 boys and 
girls." 

Bideford. " The general character of attendance and of school 
work during the past year has not been marked by special circum- 
stances which call for notice by the committee; but it must be 
remembered that this uniformity of work is that of continued pains- 
taking effort throughout the year in the impartation of elementary 
knowledge and the maintenance of school discipline — of the highest 
value, not only to the children individually, but to society at large. 

" The committee are pleased to notice an increased regularity of 
attendance. 

" The numbers on the books at the end of last year were — boys, 
1C4 ; girls and infants, 198 ; total, 362. 

" The numbers admitted in 1870 were — boys, 50; girls and infants, 
68 ; total, 118. The numbers left in the same period were — boys, 
42 ; girls and infants, 62 ; total, 104. 

"The average attendance for 1870 was — boys, 126; girls and 
infants, 135 ; total, 261. 

" The committee regret that in the past year, as well as in the year 
previous, the attendance of the last quarter of the year has been 
seriously diminished by the prevalence of severe epidemic at that 
period. The estimates of attendance for the year have, therefore, 
naturally been affected. 

"The number of half-days or times of two hours each the school 
has been open in 1870 has been — boys, 432 ; girls and infants, 429. 

"The total number of attendances of two hours each was, for 1870, — 
boys, 54,577 ; girls and infants, 57,728 ; total, 112,305. 

"The numbers present at all during 1870 were — boys, 174; 
girls and infants, 249 ; total, 423. 

" The average number of half-days attended by each child present 
at all during the year was — boys, 313 ; girls and infants, 231 ; ave- 
rage for the whole school, 265. 

"The numbers who have attended 200 times and upwards during 
1870 were— boys, 152 ; girls and infants, 133 ; total, 285. 

" The time during which the children attended school is shown by 
the following returns at the close of last year: — 

" The numbers on the books who have been in the school less than 
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one year—boys, 60 ; girls and infanta, 68 ; total, 118 : 1 year and 
less than 2 years, boys, 35 ; girls and infants, 43 ; total, 78 : 2 years 
and less than 3 years, boys, 34 ; girls and infants, 27 ; total, 61 : 
3 years and less than 4 years, boys, 13 ; girls and infants, 17 ; total, 
30 : 4 years and less than 5 years, boys, 10 ; girls and infants, 18 ; 
total, 28 : 5 years and over, boys, 22 ; girls and infants, 25 ; total, 
47. Grand total, boys, 164 ; girls and infants, 198 ; total, 362. 

" The education given, though not confined to the standards of 
examination of the Education Department, the committee can but 
indicate by giving the results of the examination before Her Majesty's 
Inspector in November last : — 

" Presented for examination, boys, 109 ; girls (not infants), 66 ; 
total, 175: passed in reading, boys, 89; girls (not infants), 60; 
total, 149 : passed in writing, boys, 97 ; girls (not infants), 43 ; 
total, 140 : passed in arithmetic, boys, 80; girls (not infants), 34; 
total, 114. Total passes, boys, 266; girls (not infants), 137; 
total, 403. 

"The average cost of the education of each child, estimated by 
the average attendance, has been for 1870, 18s. l£d. 

" The average payment by each child in average attendance for 
the same period was — boys, 5s. ljd. ; girls and infants, 4s. 2£d., 
average for the whole school, 4s. 7|d. 

" The committee now give a table of the number of children pay- 
ing the several rates of fees, which may show in great measure the 
class of children attending the school : — 

" Numbers on the books paying 4d. per week, boys, 1 ; girls, 1 ; 
total, 2 : 3d. per week, boys, 9 ; total, 9 : 2d. per week, boys, 68 ; 
girls, 34 ; total, 102: Id. per week, boys, 80; girls, 153 ; total, 233: 
free, boys, 6 ; girls, 10 ; total, 16. Grand total, boys, 164 ; girls, 
198 ; total, 362. 

" The staff of the school consists, besides the master and mistress, 
of an assistant master and an elder pupil-teacher, and an appointed 
monitor in the boys 1 school, and an assistant mistress and two 
younger pupil-teachers in the girls' school. 

" The rewards given to the children this year, in accordance with 
an intimation last year, have been, the committee trust, a stimulus 
to attendance and exertion. 

" The committee are sure that this school, during the thirty-five 
years of its existence, has been of very great value to society at 
large, and that it has essentially promoted the well-being of many 
minds in intelligence and morals. 
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" For the great cause of national education the committee believe 
there is a brightening future. They rejoice in the power evoked 
throughout the country, by legislative enactment touching the springs 
of an awakened moral sympathy which shall banish ignorance with 
its stolidity or its crime, and place in its stead knowledge, elemen- 
tary it may be, with its healthful energies and ever-increasing bless- 
ings. 

" At an extraordinary general meeting of original contributors and 
annual subscribers, with the trustees and managers, held in the 
Bridge Hall on April 6th, 1871, for the purpose of considering the 
expediency of transferring this school to the Bideford School Board, 
in accordance with Sect. 23 of the Elementary Education Act, 1870, 
it was resolved unanimously, ' That this meeting deems it expedient 
that this School, together with the school building and premises,' 
should be transferred to the Bideford School Board, and as far as 
practicable upon the trusts now affecting the same, and upon the 
terms following, namely: — 1. That the School Board confirm all 
existing engagements with the principal teachers, assistants, pupil- 
teachers, and monitors, and all other engagements with the managers. 
2. That the School Board engage to discharge all existing debts and 
any debts and liabilities.' The committee were requested to com- 
municate with the School Board, and to take such steps as might be 
necessary to carry the above resolution into effect." 

Broomfield. "The schools, which have now been established 
thirty-nine years, maintain their reputation for efficiency and use- 
fulness. 

" There has been an increase in the attendance of both boys and 
girls during the past year, and Matthew Arnold, Esq., the Govern- 
ment Inspector, after making his annual examination of the schools 
on the 29th of March last, reports that ' the discipline is good, and 
the school in Mr. Wade's hands shows a life and vigour which is 
satisfactory.* He further reports that ' the Fourth Standard in the 
mixed school has done well.' The committee may also state that 
both schools are conducted to their satisfaction. 

" The instruction given in the boys' school includes Scripture, 
reading, writing, arithmetic, geography, grammar, history, drawing, 
mensuration, book-keeping, Euclid, and singing. 

*' And in the girls' school the instruction includes Scripture, read- 
ing, writing, arithmetic, geography, grammar, history, needlework, 
domestic economy, and singing." 
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Chesterfield " After the lapse of twenty-six years the British 
School committee again have the pleasure of presenting their annual 
report to the subscribers of the same, and although many changes 
have occurred during that time, yet they are gratified to say that the 
school is continued in its usual vigour. 

" Four thousand names have been entered on the roll-book since 
its commencement, of which vast number 200 still remain. 

" It must afford much pleasure to the subscribers to know that 
through their instrumentality such a large amount of good must 
have been achieved ; in fact, your committee feel that this school, 
being so entirely unsectarian, is accomplishing a great work amongst 
the working classes. 

*■ " For several years past there have been admitted to and dismissed 
from this school 140 boys per year ; still the average number on the 
books remains the same, viz., 200. Of this number, 40 each year leave 
to gain their livelihood ; the remainder pass to other schools and 
other localities, and on an average five are taken away by death. 

"The committee are in the habit, besides visiting the school 
officially, to meet in a social manner the monitors at certain times 
during the year, and have found these meetings productive of much 
good. The school is conducted by Mr. Early, as head-master, and 
Mr. Dodgson, as junior master. 

" The annual visit by the British School Inspector was made on 
January 27th, when the following remarks were entered in the 
Visitors' Book: — 'January 27, 1869. I have passed a very plea- 
sant hour indeed this afternoon in this well-conducted school. The 
teaching is skilful and animated, the order is exceedingly satisfactory, 
and the attainments and intelligence of the scholars do credit to Mr. 
Early, the master, and his subordinate.' (Signed) Edmund Salter. 

" The Scriptures are read daily, and a good sound education is 
offered to every scholar capable of receiving it. 

"The committee have again, however, as before, to regret the 
removal of so many boys at so early an age from the school, to enter 
upon the engagements of life, and would earnestly entreat the parents 
before taking their boys away to consider how important a good 
education is to their sons' ultimate success in life. 

" The folio wingbranches are taught in this school : — reading, writing, 
arithmetic, grammar, geography, history, drawing, book-keeping, Ac., 
three- fourths of the school writing in copy-books, and the remainder 
in mercantile and other account-books. 

" It has been thought by the committee more desirable to dis- 
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tribute at the annual examination the interest arising from the late 
Misses Croft's legacy, to the usual number of bojs who, from their 
punctual attendance and good conduct, deserve the same ; and they 
hope that these annual examinations, by showing the subscribers, 
&c., what is being accomplished, will create a greater interest in the 
school, and further its financial success." 

EarVs Barton. " The schools maintain their efficiency in every 
department. There are at present on the books 140 in the mixed 
school, 137 in the infants' school, and 123 in the evening school, 
making a total of 400, and showing a considerable increase on the 
past year. In his report on the schools Her Majesty's Inspector 
speaks very favourably of the new master, saying that to him ' he 
appears to promise very well.' Of the infants' school (under Miss 
Park) he says, ' I am well satisfied with the progress made since 
my last visit.' The highest weekly average attendance is — mixed 
school, 127 ; infants' school, 153, — the attendance being better in 
the mixed school in winter, while in the infant department the 
reverse is the case. Of the two pupil-teachers we have to report 
very favourably, both having passed their examination to the entire 
satisfaction of Her Majesty's Inspector. For the last few years the 
finances have been somewhat in arrears. Last year, however, the 
committee were pleased to find that they had in hand the small 
balance of £2. This year it is more gratifying still to find that that 
balance is increased to £14 18s. lid., the largest they have ever had. 
The annual subscriptions this year, however, do not amount to so 
much by £5 16s. 6d., and a question will arise as to whether the 
school shall continue to be supported voluntarily by the few, or 
whether a small rate should be levied on the many, so that each 
ratepayer should contribute his share towards the important work of 
educating the youth of this village. The Government grant this 
year was (for the mixed school, £46 13s. 4d. ; for the infants' school, 
£52 4s. ; lor the evening school, £18 10s. lOd.) £117 8s. 2d. The 
committee are very thankful that they have been enabled to erect 
the new infant-room, which is in every way suitable and substantial, 
and towards which the Committee of Council will grant £93 7s. 6d. 
My Lords have also expressed their great satisfaction and entire 
approval of the building. 

" It is now thought that sufficient school accommodation is pro- 
vided for all the children in the village, and it only remains to con- 
sider the best means of gathering in those who do not attend school, 
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and keeping them — until they attain at least the age of ten or eleven 
—as much longer as possible. There are doubtless parents who are 
anxious and willing to send their children to school, but are unable 
to do so. On the other hand, there are far too many able, but un- 
willing to send their children to school. Would it not then be 
advisable to form a School Board, and make use of the powers pro- 
vided by the Act to compel such to attend ? This would secure the 
co-operation of the ratepayers, and the cost would no longer fall on 
a few. It is thought that JcL in the pound would be amply sufficient 
for the purpose. The matter is at least deserving of the committee's 
consideration." 

' Erith. "The committee have the pleasure to report the con- 
tinued progress of the school, as evidenced by the two satisfactory 
examinations of the children, held at Midsummer and Christmas, 
and by the average attendance, which has increased from 99 to 150. 

"The committee, having received notice that the Avenue Hall 
would cease to be available for the continuance of the school after 
March, 1871, exerted themselves to obtain from a public meeting of 
the inhabitants an expression of opinion as to the necessity of apply- 
ing for the appointment of a School Board for Erith. 

" This meeting being unanimously in favour of such a course, the 
Committee have not felt authorized to continue their efforts for the 
erection of a new school-house by voluntary subscriptions. 

" To prevent the dispersion of the children in March, the Com- 
mittee had no option but to submit to an increased rental for per- 
mission to continue the school in the Avenue Hall until the appoint- 
ment at a School Board. 

"Keference to the cash statement will show a balance of £25 7s. 
due to the hon. treasurer. 

" To pay off this balance, and to meet the additional rental and 
expenses consequent on the increasing number of children, now- 
amounting to 200, the committee earnestly solicit the assistance of 
all friends to education." 

Falmouth. " The committee feel the greatest satisfaction in pre- 
senting this their fifty-sixth annual report of these schools to their 
friends and subscribers, feeling confident that the schools were never 
more efficiently worked or in a more prosperous state than at the 
present time. 

" Since J une, 1869, there has been an increase of 61 boys, 45 girls, 
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and 84 infants : total, 140 scholars. There have been 25 children 
drafted off from the infants' school to the boys' and girls' schools. 
The infants' school therefore is not only of great value in itself, but 
is also a nursery for the other schools ; and though the accommoda- 
tion in this school was more than doubled in the fall of last year, 
yet the numbers have so much increased, that during the last two 
months the mistress has been obliged to refuse admittance to about 
40 children, the average attendance being over the number allowed 
by the Government : but the committee hope that Her Majesty's 
Inspector, when he visits the schools next month, will find at least 
30 scholars eligible to be drafted off to the other schools. This will 
make room for most of the little ones to whom admittance was 
refused. 

"The average attendance in the girls' school has also so much 
increased, that we are within about 12 of our limit, though the 
extensive alteration of last year more than doubled the accommoda- 
tion in this as well as in the infants' school. This is very satisfactory 
to the committee ; for had not these alterations been made, at least 
140 children, who are now well taught in these schools, would have 
been refused admittance* 

" The total number of scholars eligible for examination last year 
was 188 ; this year we shall present about 280. 

" The increase in the scholars' pence this year is £48 18s. 5d. ; 
but this will not nearly meet the salaries of the additional assistants 
— the expenditure, as will be seen by the balance-sheet, having 
exceeded the income by about £40. 

"The committee cannot but express their obligations to the 
Government for their support in the shape of grants, inspection, &e. 9 
for to it the schools owe much of their present efficient state. The 
committee feel bound also to warmly acknowledge the services of 
their secretary, Mr. Downing, to whose untiring energy and close 
personal inspection the satisfactory carrying out of the alterations in 
the buildings is mainly due. 

"The committee would add that the Scriptures are daily read, 
and it is believed there has never been a single objection made by 
any of the parents of the children to this rule, although about 5,000 
children have passed through these schools." 

Leicester. " In presenting to the subscribers and the public the 
Twenty-third Beport of the Committee of the British School Society, 
they have much pleasure in stating the result of the past year. 
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" The number on the books is 540 boys and 617 girls, and the 
average daily attendance has been 460 boys and 468 girls. 

"The seventh annual inspection under the Revised Code took 
place early in September last ; Mr. Scoltock,Her Majesty's Inspector, 
reports as follows, viz. : — ' Boys : discipline very good ; reading well 
taught ; dictation correct ; arithmetic accurate. The improvement 
in the lower standards since the last inspection is most creditable. 

" ' Girls : this school, during the year, has made steady and good 
progress ; but the children in the first standards should read more 
fluently, and answer questions in arithmetic with greater readiness.' 

" This report, together with the amount of the grant, the largest 
yet received, shows that both schools are in a state which reflects 
great credit upon ail the teachers, and it is especially gratifying 
now that we are about to enter upon a new era in education. 

" The meetings of the committee have been regularly held ; the 
premises are in a good state of repair. A most important addition 
has been made to the girls' school, by the erection of a large class- 
room, which has been just finished ; thereby rendering both schools 
thoroughly complete and convenient for their several uses. The 
cost of this addition will be principally, if not entirely, paid by the 
surplus income of the schools for some years past, as shown by the 
annual statement of accounts. 

" Your committee have often referred to and regretted the great 
difficulty they have experienced in procuring the attendance of the 
children of the lowest class ; and to the very short time devoted to 
the purposes of education by a great proportion of those who do 
attend. 

" In the last session, under the very able management of Mr. 
Forster, Parliament passed a comprehensive and most important 
Act for the promotion of elementary education. By the provisions 
of this Act School Boards will be established in all the large towns, 
and in some country districts, with very extensive powers. 

" Your committee do not anticipate that the action of this new 
body will, at any rate for some time to come, materially prejudice 
your schools. They hope that a friendly rivalry may exist between 
the new schools and those already established, and that both systems 
will work together to the great advantage of the whole community. 
If the time should arrive when it may be thought advisable to 
transfer the British school buildings to the School Board, your 
committee will have the satisfaction of having done their duty 
towards the education of the working classes of this large town. 
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" At the commencement of a new and most important era in the 
educational history of this country, the committee may be allowed 
to take a short retrospect of their labours. 

"This society was formed in July, 1831. The schools were 
opened in 1833 with great promise of success, and with a large 
attendance. From various causes, such as change of teachers, want 
of harmony in working, and of energy on the part of the committee, 
the numbers gradually declined until in 1841 the attendance was 
reduced to about 240 in both schools. 

" This state of things continued for several years, and resulted in 
a considerable debt. 

" After long and anxious consideration the committee, by a small 
majority, concluded to accept Government aid. 

" From that time, and with that aid, they were enabled to engage 
more efficient teachers, and a staff of pupil-teachers. 

" In consequence of this increased strength, of the annual inspec- 
tion of the schools, and a more regular superintendence by the 
committee, the attendance increased so that since 1856 the average 
number of scholars has been upwards of 900 boys and girls. 

"During this period the annual reports of the inspectors have 
borne favourable testimony to the efficiency of both schools, and to 
the zeal and success of the teachers in the performance of their 
arduous duties. 

"Since these schools were established about 13,000 boys and 
12,000 girls have received instruction for a longer or shorter period 
in your schools ; 35 boys and 45 girls have also been educated as 
pupil-teachers. 

" When the society was established, in 1831, its object was speci- 
fied to be, to give a good elementary education, at a moderate cost, 
to the working classes; entirely unsectarian, with no particular 
religious tenets taught in the schools, and with reading lessons from 
the Holy Scriptures, or extracts therefrom. 

" This object has been faithfully and successfully carried out for a 
long series of years, with zeal and ability on the part of the teachers, 
and without jealousy or complaint on the part of the parents or 
friends of the children. 

"The intelligent interest taken by the working classes in the 
progress of the Act above alluded to, and their evident desire 
heartily to co-operate so as to promote its success, are very animating 
and encouraging. 

"Your committee conclude this report by the expression of

their hearty desire that the new School Boards may have a long 
career of usefulness before them ; and that they may more especially 
be enabled effectually to reach and benefit a class which have been 
apparently beyond our reach, and whose children are in so many 
cases allowed to grow up without any school education, or moral 
and religious training." 

Mansfield. " The progress of the school during the past year has 
been very satisfactory. 

" Her Majesty's Inspector visited this school on December 6th, 
1870, and reports that 'the discipline shows great improvement, 
and the instruction is pretty fair. The failure in arithmetic was 
large in the Second and Fourth Standards. The sewing is good. 
Another book must be procured for the First Standard to read from. 
The book in present use is insufficient in quantity.' 

" It will be remembered that for some time past the Inspector 
has complained that too large a proportion of the children were in 
the elementary classes. It is satisfactory to find that the standard 
of instruction is gradually rising, and that already the ground for 
this complaint has been removed. 

" The average attendance for the year 1870 increased to 89. Her 
Majesty's Inspector examined 75 scholars, who passed at the rate 
of 77 per cent., which is a slight improvement upon the rate of last 
year. The attendance and instruction in the evening school also 
showed progress. 

" The marked public attention attracted to the subject of educa- 
tion led the committee to feel it incumbent on them to make a 
strenuous effort to increase the benefits of their school. They 
therefore determined to carry out a plan which had long been in 
view, and with reference to which the services of a master had been 
engaged at the commencement of the year. They have separated 
the boys and girls into two schools. 

" The trustees of the Baptist Schoolroom consented to rent it to 
them on terms similar to those on which the Old Meeting School- 
room is held ; the plan was approved by the Committee of Council, 
and the boys are now taught there under the master's charge. Miss 
Seymour, who has just completed her course of two years' study at 
the Stockwell Training College, was recommended as mistress by 
the Secretary of the British and Foreign School Society, and teaches 
the girls in the Old Meeting Schoolroom. 

" The evening school for young men and women is still held on 
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Wednesday and Friday evenings in the Girls' Schoolroom, under 
the charge of Mr* Menhinick and Miss Seymour. 

" It is evident that this arrangement must involve a considerable 
additional expenditure, which will require, especially at first, an 
enlarged amount of voluntary contributions. By degrees an 
increased attendance, and the large scale on which the Government 
is expected to make its grants after April next, may supply the 
needed addition to the income. But at present the committee must 
earnestly solicit new and increased subscriptions, to enable them to 
meet the added liabilities they have ventured to incur. 

" The Mends of the school can also assist its funds and its useful- 
ness by endeavouring to increase the number of scholars, for whom 
there is ample space in the two good rooms now in use. The com- 
mittee have no wish to interfere with other schools, but they would 
welcome their share of the many children who now attend no day 
school, and claim a fair consideration of their efforts on the part of 
parents who will value the opportunity afforded in these schools of 
an education which is perfectly undenominational, and leaves the 
scholars free to attend at any Sunday school their parents choose." 

Margate. " With but little of a special character to refer to as 
regards the ordinary work and progress of the children, they may 
remark that while the Upper School has been well maintained, a 
decrease has taken place in the attendance of the infants in the 
Lower School ; to this the weather may have in part contributed, 
but they trust by a diligent looking up of absentees and other means 
the numbers may be restored to their former condition. The weekly 
pence and annual subscriptions also show a slight falling off, but the 
treasurer reports a balance in hand of £9 19s. 6d. on the working 
account. 

" In the course of the year an offer was made by the trustees of 
the Infant School in the Dane of £100 on condition of the committee 
surrendering any claim or interest they may have in the premises. 
This offer, after careful deliberation, was accepted, and the amount 
now stands to the credit of the institution. The committee propose 
applying it to the erection of an additional room over the present 
school, capable of holding 100 children, and forming a separate 
Girls' School, in addition to the Boys' and Infants' School, which 
would be conducted in the lower room as before. 

" Public attention is now directed to the new Educational Act of 
last session, and the matter is under the consideration of the town 
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council of the borough ; but as different views are entertained as to 
the expediency of its immediate introduction here, the committee 
abstain from giving any opinion upon the matter. They hope, how- 
ever, that some means may be adopted to fill up the existing schools, 
the average attendance at which is only at present about half that of 
the accommodation provided, as shown by a recent schedule sent to 
the Education Department from particulars furnished by the town 
clerk and managers of the respective schools. If visitors to the sick, 
town missionaries, Bible readers, and others who call on the poor in 
their own habitations, would urge upon them the importance of edu- 
cation for their children, much might be done towards removing the 
reproach of ignorance from us as a community. 

" Extract from the Report of the Margate British Schools for 1870, 
by HJI. Inspector of Schools. Upper School, Mixed. 1 This school 
continues to be conducted with decided efficiency. The order is 
excellent; the instruction careful and efficient, and the results of 
the examination very satisfactory.' 

" Infants' School. The Infants* School is well organized, in per- 
fect good order, and shows a very creditable amount of proficiency. 

" There were presented for examination under the Bevised Code 
122 scholars, of whom 118 passed in reading, 120 in writing, and 
103 in arithmetic. A grant was allowed on 96 infants for attendance 
only. 

" Presented in higher subjects (grammar), and showing pro- 
ficiency, 30. 

Summary of attendance, S[c.,for 1870. Upper School. " Average 
attendance : boys 55, girls 41 ; total 96. Number admitted : boys 
44, girls 39 ; total 83. Number left : boys 31, girls 43 ; total 74. 
Highest number present at one time : boys 67, girls 67 ; total 134. 
Lowest ditto : boys 20, girls 11 ; total 31. Number on registers : 
boys 80, girls 68; total 148. Attendance, May, 1871: boys 72, 
girls 59 ; total 131. Weekly payments : £80 7s. 6d. 

Lower School (infants). "Average attendance, 96; number ad- 
mitted, 82 ; number left, 60 ; transferred to Upper School, 29 ; highest 
number present at one time, 129 ; lowest ditto, 21 ; number on regis- 
ters, 166 ; attendance, May, 1871, 104 ; weekly payments, £36 18s. Id. 

" Cost of the education of each scholar for the year on the average 
attendance, 18*. lid., exclusive of use of premises and Government 
grant. Entire average cost per scholar, £1 17e. 6d." 

Oxford. Central Elementary School. "It is intended that this 
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should be a school for the sons of tradesmen and artisans resident 
in Oxford and the neighbourhood. 

" Hie school building, which has been newly erected, is situate on 
the east side of Gloucester Green, and contains a handsome lofty 
room on the first floor, and two excellent class-rooms on the ground- 
floor, and will accommodate 250 boys. 

" The school will be placed at once under Government inspection. 

"The following rules of admission and subjects of instruction 
hare been settled by the committee of management, and indicate 
sufficiently the intended character of the school : — 

"Bulbs of Admission. 

" 1. That no child be admitted to the school who has not passed 
his seventh birthday, except by special permission of the committee. 

"2. That after the first year admission shall take place only at 
the four quarter days. 

"3. That no child be admitted who is unable at least to read an 
exercise in words of one syllable, and to form on the slate all the 
letters of the alphabet and tbe numeral figures. 

" Subjects op Instruction. 

"1. The reading and explanation of the Bible, together with 
moral teaching based upon it. 2. Everything in reading, writing, 
and arithmetic required for the highest Government standard. 
3. Geography, physical and political. 4. English history, and the 
local history of Oxford. 5. English grammar and composition, 
together with the outlines of the history of the English language. 

6. Freehand drawing and the elements of mechanical drawing. 

7. Singing. 

" It is intended to introduce the following additional subjects as 
opportunity offers : — Algebra, geometry, advanced mechanical draw- 
ing, and book-keeping; elementary Latin and French; the rudi- 
ments of mechanics; elementary political economy; drill. 

" It is hoped that all arrangements will be sufficiently forwarded 
to enable the committee to open the school early in the summer of 
this year. 

" The committee have obtained from professors in the university 
and other gentlemen promises of courses of lectures, to be delivered 
in connection with the school, and they hope to be able shortly to 
announce a series for the coming autumn and winter months."

Pell Street, London. " Since its establishment in 1712, this institu- 
tion has been the means of educating, gratis, upwards of 1,600 boys, 
many of whom drafted from the lower ranks are now in distant lands, 
and some here enjoying the position and prosperity which under God 
education can alone confer. At present there are eighty-four boys 
being equipped for the battle of life. The aim of the committee and 
that of its predecessors has been to rescue from idleness and vice the 
children of those who are either too careless or too poor to afford 
them instruction. The locality in which the school is situated 
abounds with such. The results achieved, as already indicated, prove 
that the end is not only attainable, but has actually been attained to 
an extent exceeding that which the modest income of the institution 
would seem to warrant. 

" Duly impressed with the conviction that the day cannot be far 
distant when general public education must become an important 
feature in the government of this country, the committee are 
equally impressed with the fact that ere that "consummation 
devoutly to be wished " arrives, thousands must, and even now are 
becoming moulded in habits and pursuits which can never be 
eradicated. The public press teems day by day with instances of 
how much misery and destruction even one untutored mind can 
inflict on society no less than on itself, the result of one impulsive 
thought or deed unchecked by education. 

" The night of comparative darkness in which our forefathers began 
the good work has been gradually receding before the light of the 
brighter day in which we live, but the bright sunshine of universal 
education for poor as well as rich has not yet visited our land ; they 
toiled " upwards in the night," and their successors still toil on. In 
spite of many discouragements, the work goes on. Generations of 
teachers and scholars, of patrons and committees, have passed away, 
but the want of such an institution still remains the same, and the 
present committee, appealing not to " the dead past," but to "the 
living present" earnestly urge the claims of this Charity on those 
who not only enjoy the benefits of education themselves, but can 
secure the same blessing for their lads, to think of those who in 
G-od's providence are not so happily situated. 

" Boys are admitted from seven till nine years of age on the recom- 
mendation of subscribers of 10s. 6d. and upwards, and educated till 
fourteen, when the object is, if possible, to obtain for them situations. 

" The course of instruction comprises reading, writing, arithmetic, 
geography, grammar, Scripture history, &o." 
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Beigate. " In presenting the report of another year of effort for 
the good of the young of Beigate, your committee rejoice to say 
that the only present limit to their exertions seems to arise from the 
want of greater accommodation. 

" In the last year's report it was stated that the schools were full. 
The numbers now to be reported are, however, larger — viz./ 97 boys, 
126 girls and infants — total, 222. 

" Nearly 800 boys have been admitted since June, 1853 ; and these 
have all been trained precisely on the principles now adopted by the 
Government as the best practicable method of dealing with the 
great question of National Education. 

"There has not this year been any public examination; but 
an official inspection of the boys' school has been made by J. 
D. Morell, Esq. This was the result of an application made to 
the Committee of Council on Education, for a grant in aid of 
the operation of the school. Your committee have hitherto 
declined making such application; but the many advantages to 
be derived from connection with the general movement of educa- 
tion in the country have induced them at length to take this 
step. It remains to be seen if such can, under existing circum- 
stances, be obtained, and if so, what the amount of such aid 
will be. 

" Once again your committee urge upon the attention of all 
generous friends to education the great importance of accommoda- 
tion being made for a larger number of children than the existing 
schools can receive. Unless something be done, the committee will 
be obliged, in some way or other, to limit the number of children 
admitted to the school. Much as they will regret the necessity of 
adopting such a course, there is no alternative unless larger accom- 
modation be speedily provided. 

" The balance-sheet shows a small deficiency ; but considering the 
losses sustained through the removal of several donors from the 
neighbourhood, the small extent of the deficiency is rather a matter 
or congratulation than discouragement. Still an addition of new 
subscribers is indispensable year by year if the receipts are to be 
maintained at their present amount, since contributors of a greater 
or less amount are continually being lost, either through death or 
change of residence." 

Two Waters. "The committee have been encouraged by the 
continued success of the school during its second year of existence. 
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There are 150 scholars now on the books, and the average attendance 
is somewhat more than 100. 

" The year has been a memorable one in the history of popular 
education. By the passing of the Elementary Education Act a 
great stimulus has been given to the principle of undenominational 
education, on which British schools are founded. The Bate schools, 
which will soon rise all over England, will, in fact, be on the basis 
of the "British" system. The position of other schools will be im- 
proved by the New Code (Feb. 7th, 1871). 

" On the 6th October the school was a second time inspected by 
Her Majesty's Inspector, Dr. Matthew Arnold, who reported that 
* the work in general was sound and good, and the drill and discipline 
of the boys excellent.' 

"The committee have much pleasure in announcing that Mr. 
Blackmore has successfully passed his examination, and obtained his 
certificate, so that all the conditions are now fulfilled for obtaining a 
Government grant. Meanwhile the committee are still in need of 
increased subscriptions." 

Wolverhampton. " The Wolverhampton schools, in Walsall Street 
and St. James's Street, were reopened August 15, 1870. 

" Subjects of instruction : Holy Scripture, reading, writing, arith- 
metic, grammar, geography, history, and drawing. 

"Terms: for tradesmen's children, weekly (in advance), 6d.; 
quarterly (in advance), 5s. Od. Skilled artisans' children, weekly 
(in advance), 4d. ; quarterly (in advance), 3s. Od. Labourers' 
children, weekly (in advance), 2d. ; quarterly (in advance), Is. 6d. 

"Hours: morning school, from 9.30 till 12 o'clock; afternoon 
school, from 2 o'clock till 4.30." 

Worcester. "No subject is exciting greater attention at the 
present time than the education of the working classes, and the 
committee of this school congratulate their friends and subscribers 
that at length a national and popular system of education has been 
established by the British Legislature. It is worthy of remark that 
this system, which has so recently been inaugurated, as nearly as 
possible resembles that which has been adopted in this school for 
upwards of half a century, viz., that of imparting unsectarian 
education. 

" In presenting this Annual "Report the committee beg to state that 
the school is well attended, and they believe conducted in an efficient 
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manner. The number of scholars during the year has been 150 on 
the books, and the average attendance 130. About 20 boys have 
left the school during the year for work, and 15 have left the city. 
To render the school more efficient the committee purpose placing 
it under Government inspection, with a view of obtaining assistance 
for the employment of pupil teachers, as well as the general efficiency 
of the school. The master has successfully passed the usual examina- 
tion required by the Educational Department, and is now a recognised 
and certificated teacher for British schools. 

" With much regret the committee have to report the loss they 
have sustained in the death of their respected president, Edward 
Evans, Esq., and of their esteemed treasurer and secretary, Mr. 
Stanley Pumphrey, the latter of whom had for upwards of forty years 
taken an active part in promoting the prosperity of the school. 
Both now rest from their labour*, and their works do follow them. 
In conclusion, the committee earnestly appeal for the same liberal 
Bupport which the citizens of Worcester have accorded to this 
useful institution."

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ETJLES AND EEGTTLATIONS 



FOR THE GOYEENMENT OP THE INSTITUTION. 



I. This Institution shall be designated " The Institution for 
Promoting the Education of the Labouring and Manufacturing 
Classes of Society of every Eeligious Persuasion and for the 
purpose of making manifest the extent of its objects, the title of the 
Society shall be " The British and Foreign School Societx." 

II. This Institution shall consist of a Patron, Vice-Patrons, Presi- 
dent, Vice-Presidents, Treasurer, Secretaries, Life and Annual Mem- 
bers ; together with such officers as may be deemed necessary for 
conducting the affairs of the Institution. 

III. The Institution shall maintain a school on an extensive scale 
to educate children. It shall support and train up young persons of 
both sexes for supplying properly instructed Teachers to the inhabit- 
ants of such places in the British dominions, at home and abroad, 
as shall be desirous of establishing schools on the British system. 
It shall instruct all persons, whether natives or foreigners, who may 
be sent from time to time, for the purpose of being qualified as. 
teachers in this or any other country. 

%* The school shall be open to the public, for the purpose of exhin 
biting the system of teaching and training, every day, from nine to 
twelve o'clock, and from three to five, Saturdays excepted. 

IV. All schools which shall be supplied with Teachers at the 
expense of this Institution shall be open to the children of parents 
of all religious denominations. Eeading, Writing, Arithmetic, and 
Needlework shall be taught ; the lessons for reading shall consist of 
extracts from the Holy Scriptures > no catechism or peculiar religious- 
tenets shall be taught in the schools, but every child shall be enjoined 
to attend regularly the place of worship to which its parents belong. 

* # * The grand object of the Institution being to promote Educa- 
tion in general, any application for the training of a teacher, at the 
expense of the person thus applying, will be attended to, although 
such intended school is not to be conducted on the extended pri 
ciples of this Institution. 
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V. Every person subscribing annually one guinea and upwards 
shall be deemed a member of this Institution during the continuance 
of such subscription. 

VI. Every person subscribing ten guineas and upwards shall be a 
member for life ; and upon any legacy being paid to the Treasurer, 
the Executors who have administered shall be members for life, 
calculating at the rate of fifty pounds for each Executor ; and in case 
the legacy shall not amount to a sufficient sum to extend the privilege 
to all, preference shall be given to the first named in the will. 

VII. A General Meeting of the subscribers shall be held every 
year, in the month of May,* or as near thereto as may be deemed 
expedient by the Committee, when an account of the receipts and 
disbursements for the preceding year, and the proceedings of the 
Institution, and all other institutions at home and abroad, established 
on the British system, shall be stated, and a Beport for publication 
agreed upon. 

The attendance of ladies, and the Members of the Committees of 
Country and Local Schools on the British system, is particularly 
solicited. 

* # * Notice shall be given by public advertisement in at least four 
morning and evening papers. 

VIII. At the General Meeting, the President, Vice-Presidents, 
Treasurer, and Secretaries shall be elected. A Committee of forty- 
eight Subscribers shall be chosen, and denominated the General 
Committee for conducting the affairs of the Institution, with power 
to fill up vacancies during the year. Thirty-six shall be re-eligible 
from the Committee of the preceding year. Two or more Subscribers 
shall be nominated as Auditors of the accounts of the Institution. 
All officers receiving emolument, or who are not specified in this 
rule, shall be in the appointment and under the control of the Com- 
mittee. And the Committee shall be empowered to fill up vacancies 
which occur by death or resignation during the year. 

%* No member of the Committee shall, at any time, or under any 
circumstances, receive any pecuniary advantage from the Society, nor 
Bhall the Society ever make any dividend, gift, division, or bonus, in 
money or otherwise, unto or between any of its members. 

IX. The Committee shall meet once, or oftener, in every month, 
and shall elect, at the first meeting in every year, either from among 

• The Committees of all other Institutions on the British system of Education 
are particularly requested to transmit the Keports of their proceedings to the 
Secretary of the Parent Society before the first of April in every year. 
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themselves, or from the general body of .Subscribers, seven as a 
Committee of Finance, and twelve as Inspectors. Of these Com- 
mittees, two members shall constitute a quorum. 

X. A Committee of twenty-four Ladies shall be appointed by the 
General Committee, to superintend the concerns of the Female 
Department of the School and Training Establishment ; they will be 
expected to make a written Report of their proceedings to the 
General Committee once every month. 

XI. The Vice-Patrons, President, Vice-Presidents, Treasurer, and 
Secretaries shall be considered as members of the General Com- 
mittee, and the Treasurer and Secretaries members of all Com- 
mittees. / 

XII. A Special General Meeting, at which no less than thirty 
shall constitute a quorum, shall be called at any time, at the requisi- 
tion of the Committee, or any twenty-four Subscribers, on addressing 
a letter to the Secretaries, specifying the object of the Meeting, at 
which no other business shall be brought forward. Ten days' notice 
shall be given, in at least four morning and evening papers, of every 
such intended meeting, and of the purpose for which it is called. 

XIII. In case of equality of votes at any General or Committee 
Meeting, the Chairman shall be entitled to a Becond or casting vote. 

XIV. All payments made on account of this Institution shall be 
signed by at least three of the Committee in committee. 

XV. None of the Rules of the Institution shall be repealed or 
altered, nor any new ones established, but at the General Meeting, 
or at a Special General Meeting, called for that purpose, nor shall 
any new rule, or abrogation or alteration of any existing rule, be 
valid, until confirmed by a subsequent General Meeting. 

The ordinary meetings of the General Committee are held on the 
third Friday of every month, at the house of the Institution, in the 
Borough Road, at Mve o'clock p.m.

The Eeport having been read, and the financial statement of the 
year, as exhibited in the balance-sheet, haying been presented and 
read, the following Resolutions were proposed to the Meeting : — 

Moved by the tlight Hon. Lord Lyyeden, 
Seconded by the Eight Hon. W. Cowpek-Temple, M.P., 
And supported by Chaeles Reed, E&q., M.P., and 
Vice-chairman of the London School Board.

2. " That this meeting, believing that the reading and study of the 
Bible, without the use of any formularies, secures what is most 
important in the religious teaching of the Schools, both Elemen- 
tary and Normal, commends^the plan of the British and Foreign 
School Society to the friends of education of all sects and parties 
as the most satisfactory basis of union." 
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Moved by Johit Cobdeboy, Esq., 
Seconded by the Bev. J. Bhodes. 

8. "That the names of the Bight Bey. the Bishop of Exeter, 
the Very Bey. the Dean of Westminster, and the Bey. Thomas 
Binney, LL.D., be added to the list of Vice-Presidents of the 
Society."

5. "That the thanks of this Meeting be presented to Joseph 
Gurney Barclay, Esq., for his kindness in presiding." 
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For the sixty-seventh time it becomes the duty of 
the Committee of the British and Foreign School 
Society to present a Report, and render back to the 
subscribers the trust which was committed to the present 
members twelve months ago ; a trust involving, not 
only the carrying on of the ordinary operations of the 
Society, — the management of its Colleges and Practising 
Schools, making timely grants, giving needed counsel 
and assistance to Local Committees, and providing 
facilities for the purchase of school materials at a 
reduced price, — but in addition the enlargement of the 
two existing Training Colleges in Londbn, the estab- 
lishment of two other Training Colleges in the pro- 
vinces, and the keeping intact of the grand fundamental 
principle that the Bible should be used in the schools 
of the people to the exclusion of creeds and catechisms, 
the Bible being necessary and the Bible being sufficient 
for the purpose of religious instruction. The work of 
arousing public attention and awakening a desire for 
the education of the masses, which called forth the 
energies of the honoured fathers of the Society, is to a 
large extent done. What remains is to help to secure 
schools of the right sort, and help to provide them with 
efficient and suitable teachers. 

Your Committee has carefully watched the workinf 

B 
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of the Education Act without taking part in the con- 
troversies of the year. Various political and ecclesias- 
tical questions have arisen and been warmly discussed. 
Your Committee has not felt called upon to support 
one side or the other. The British and Foreign School 
Society knows no sect, and belongs to no party. It has 
sympathies for whatever tends to raise the masses of 
our country, to give higher tastes, better occupation for 
leisure moments, and nobler aspirations. Its aim is to 
educate the people, to quicken the flash of intelligence 
in the dull eye, to train to skilful action the uncul- 
tured hand, to nerve the mental powers, to purify the 
affections, to foster the germs of a higher life. What- 
ever will help to tear down the veil of ignorance, to 
introduce the children to the heaven and earth 
where are more things than their parents ever dreamt 
of, to start the men and women of a future generation 
from the vantage-ground which has been so hardly won 
for them by centuries of toil and study and experience, 
receives a welcome, come whencesoever it may. Earnest 
practical friends of education will find, sooner or later, 
that they cannot give up the Bible. Your Committee 
believes that the reading and study of the Bible ought to 
have a recognised place and time in the routine of every 
school, and acknowledges the duty of showing how this 
may be done. While, therefore, avoiding controversy, 
your Committee has used every opportunity of stating 
and re-stating the principles and practices of the Society. 

"We claim," your Committee has said, on your behalf, "to 
be religious and unsectarian ; — umectarian because we have no rule as 
to the denomination of Christians to which our students and teachers 
should belong, and no effort is consciously made to give a bias in 
favour of one sect or another ; religious because we accept the 
Bible as our guide, and endeavour to embody its spirit. As opposed 
to the den om inationalists, we say, * Let every one be persuaded in 
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his own mini. Who ape we, that we should judge another man's 
servant 2 Tp his own master he standeth or falleth.' As opposed 
to the secularists we say, ' We cannot teach without reference to 
God. By Him kings rule, and princes decree justice. We dare not 
call that education which keeps out of sight the foundation of good 
' citizenship and true manliness and womanliness.' Our watchword 
is, * the Bible, the whole Bible, and nothing but the Bible/ as the 
storehouse of religious truth. There is no use in disguising the 
fact that a large body of very sincere and true friends of education 
cannot stand on our platform. Some think we teach too much, 
some accuse us of teaching too little. To objectors of both classes 
we can only say, ' We have no right either to add or take away. 
We put into the teachers' hands what God has put into ours — 
divine lessons ip. prose and poetry, in precept, proverb, and parable, 
in statements of individual experience, the records of bygone ages, 
the visions of seers and sages, in doctrine, narrative, and song. The 
Spirit of God breathes through it all.' We say to the teachers, 
Choose that which you can teach best. Be honest. Be true to your 
own nature. Teach what you know. Respect the convictions of 
others. Only make the little ones feel, as you can from any part of 
the Book, that the Father in heaven loves His human children, that 
they are not and never can be alone in their efforts after living 
faith, personal purity, and true greatness." 

Your Committee rejoices to believe that the cause of 
unsectarian religious instruction has not lost ground. 
As far as the School Boards have decided the point, 
the system of the British and Foreign School Society 
has been adopted. Debarred from denominationalism 
by the Education Act, they have avoided secularism of 
their own free choice. Mr. Forster stated in the House 
of Commons on the 6th of March last, — 

" I have not gathered from either the addresses or the actions of 
the School Boards that they are in favour of a secular system. 
Having felt it to be my duty to go through the statistics on the 
subject, I find that 8 pnly, representing a population of lesp thaii 
two hundred thousand, have so far agreed with the hon. member as 
to recommend that the Bible should be read in the schools without 
note or comment, whereas 38, representing a population of more 
than sip millions, have decided that the Bible shall be read wit*- 
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explanations such as a child can easily understand. But not one of 
these School Boards has adopted the secular system, which they 
have a perfect right to do under the provisions of the Act." 

Your Committee has regretfully to mention the death 
during the year of an active member in the prime of. 
life, Mr. A. P. Hepburn; of a Vice-President who 
had long taken an interest in, and ably contributed 
to the success of the Society, Mr. Charles Buxton, M.P. ; 
and of a staunch and true friend, though not an office- 
bearer of the Society, who, through a prolonged and 
successful life, spared neither time, strength, nor money 
in his efforts to secure the blessings of education for the 
children in his neighbourhood and county, Mr. Joseph 
Pease, of Darlington. 

The landmarks of the year are the opening of another 
Practising School at Stockwell, on Thursday, Decem- 
ber 7th ; the destruction of a part of the Borough Boad 
College by fire, on Monday, December 11th; and the 
reception of 130 extra students on February 1st and 
5th. In accordance with the 3rd resolution passed at 
the last Annual Meeting, your Committee proceeded at 
once to provide for the permanent increase of the num- 
ber of students at Stockwell by 23, and at the Borough 
Road by 30, and to secure accommodation for 100 extra 
students in Wales and the north of England. This was 
found to involve, in addition to alterations previously 
made — at the Bobough Boad, the conversion of the 
girls' schoolroom, in which the Annual Meeting is held, 
into a dining-room, a re-modelling of the Practising 
School, the erection of a new dormitory, infirmary, 
teachers' sitting-room, and laboratory ; — at Stockwell, 
a new Practising School, and some addition to the 
-ies ; — in Wales and the north of England, 
™ adaptation, and fitting up of temporary 
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premises ; the contracts and estimates for the whole 
amounting to more than £8,000. The outlay seemed 
great, and the risk considerable, but as a portion of the 
requisite sum — nearly one-half — could be obtained by 
the use of various legacies ; as, moreover, an appeal to 
some generous friends was liberally responded to, — Mr. J. 
Gurney Barclay, the treasurer, having promised £500, — 
your Committee felt sure that you would wish the 
scheme to be carried out. After careful examination 
and consultation with various friends on the spot, Dar- 
lington and Swansea were chosen as more suitable for 
the provincial colleges than Newcastle, Sunderland, 
York, Aberystwith, Shrewsbury, or Brecon. The idea of 
Training Colleges with only one years curriculum was 
given up. The arrangements with the Education 
Department were completed. The building, altera- 
tions, and furnishing were undertaken. The work was 
so far forward that the new students could be received 
at the beginning of February, and in a very short time 
the whole will be complete. Your Committee have, 
however, to ask for about £2,700 to wipe off all the 
liabilities. 

The fire at the Borough Road College threatened the 
most serious consequences. Breaking out about three 
o'clock in the morning on the ground-floor of a part of 
the College in which sixty young men were sleeping, 
and burning with great rapidity, the fire consumed the 
greater part of the interior of the hindmost block of the 
college buildings, and was only prevented, by the skill 
and energy of the firemen, from making the whole place 
a complete wreck. The Insurance Companies — the 
Alliance and Imperial — are rebuilding the premises, ar 
the former company has already paid over the value 
the furniture, fittings, books, &c, which were 
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The losses of the students, tutors, and servants, not 
covered by insurance, amounting to ^6437 16s. 2d., have 
been made good by special contributions kindly sent to 
your Committee, including £1 00 from the Alliance In- 
surance Company ; so that the pecuniary consequences of 
the calamity do not extend much further than the 
increased expenseat which the college is conducted during 
the progress of the reinstatement. It is with fervent grati- 
tude your Committee is able to report that no lives were 
lost, and no one's health has been permanently injured. 
The certificate examination took place on the day follow- 
ing the fire, and, even under such great disadvantages, 
the students not only succeeded, but obtained good 
places on the list. This was due in large measure to 
the promptitude and sympathetic help of kind friends 
who made it possible to arrange for the examinations 
elsewhere at such short notice. 

Passing on to review the regular operations of the 
Society, your Committee would refer to the 

TSAIJSTING COLLEGES, 

of which there are now four in active operation, with 
17 resident and 13 non-resident officers, 332 students, 
and four practising schools, which have, in addition to 
the college officers, 4 teachers, 12 pupil-teachers, and 
936 scholars. At the 

BOROUGH ROAD TRAINING COLLEGE 

the Annual Meeting was held on the 8th December, 
when the Rev. Thomas Binney occupied the chair, and 
followed up the address given to the students by Mr. 
Sopwith, with some earnest practical words on the im- 
portance to the teacher of indefatigable industry and 
true religion : —

After the examination, thirty-seven students, in addi- 
tion to nineteen who had been sent out to schools during 
the course of the year, finally left the college. Then- 
places were more than filled by 70 new comers, the only 
ones who could be received out of 120 applicants for 
admission. Several of these had attended a preparatory 
class in the college. Of the whole number 91 had been 
pupil-teachers. Of the successful candidates the pupil- 
teachers were 87 per cent., and those who had not been 
pupil-teachers 13 per cent. The standard of attain- 
ments, though not exceptionally low this year, is far 
beneath what it might be. The hope is indulged by 
your Committee that the new state of things will, by 
providing a sufficient means of livelihood and opening 
up a career of usefulness and honour, attract to the pro- 
fession a larger number of intelligent and well-educated 
Christian young men. 

Arrangements have been made for paying more 
attention, and giving some additional time to the study 
of Chemistry, Animal Physiology, and Natural Philo- 
sophy, throughout the year. 

The increase of the teaching staff, notwithstanding the 
removal of Mr. Langton to the college at Darlington, and 
Mr.fJBeaston to a large school at Stepney, by the addition 
of Mr, Gladman, late the eminently successful teacher of 
Yarmouth British fcjchool, as teacher of school manage- 
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ment,and Messrs. A. C. Harris and D. Salmon asassistant 
tutors, and the remodelling of the Practising School, set 
forth in the following prospectus, will, it is hoped, increase 
the efficiency of the college as much as the alterations in 
the building add to its appearance, comfort, and capacity. 

"The Boys' Model School at the Borough Boad is about to be 
remodelled, with a view to increasing its efficiency, and will be 
closed from Friday, February 9th, to Monday, February 19th. 

" Mr. F. J .Glad man, B. A., the new head master, has been engaged 
for several years at one of the largest and best schools in the 
country. Two certificated assistants (Mr. A. C. Haeeis and Mr. 
W. Etheeinston), six pupil-teachers (H. J. Wiggs, T. J. Hopper, 
J. Mays, B. Bailey, F. E. Harris, and H. C. Watson), and the 
students of the Borough Boad College will assist in the conduct of 
the school. 

" The school is a * public elementary school, within the meaning of 
the Act ' of 1870, and is annually examined by one of her Majesty's 
Inspectors. Whatever measures of compulsion may be adopted by 
the London School Board, the boys of this school will be regarded 
as under efficient instruction, and be entirely free from any penalties 
which may be threatened or enforced. The conscience clause is 
rigidly adhered to. Bible lessons are given only at times specified 
in the time-table, and no scholar is obliged to attend them. As, 
however, these lessons are intended to secure intelligent reading of 
Scripture and acquaintance with its facts and precepts, and all 
sectarian teaching is avoided, it is hoped that no parents will wish 
to withdraw their children from them. 

" The school will consist of three departments, viz., — 

" 1. The Lower school, in which the instruction though elementary 
will be sound and serviceable, being the groundwork of all that 
follows. Fee in this department, 3d. per week. 

" 2. The Middle School, in which the instruction will be in advance 
of that given in the Lower, and more directly preparatory to that 
given in the Upper school. Fee in this department, 4d. per week. 

" 3. The Upper School, in which the following subjects are taught 
in addition to Scripture, Beading, Writing, and Arithmetic, viz. : — 
English Grammar and Composition, Geography, History, Drawing, 
Singing, Book-keeping, Mensuration, Elementary Science, &c. The 
lessons will be carefully selected and arranged, and the work will be 
tested by sea rching periodical examinations. Boys who pass through 
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this department with credit will be fitted for honourable and useful 
positions in life. Fee, 6d. per week. 

" All school fees should be brought on Monday morning. Scholars 
are expected to provide themselves with a slate, and with the neces- 
sary copy-books, exercise-books, and reading-books. They are also 
required to be clean in their persons and dress, and to be at the 
school five minutes before nine in the morning, and five minutes 
before two in the afternoon. 

" The Committee and Teachers would remind parents whose boys 
attend the school of the value of co-operation. If parents take an 
interest in the progress of the scholars, insist on the preparation of 
home lessons, and try to cultivate habits of industry, regularity, 
punctuality, and truthfulness, the teachers will be encouraged in 
their work, and the education of the boys rapidly and securely 
advanced." 

Some interruption of the ordinary routine at the 
Borough Road, which was due to the desire of your 
Committee to provide teachers for the schools where 
the need was most pressing, and the consequent per- 
mission given to some of the students to go out during 
the year, had its counterpart at — 

STOCKWELL TRAINING COLLEGE. 

Twenty-three students left before the termination of 
the second year of their course. A hundred and one 
were presented for the Christmas examination, all of 
whom gained the highest class of certificates attainable, 
19 being placed in the first division, 64 in the second, 
and 18 in the third. Sixty-eight of these were first- 
year students, of whom, owing to the urgent demand 
for teachers, fourteen were sent out after a single year's 
training, raising the whole number of female teachers 
provided during the year to 70. 

A very thorough inspection of the College and 
examination of the students in reading, recitation, and 
the power of giving a lesson to a class of children, 
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was conducted by the new Inspector, Canon Tinling, 
in November last. His report is not yet out, but at 
his interview with the ladies (to whom your Com- 
mittee would express indebtedness for their interest in, 
and care for, the College at Stockwell) Mr. Tinling 
expressed himself as Well satisfied with the arrange- 
ments. The table of per-centages will give some idea 
of the general proficiency of the students in the 
several branches of study.

The close of the year was celebrated by a meeting 
held December 7, when R Faulconer, Esq., occupied 
the chair, and the Very Eev. the Dean of Westminster 
addressed the outgoing students on the living enthu- 
siasm which ought to be thrown into a teachers work, 
urging, among other things in reference to the Scripture 
lessons, that — 

M The more the teachers can throw themselves into the real spirit 
and feeling of the Bible itself, the more they concentrate and limit 
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their attention to bringing out the meaning of the Bible narrative, 
without going elsewhere for inferences or anything else, the more 
likely they are to impress upon their pupils the truths contained in 
the sacred records. There is no difficulty about it except one — and 
that one perhaps the greatest of all, though one which they are bound 
to overcome, — the only real difficulty in making the pupils feel these 
truths is the difficulty the teachers have in feeling them themselves.'' 

The fifty-four students who returned to Stockwell 
in January were joined by seventy-one successful candi- 
dates for admission, and notwithstanding several changes 
in the staff of teachers — viz., Miss Rosevear, Miss Cullis, 
Miss Philpott, and Mr. Birkby, instead of Miss Fish, 
Miss Gay, Miss Joyce, and Mr. Thouless — the work of 
the college is proceeding satisfactorily. A teacher of 
drawing (Mrs. Ridley) has also been engaged. 

Your Committee has reason to believe that the 
practising schools are in as efficient a state as at any 
previous period. The examination was conducted last 
November by the newly appointed Inspector for the 
Lambeth district, the Rev. T, W. Sharpe, who reports 
that — 

" The girls' school is in excellent order. The girls have passed a 
highly creditable examination in the elementary subjects, especially 
in reading and in history. The needlework is excellent. The infants' 
school is thoroughly well organized and taught. The children are 
happy, intelligent, and well guided." 

The public examination occupied the morning and 
evening of June 28, in presence of crowded audiences, 
under the presidency of A. J. Mundella, Esq., M.P., 
and J. Stiff, Esq. 

The new mixed school (formally opened by public 
meeting on the 7th of December, when Joseph Gurney, 
Esq., presided, in the unavoidable absence of the Right 
Hon. the Earl of Chichester) was ready for occupation 
on the 8th of January. The number on the register has 
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rapidly risen from 77 to 153, showing that the school is 
of value to the neighbourhood, as well as of essential 
service to the college as a practising school for the 
students, and to those who are building or fitting up 
schools, as an exhibition of a simple, convenient, and 
effective arrangement of a school where children of both 
sexes are taught together, 

THE TRAINING COLLEGE AT DARLINGTON 

was opened on the 2nd of February. Meetings were 
held in the afternoon and evening, when Henry Pease, 
Esq., took the chair, and the following resolutions were 
passed : — 

" (1) That this meeting approves the action of the British and 
Foreign School Society in establishing a new training college for 
schoolmistresses at Darlington, and promises its cordial support." 

" (2) That this meeting recommends that; the local committees of 
the various schools in the north of England should be asked to sub- 
scribe to the parent Society in London, with the special view of 
supporting the new college." 

Mr. Langton, who had well maintained his position 
for 21 years as master of the boys' school at the 
Borough Road, and Miss Fish, whose teaching power 
had been thoroughly tested during seven years' service 
at Stockwell, were requested, together with Miss Davis, 
to take charge of the classes in the various subjects of 
instruction, viz., Scripture, arithmetic, writing, English 
history, reading, singing, grammar, school management, 
drawing, geography, physical geography, domestic eco- 
nomy, animal physiology, dictation, and needlework. 

Thirty-seven Queen's Scholars and three private 
students were received early in February, The Com- 
mittee of the Kendrew Street British School cordially 
consented to allow the use of that school for the students' 
practice, and it is hoped that the College, though only

in temporary premises at present, may not only satisfy the 
Education Department, and raise up valuable teachers 
for the north of England, but serve as a centre of 
influence, and a new illustration of the simplicity and 
practicability of the Society's principles. 

A slight check has been given by the illness and 
resignation of Mrs. Wilson, the lady superintendent; 
but your Committee hopes to be able to fill the import- 
ant post suitably and soon. 

Meetings in connection with the opening of the sister 
institution, — 

THE TRAINING COLLEGE AT SWANSEA, 

were postponed till the 29th of March ; though the 
work of the College commenced on the 5th of February, 
with Mr. David Williams, for nine years the Society's 
valued agent in South Wales, Miss Joyce, and Mr. J. 
Owen, as teachers, Mrs. Wiseman, as lady superin- 
tendent, and 38 students (viz., 36 Queen's Scholars 
and 2 private students) . At the opening meetings the 
chair was taken, in the afternoon by S. S. H. Horman 
Fisher, Esq., and in the evening by H. Hussey Vivian, 
Esq., M.P. Besolutions were unanimously passed to 
the following effect : — 

" (1) That, having regard to the facts to which attention has been 
called, viz. : — 1. "While there are three training colleges for masters 
in the Principality, with accommodation for 154 students, no college 
has hitherto been provided for training mistresses. 2. It is quite 
impossible for Stockwell College to supply mistresses for all the new 
schools in which unsectarian religions instruction is to be given. 
3. The distance of London from Wales prevents many pupil-teachers 
from seeking admission to the college at Stockwell, and there is a 
scarcity ofW elsh-speaking applicants for admission, and consequently 
a difficulty in finding suitable teachers for the Welsh schools, — 
this meeting regards with approval the action of the British and 
Foreign School Society, in the establishment of the new training 
college at Swansea, and promises its cordial support." 
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" (2) That, considering the benefits which the training college will 
confer on the schools in Wales, this meeting urges the local com- 
mittees to subscribe to the parent Society, with the special view of 
supporting the new college.' 1 

Keplying to the vote of thanks for his kindness in 
taking the chair, Mr. Vivian remarked, — 

" I can only say that it has afforded me very great pleasure to come 
here this evening, and I can but revert to the fact already stated, that 
this institution has the very highest object — or perhaps I should say 
the second highest, for the training of ministers of religion of all 
denominations is the highest object. I trust you will agree with me 
that the first resolution was drawn probably in a colder spirit than it 
otherwise would have been, owing to its being a compliment to my 
friend's own society, and to his own exertions in the same direction. 
If you will permit me, I will read a resolution which I have drawn, 
and I would venture to suggest that one of this kind should be duly 
proposed : — 

" ' That this meeting begs to tender its cordial and hearty thanks 
to the British and Foreign School Society, for the noble manner in 
which it has come forward to establish a training college for mis- 
tresses in the Principality of "Wales. 1 " 

Mr. Horman Fisher said, — 

"It gives me unqualified pleasure to move this resolution. I 
believe that the society will recognise this as a stimulus to them to 
push forward education in the Principality. If the rules are properly 
and carefully looked at, it will be found that the religious teaching is 
based upon the Bible and nothing else, and I do not think any one 
will object to that." 

The resolution was seconded, and carried unanimously. % 

The subjects of instruction are the same as at Dar- 
lington, and the students practise teaching, by the kind 
permission of the local committee, at Queen Street 
British School. 

Your Committee cannot but feel deeply the respon- 
sibility (not pecuniary only) which these extended 
operations involve, and pray that the Giver of every 
good and perfect gift will bestow sufficient wisdom, and 
supply the strength which is needful. 
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Before passing on to the more general work of the 
Society it is desirable to notice that the — 

BOROUGH ROAD GIRLS* SCHOOL, 

having been removed from the College premises, is 
carried on for the present in a neighbouring room, under 
the superintendence of Miss Truscott, with 200 children 
in attendance ; and that — 

THE SCHOOL AT CORBY 

is undergoing various changes to adapt it as thoroughly 
to the present state of things as its founder, Mr. Rowlett, 
would desire. The new trust deed, mentioned last 
year, has been executed. A valued member of your 
Committee, Mr. Hugh Owen, has met the parents and 
friends in conference, and paved the way for hearty 
co-operation between the villagers, the Inspector of the 
Education Department, and your Committee. One 
pupil-teacher has been engaged, and two others will be 
added to the staff. The death of Mr. Pool, on the 22nd 
of last November, after 16 years' service, led to the 
appointment at the beginning of the year of Mr. J. S. 
Snoddy as teacher of the mixed school, Mrs. Pool con- 
tinuing to instruct the infants. The Public Examina- 
tion, held June 13th, passed off well, and the Inspectors 
report is favourable. 

It may also be mentioned in passing that the — 

AFFILIATED SCHOOLS 

are more numerous than they were. The benefits to 
be derived from affiliation, viz, — 

"(1) Assistance in case of a change of teacher, or any temporary 
or permanent demand for extra teaching power. 

" (2) A grant of books at the opening of a new school, and a 
deduction of five per cent, from the catalogued (reduced) prices of 
Vs and school materials purchased at the Depository. 
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" (3) An annual visit of an agent of the Society, and any further 
service which may be possible in the way of visitation, public exami- 
nations, advice, &c. 

" (4) Copies of the Annual Eeport of the Society and the quar- 
terly Educational Record" 

— have been increased during the past year. A teachers' 
class was formed to aid the studies of those who were 
looking forward to the Certificate Examination, and 
held on Saturdays, between June and December. The 
fee was reduced from £4 to £2 in the case of teachers 
whose committee subscribed to the Society. There 
were 26 teacher-students, of whom some were pre- 
vented from taking the examination, 3 failed, and 20 
succeeded. Provision was made at the Borough Road 
Certificate Examination for 49 Acting Teachers, who 
were, owing to the fire, transferred to Burlington 
House, with the kind assistance of the officers of the 
Education Department. Seventy-nine were provided 
with seats at Stockwell. Of the whole number, 
112 (45 males and 67 females) succeeded. Your 
Committee would suggest that a development of 
the system of affiliation of schools might perma- 
nently make easy provision for the supply of 
teachers. According to the last Blue-book of the 
Education Department, the average cost of each 
master's college training is about £110, of which under 
the present arrangement £82 10s. is paid by the 
Government, and £27 10s. by private individuals (the 
students themselves or others). The average cost of 
each mistress's college training is about £71, divided 
into £53 5s. paid by Government, and £17 15s. raised 
from other sources. By the same authority, the average 
school life of a teacher is estimated at 20 years. If 
this, which is probably too high — sufficient account not 
being taken of the matrimonial tendencies of female 
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teachers — be accepted as the basis of a calculation, 
each college for 100 students ought to keep up the 
supply of teachers for 2,000 schools, and a subscrip- 
tion of £1 Is. a year from the funds of each school 
ought to make the college independent of voluntary 
contributions. Even if it were found to be necessary 
to draw £2 2s. a year from the funds of each affiliated 
school, the money would be well spent, and the ex- 
penditure would be as legitimate as the cost of adver- 
tisements, travelling expenses of candidates, and other 
items which swell the " incidental " account when a 
teacher is wanted. 

In the 

AGENCY DEPAETMENT, 

as was foreshadowed in last year's Report, it has 
seemed to your Committee desirable to make several 
changes. 

For many years the Society has employed Agents 
whose time has been spent in going from place to place 
visiting and examining schools, conferring with Com- 
mittees, holding public meetings, and stirring up latent 
educational zeal. Now that the large majority of 
schools are coming under Government Inspection, and 
the Education Department is charged with the duty of 
seeing that schools are provided in sufficient numbers, 
much of this work is less necessary than before. There 
are cases in which material help may be given, as for 
instance when a new school is being started, or when 
some unexpected difficulty arises, or when a public 
examination is to be held. Occasional services are 
more in demand than regular and systematic visitation. 
Retaining Mr. Saunders as agent for the Metropolitan 
and Home districts, your Committee has determined not 
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to appoint any agents in the place of Mr. D. Williams 
and Mr. J. Owen, who have been withdrawn for college 
work, but to seek the occasional assistance, in the 
provincial and Welsh districts, of gentlemen of local 
influence who will do what may seem to the Agency 
Committee to be desirable from time to time. 

Mr. ♦Baxter, Mr. Colborne, Mr. Selden, and others, 
have already visited schools, and conducted private 
and public examinations. But the greater part of 
the agency work of the year has been done by Mr. 
Saunders, Mr. David Williams, and Mr. J. Owen, whose 
reports are subjoined.

"In taking a retrospective view of educational progress in the 
metropolitan and home district during the past year one cannot 
overlook the fact that it has been a year of much change and 
unsettlement to schools already existing, and that consequently there 
has been, on the whole, some decline in the general standard of 
attainment in many of those schools which may be denominated as 
the older ones. There are so many cases in which the teaching 
staff of a school has been interfered with by the removal either of 
the principal or some one or more of the assistant teachers to other 
scenes of action, that this large district, as a whole, has suffered 
some loss. Of course this depression is only temporary, or at least 
it may be hoped so, and perhaps what has been lost in quality has 
been more than compensated by the increased breadth of Bchool 
influence now becoming apparent throughout the metropolis and the 
counties immediately surrounding it. All these changes have con- 
spired to render the work of the agency much less topographically 
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systematic than it would have been under ordinary circumstances, 
because almost every new school enterprise, and quite as frequently 
every change in the internal management of a school, involves a 
request more or less pressing from managers and teachers for counsel 
and aid in re-forming, re-organiziDg, and adapting existing agencies 
to new or altered circumstances. These demands are frequently 
very numerous, but very diverse as to locality and as to the precise 
nature of the assistance they require; but, as far as it has been 
possible, they have been promptly responded to, and, as a rule, such 
services have been thankfully acknowledged. 

" The changes made in the inspection of schools on the part of the 
Committee of Council have had a perceptible influence throughout 
the district, although it has been more marked in some divisions 
than in others. Of course the mere change of inspectors would have 
produced some effect, especially when both managers and teachers 
had become accustomed to the methods and predilections of one 
gentleman whose annual visit had become to them an occurrence of 
somewhat pleasant anticipation, because they knew that their steady 
conscientious endeavours would meet with sympathy and appre- 
ciative commendation and record ; while his successor, knowing 
nothing of the previous work, and of the struggles and disappoint- 
ments which may possibly have embittered some of the former 
years, perhaps passes a comparatively unfavourable judgment upon 
the whole thing because a somewhat ideal standard has not been 
attained which in his opinion seems to be required by the articles of 
' the Code.' I am not sure, however, but that there has sometimes 
been some unnecessary harshness, or the appearance thereof, in the 
application of the code or in the manner of the inspector, and some- 
times, perhaps, in both ; hence have arisen misunderstandings jfhich 
have produced feelings of antagonism resulting in consequences to 
the school of a depressing and even of a disastrous character. The 
meetings of teachers in the different localities of the home district, 
which have been convened to consult and confer with the Society's 
agent, have had much influence in correcting or modifying such 
errors and misunderstandings as have just been referred to. Such 
meetings have at the same time contributed in a good degree to 
encourage the conscientious hard-working teacher by assuring him 
that while some of those who loudly profess to be his friends, and 
the friends of education in general, are proposing to deprive him of 
the means of educating the moral and spiritual nature of the 
children of his charge, and are sometimes directing towards him and 
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his efforts in thft department of his work something which looks 
very like V sneer of contempt, the Committee and the constituency 
of this Society, by their representative, continue to give him the 
assurance of their confidence, and to accord to him an expression of 
their sympathy in the earnest prosecution of his work as a Christian 
teacher. 

" Perhaps it is true that the continued discussions, not to say 
disputes, about the education of the children of the working classes, 
and more particularly about that portion of it which alone is calcu- 
lated to affect the heart and to mould the character for good, may 
ultimately produce beneficial results; but however that may be, 
it is certafc. that at the present time the effects are anything but 
salutary on the teachers and on the schools ; for while the teacher's 
work in its highest departments is being disparaged, and some are 
fiven seeking to cut him off from it altogether, he becpmes the 
ifcbject of disappointment and depression, and gives entertainment 
to the idea of relinquishing a profession in which ere long he may 
be required to act in opposition to his conscience by withholding 
Scripture instruction from his children altogether, or to labour at 
the useless because impossible task of securing moral and spiritual 
results by means merely physical and intellectual. It should be 
remembered, too, that this is the case with those mostly who are 
the very best men among the teachers — and the more so in propor- 
tion to their excellence, — while during all this period of doubt, 
anxiety, and suspense, the schools must be deprived of the energy, 
devotedness, and the enthusiasm which are necessary to make them 
fully what they ought to be. 

" There is one class of schools, however, which is exempted from 
thisjainfavourable influence, and a class too which, as a whole, has 
hard* received during the last few years that amount of attention 
and recognition which it deserves. I allude now to those schools 
which by the Elementary Education Act of 1870 are designated 
Elementary Schools,' as distinguished from those by the same Act 
called 'Public Elementary Schools.' Such schools not being 
inspected by the G-overnment, nor receiving grants of public money, 
are too often either overlooked entirely, or perhaps more frequently 
they are passed by as unworthy of attention, because their educa- 
tional efficiency is supposed to be undoubtedly much below that of 
those which enjoy the advantages of State aid and inspection. In 
relation to many of these schools this is a great mistake, and involves 
towards them, their managers, and their teachers, considerable 
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injustice. Of course there are among tbem many whose value is 
comparatively small, and some few that only stand in the way of 
something better ; but as much may be said of some schools under 
inspection ; still for numbers, regularity, and punctuality of attend- 
ance, and for the extent and solidity of the secular education given 
in them, there are some of these uninspected schools that are in 
no respect inferior to the others; while in most of them the 
Scripture instruction is as extended and accurate as the most ardent 
advocate of that most important of all the subjects of school 
teaching could desire. In some instances these schools enjoy a 
popularity and display an amount of efficiency which none around 
them can acquire or present. In Borne the teachers are certificated 
and in others they are not. 

The many and complex regulations under which the teachers ot 
schools under inspection have now to pursue the duties of their 
calling, and the frequent changes in the regulations of the code and 
in the orders of school boards, all tend to render the aid of the 
Committee, through their agents, continually and everywhere 
desirable, nay, almost indispensable. To a great extent this need 
can be met by the teachers being called together occasionally at 
different centres, and advised with as a body ; but in the greatest 
number of cases individual interviews are the only really adequate 
opportunities for meeting the necessities of the separate cases. 

" Much attention too is still required to be paid to the way in 
which young teachers enter upon their work, and to the $eans by 
which they can adapt themselves to the requirements and specialities 
of their situations. As pupil-teachers and students, they have had 
others to lean upon, and now for the first time, and at a most import- 
ant crisis, they find themselves thrown on their own resources. A 
word of counsel now is felt to be of the greatest value. School 
managers, too, are not infrequently glad to obtain the opinions and 
to secure the results of an experience obtained in a wide area and 
through a long period of work in this interesting but arduous 
enterprise. 

" On the whole, I believe a fair summary of the school work of 
the year, so far as it has come under my own observation, may be 
presented by saying that the numbers of the children of the labouring 
poor brought under instruction have been considerably augmented, 
and provision made for a still further extension of the benefits of 
popular education in connection with instruction iu Holy Scripture ; 
while to some extent, and perhaps unavoidably, the tone and status 
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of many of the already existing schools have been in a small degree 
depressed, in consequence of the changes going on around them, and 
in many instances affecting their own operations, so that there has 
been some loss in efficiency accompanying the great gain in ex- 
tension."

Mr. Williams writes : — 



" I have to report once more upon the operations of the British 
and Foreign School Society, and the state of British school education 
in Wales and Monmouthshire. This I undertake with much pleasure, 
inasmuch as the liberality and untiring efforts of the society have 
been attended with results which are truly remarkable. 

" In retiring from the agency field, where I have laboured dili- 
gently for nine years, to occupy a responsible situation in connection 
with the Society's new Female Training College at Swansea, I may 
be permitted to review briefly the history of the doings and achieve- 
ments of the Society in the Principality. 

" About thirty years ago the Society directed its attention and 
extended its operations more fully into our land. It found here an 
extensive field, ripe for the harvest. There was a lamentable defi- 
ciency of day schools ; a feeble but increasing desire for education ; 
and the principles of the Society, being' admirably adapted to meet 
the peculiar state of parties in Wales, met with such a hearty recep- 
tion, that in spite of the most active opposition from a powerful 
portion of the community, they have been so generally adopted that 
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there is hardly a town, village, or district of any importance without 
a British school. 

" In 1843 there were, as far as I have been able to ascertain, in the 
whole of the Principality only eight British schools. In 1863 there 
were at least 250, and at the present time there are no fewer than 
500, with an attendance of about 60,000 scholars. 

"It may be remarked that a large proportion of these schools 
would compare not unfavourably as to numbers and efficiency with 
any similarly situated schools in the kingdom. 

" It cannot but be highly gratifying to the friends of Scriptural 
and unsectarian education to dwell upon the pleasing fact that the 
liberality and foresight of the founders and early promoters of this 
compact and efficient system enabled them to set up a type of school 
and to choose the very path which the Government of the country 
proposed for the adoption of the Legislative Council of our nation 
sixty-five years afterwards. But for the determined efforts that are 
put forth to extend and perpetuate denominational schools, our prin- 
ciples, with much advantage to the cause of education, would have 
been all but universally adopted in this country. There is a gigantic 
struggle going on, the interest at stake is one of paramount import- 
ance, and it behoves us to be vigilant and energetic. 

" School boards are now doing the work of our agency to a con- 
siderable extent ; and it is evident that the one great work of the 
Society in Wales, at the present time, is to provide qualified teachers. 
Unless this be done on a much more extensive scale than at any 
former period, our machinery must come to a standstill." 

Mr. Joseph Owen adds, — 

" In North Wales the agitation for school boards which took place 
during the winter of 1870-1 forms a remarkable contrast to the 
educational calm of the past nine months. It is not to be denied that 
a reactionary feeling has set in, owing chiefly to the difficulties 
created by the 25th clause of the Education Act. Some localities 
are waiting to profit by the experience of their more enterprising 
neighbours who have been successful in obtaining boards. Others, 
having formally applied for a board and getting no reply to their 
application, have become indifferent in the matter by reason of hope 
deferred. However, it is gratifying to see that the boards already 
constituted — about fifty in number — are, with one or two exceptions, 
doing their work well. In some places schools have been opened in 
temporary buildings until proper accommodation can be provided. 
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Of the four great slate-mining districts, Llanberis, Festiniog, and 
Nantlle have school boards, whilst Bethesda is without one. 

"This period, I am happy to state, has not been unmarked by 
voluntary efforts to establish schools on the principles of the Society. 
New schools have been opened at Mostyn, TYynongroew, Gronant — 
three places on the north coast between Chester and Ehyl— Bhos- 
tryfan (Carnarvon), G-wytherin (Denbigh), Llanfairpwllgwyngyll 
(Anglesey), and Carnarvon. The school at G-lyndyfrdwy (Llan- 
gollen) has been placed under inspection. The above new schools 
are all under inspection, and are doing their work successfully so far. 
Conferences and consultations with members of school boards have 
formed a new and important feature in my work during the period. 
Before the year is out it is anticipated a large number of board 
schools will be either completed or in course of erection. 

" A Teachers' Association has been organized in the Porfcmadoc 
district, which gives promise of permanence and success. ,, 

THE BOOK DEPARTMENT 

presents no newfeature of interest ; school materials of all 
kinds are kept in stock, or at once procured and supplied 
to the schools at reduced prices, and the amount of the 
sales during the past year shows that the efforts of the 
Depositary are not made in vain. 

GRANTS OF MONEY AND MATERIALS 

have been made to seven schools in the metropolitan 
districts, to twenty-four schools in various parts of 
England, and to fourteen schools in Wales. These 
grants have been and are still in many cases almost 
necessary to the existence of the schools. This is 
especially the case now that small and poorly supported 
schools are endeavouring to come up to the Government 
requirements so as to obtain a grant. One instance 
may be presented in detail : — 

" I venture to beg that you will lay before the Committee of the 
British and Foreign School Society the case of our British school, 
together with my urgent request for a grant of new books and other 
school materials. 
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" The school has existed nineteen years, and it was for eleven yearn 
after its foundation the only public day school Jar the poor existing in 
our parish, For eight years a National school, under Government 
inspection, and receiving Government aid, has existed, but our 
school still enjoys a large measure of popular favour. Our school is 
1 mixed,' under a mistress, and the average attendance is about 70. 
Taking away the summer quarter, when the children are engaged in 
pea-picking, the average for the remaining three quarters would be 
very much higher. 

" The trust deed, executed eighteen years ago, contains the follow- ^ 
ing clause : — 

" ' Upon trust for the purposes of a school to be conducted upon the 
principles of the British and Foreign School Society, wherein children 
of all denominations shall be instructed in a religious spirit, but 
wherein no religious catechism or formulary except the Holy Scrip- 
tures be used, nor any religious test shall be applied, and wherein no 
restraint shall at any time be put upon the right of the parents or 
guardians to send their children or wards to such place of religious 
worship as they, he, or she may think fit.' 

" Hitherto the school has been sustained purely by voluntary 
means, without connection with any particular society. The late 
Samuel Gurney, Esq., was largely a benefactor. For years his sons 
liberally assisted. These sources of help have ceased, and others 
also ; and we are now taking steps to put the Bchooi under Govern- 
ment inspection. The Inspector is to pay his first visit on the 18th 
inst. We hope our school may receive aid, and our teacher (who is 
very efficient, but uncertificated) receive a certificate under clause 59 
of the new code. We are greatly pressed by want of books, &c, 
and have not money enough in hand, or due in the form of subscrip- 
tions, to meet the urgent need of the school." 

The importance of the educational movements in ; 
England have somewhat interfered with the i 
FOEEIGN OPEEATIONS. I 

Your Committee has, however, been able to give j 
some assistance in grants of money and materials, or the , 
engagement of teachers, to schools in France, Spain, 
Greece, Africa, Madagascar, the West Indies, and the 1 
South Seas. In 

FRANCE 

the effect of the disastrous war and subsequent disor- 
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ganized state of the country was most unfavourable to 
the progress of education. Two instances of this may- 
be cited. A little school in Brittany was brought 
under the notice of your Committee by a gentleman 
who had been visiting in the neighbourhood, and a 
small grant of materials despatched. During the past 
year the teacher has written as follows : — 

" Haying promised an annual report on our work of teaching here, 
I now fulfil my promise by saying that owing to the dreadful war of 
1870-1, we have had to attend more to instruction in secular matters 
tban to evangelization. The country was troubled and minds were 
uneasy ; however, for my share I have had during the year thirty- 
eight pupils, and Mademoiselle Morvine Shaw, my sister-in-law, 
eighteen pupils. Last Pentecost we gathered our young folks, and 
seventy-three children of all ages, all natives of Brittany and 
Catholics, recited verses of Scripture which had been taught them. 

" As a proof of the check caused to our work by war, you will 
not wonder if I state that sixteen of the young men I taught were 
enrolled as soldiers, and myself also ; I escaped fortunately, active 
service not being required of roe." 

An appeal was made to your Committee on behalf of 
a society in France which aims at the establishment 
of Protestant schools, and the training of teachers for 
these schools* It was established in 1829. 

" Its beginning was humble. The first step was to ameliorate as 
much as possible the position of teachers in country places, and to 
provide schools with the furniture and books which they required. 
As the resources increased, new schools were opened in such 
localities as had till then been left unprovided. The special solici- 
tude of the society was turned towards the Hautes-Alpes, the Civennes, 
and Poitou, those ancient strongholds of French Protestantism, and 
soon its influence was felt over the whole of France. Up to the 
year 1846 the teachers employed or assisted by the Society had been 
educated in normal schools belonging to the State. In that year 
this society established at Courbevoie, near Paris, a normal school 
for male teachers. In 1855 a normal school for female teachers was 
founded at Boissy St. Leger, near Paris. These two establishments 
provided the French Protestant population with more than 400 male 
and female teachers. The blessing of God rested on these various 
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works, and happy results were apparent, both in the development of 
Christian life and in the progress of instruction. The standard of 
popular learning in French Protestantism has been notably raised 
during the last twenty years ; certain parts of Prance may be said 
to have been transformed. 

" At the beginning of the war of 1 870 the Society supported— 
1st. The normal school of male teachers at Courbevoie, with thirty- 
two pupils. 2nd. The normal school of female teachers at Boissy 
St. Leger, with twenty-six pupils. 3rd. The" preparatory school for 
infant school teachers, situated No. 19, Rue Tournefort, Paris. It j 
also gave grants, 4thly, to six model and normal schools in the i 
provinces : — Dieu-le-Pit (Drome), Mens (Isere), Penetranges (Meur- 
the), Montbeliard et G-lay (Franche Comte), Nimes (Gard). 5th. 
It had contributed during that year to the establishment of eighteen 
new schools, and to the maintenance of 226 schools for primary | 
instruction, of which 150 were schools for girls. 

" The invasion struck Protestantism to the heart. The resources 
of the Society were almost exhausted. A great part of the Protest- 
ant churches, especially in the north and in the east, were ruined hy 
that war, and could no longer send their ordinary contributions. 
The normal schools of Courbevoie and Boissy St. Leger had been 
devastated, and closed for ten months." 

Your Committee would gladly have given effectual 
aid, but only felt at liberty to make a small donation. 
M. Gaudard, the Principal of the Training College at 
Courbevoie, returned to Paris as soon as it was possible 
to recommence work, and writes : — 

"The normal school was reopened on the 19th September. My 
occupation has been incessant. The buildings had to be repaired, 
the position- of affairs to be estimated, and our pupils, scattered by 
the storm, to be reassembled. God has been with me. I have 
29 pupils glad to come back again. We have resumed our occu- 
pations with new ardour. The financial aspect of affairs is dark. 
Our reserve fund will carry us through the session 1870-1. "We 
shall begin the session of 1872 without debt, but also without 
resources. The estimate of expenses for 1872 is 110,000 francs, the 
receipts only 80,000 francs. There will thus be a deficit of 30,000 
francs at least. But God will not desert us. To curtail our 
expenses so much we shall be obliged to reduce the grants in aid 
about half." 
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The educational movement in 

SPAIN 

is one of intense interest. Your Committee has been 
in communication with an active earnest friend resident 
in the country, who writes: — 

" The hope of the gospel lies in the evangelical schools. Doubt- 
less there are conversions amongst the grown-up people who are 
changed by the Spirit of the Lord, but the teaching of Borne has 
so degraded them that they will always suffer more or less from it, 
and their Christianity is of a low type. Not so with the young ; 
we reach them before they have been morally defiled ; they have a 
conscience; they delight in Bible teaching, and where this is of 
the right kind, its power on the daily conduct is apparent. 

" Spanish children are bright and intelligent, highly gifted as far 
as memory and imagination are concerned : their weak points are 
indolence (the great failing of the Spanish people), and a lack of 
perseverance. And yet I have learned by personal experience that 
proper training can overcome both these sad defects. 

"The first Protestant school was opened in October, 1869; in 
consequence of the ill-treatment that the Sunday school boys were 
suffering in the Eoman Catholic day schools, only children of 
Protestants were admitted, yet, commencing with some 12 boys, 
the number soon reached 30. Proper teaching told rapidly on 
them ; so much so that Soman Catholic parents applied to the 
writer to admit their children into the school, seeing what <c Pro- 
testant teaching " was doing for the children of their neighbours. 
Before two years were over I was compelled to close the school ; 
but the following results had been attained. (1) Two of the boys, 
aged thirteen and eleven, had died, giving clear evidences of con- 
version. (2) Eight others had been selected by an American lady to 
join her college, where Spanish boys are being trained for the ministry 
in Spain, and the reports of their conduct and progress in their 
studies are satisfactory. And (3) a Protestant schoolmaster, who, 
I learn from his pastor, gives entire satisfaction, had been trained. 

"Such results have encouraged me to attempt the opening of 
another school, but to be of a higher class, open to all who like to 
send their children to it on payment of school fees, and consent to 
the class of instruction which will be given. 

" Por my object is one— the conversion to God of every boy that 
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comes to the school. I know nothing of sects nor of sectarian 
differences; nor shall controversy against the Roman Catholic 
church he taught in the school in any form ; but, 1st, the conversion 
of the boys, and 2ndly, that they be made by education intelligent 
Christians, this I do aim at, and by God's grace expect to attain. 

M Then there is another part of the plan — the training of the boys 
as pupil-teachers ; next, as teachers. 

" I am not without hope that picked boys from the other Pro- 
testant schools of Spain may be sent to us when our school is well 
known; this in due course. At present there are at Barcelona 
several Protestant schools numerously attended; also at Seville; 
at Jirez boys' and girls' schools ; and at Cadiz and -Malaga ; at 
Cordova, Valladolid, Zaragoza, Huelva, Granada, boys' schools : at 
Madrid we have three girls' and five boys' schools. 

" We have been able to secure very desirable premises in one of 
the principal streets of Madrid, opposite to the university, and on 
the 1st of May propose opening the school : I will send you, as 
soon as printed, onr prospectus. 

" The teacher arrived safely on the 9th instant, and is now busily 
engaged rubbing up his Spanish. I believe he will learn rapidly 
correct Spanish, and be a very useful man. The Spaniards are 
taking very kindly to him. He sends you his kind regards and 
many thanks for your remembrance of him. 

" I enclose the receipt for the money granted by the Society 
with many thanks." v 

Your Committee was happy to be the means of finding 
the teacher referred to, and giving such pecuniary aid as 
the funds allowed. 

From 

CONSTANTINOPLE 

a teacher writes : — 

" I find the children exceedingly quick and intelligent, so that it 
is extremely pleasant to teach them, although their very quickness 
of perception renders them more difficult to deal with than English 
children are. 

"No less than five different languages are spoken in the school; 
some of the newer pupils, indeed, cannot speak English at all, which 
makes it very awkward for me at times ; but time will, I hope, 
remove that difficulty. 
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"The Misses Walsh are certainly doing a great work here ; they 
do not choose to be called missionaries, but for all that it is surely 
real mission work to teach the Bible, and to set such an example of 
Christian life as they do." 

The accounts from the 

BAHAMAS 

are on the whole satisfactory. The teachers sent out 
are doing well. Of one of them a local paper in giving 
an account of the annual public examination of the 
school states : — 

" Mr. Begrie, the Principal, appears to be a most indefatigable 
teacher, and under his management the school has wonderfully pro- 
gressed. On entering the school we could not but admire the clean 
and tidy appearance which the boys presented, giving sure proof that 
they were cared for and attended to at home. Order and discipline, 
those two essential requisites in every well-conducted school, were 
observed and maintained throughout, notwithstanding there were 
137 boys present, and could not fail to attract the attention of every 
one; and, in the cases of those who have statedly attended the 
examinations, a conviction of the improvement which has taken 
place in these respects must have been experienced." 

Mr. Blair, the Inspector, writes that — 

" The past year has been marked by sustained progress, and the 
following comparison proves that this progress has been steady ever 
since the passing of the Act under which the Board of Education is 
established : —

" Among the hindrances to the progress of Education may be 
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mentioned, first, the irregularity of attendance, which in many cases 
is not more than two days per week; second, the apathy of many of 
the parents, together with their extreme poverty; third, the want of 
regularly trained teachers. 

" With reference to the first and second of these difficulties no 
satisfactory remedy has yet been suggested. The inspector of 
schools recommends the establishment of a system of compulsory 
attendance, but at the same time admits that * the isolated position 
of the different islands renders their efficient government or educa- 
tion a matter of great difficulty, involves a very large expense, and ^ i 
perhaps the enforcement of a complete system of compulsory 
education is not only impracticable, but absolutely impossible/ | 

"The want of regularly trained teachers has been referred to 
before, and although there are three boys in training at the Central 
School, and two at Harbour Island, the supply is not equal to the 
demand. Negotiations between the trustees of the Mico Training 
Institution, Jamaica, and the Board have been entered into. 

"The 'Education Act' requires that the inspector of schools 
shall visit and examine once a year, and in many cases this is the 
only supervision exercised over the out-island schools. It has been 
suggested that every school should be examined at least half-yearly 
and classified in order of merit ; and whenever practicable, as in the 
island of New Providence, quarterly . 

**#***## 

" The greatest care has been exercised in maintaining the unsec- 
tarian character of the schools, and with a view to prevent the 
possible infringement through ignorance or inadvertence of the 7th 
section, 27 Vict., c. 35, a copy of this regulation has been sent to 
every teacher in the Board's employ." 

An interesting summary of the state of education in 
the 

SOUTH SEAS 

is given by the Rev. W. W. Gill, of Mangaia : — 

" As secretary to the Hervey Group Mission, I forward to you a copy 
of a minute passed at the annual meeting of our committee, held on 
this island on the 1st inst. 

" No. XII. * That we make an application to the British and 
Foreign School Society for greatly needed aid in regard to maps and 
school materials for the principal stations of the Hervey Group.' 
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"There are on Barotonga five villages, each possessing a church 
and a school-house, built of stone, besides our institution for training 
native pastors and evangelists. Each of these officiates as master of 
a children's school when appointed to a station. The maps formerly 
adorning the walls of the students' lecture-room at Avarua, Baro- 
tonga, have been entirely destroyed by successive hurricanes. The 
efficiency of the entire mission will be destroyed if the fountain-head 
of our native ministry, which is virtually our normal school, be not 
at once supplied with necessary school material. 

" The same remarks will in a modified degree apply to the lovely 
island of Artutoki, with its school -loving population. It has two 
villages, each adorned with a stone church and a very substantial 
school-house — buildings that would not disgrace an English village. 
But without maps, slates, and copy-books, but little real intellectual 
progress can be made. 

" My own station, Mangaia, has already tasted of your generosity. 
For the principal station, Oneroa, with its population of 1,100 souls 
—half the entire number for the island, — I ask nothing. We are 
already well off, thanks to your timely aid. 

" But the other two villages — Iverina, with a population of 400 ; 
Tamarua, with a population of upwards of 650 — deserve help. I have 
given them part of the grant made to Mangaia, but I could not cut 
up our noble map of the world so as to give each a share. 

" Our resolution does not refer to oitf-stations under the care of 
native pastors, and but rarely visited by the missionary. Our depu- 
tation has just returned from a visit of inspection to Atin, Mitiaro, 
Manke, Penrhyris, Bakaanga, Manihiki, and Bukapuka, where our 
first John Williams met her fate. In each of these islands there 
are substantial school-houses as well as chapels, and it is interesting 
to know that these school-houses are used by the adult population as 
well as by children. The islanders learn to read the book of life, 
and acquire the art of writing and arithmetic. Their slates are few 
and far between, and are valued like old gold. Some of them were 
contributed by friends atWollongoug, &c.,in Australia, and were distri- 
buted by me in 1863. Eor six years these sheep in the wilderness . 
have been unvisited, because we had no missionary vessel. That they 
steadfastly adhere to the truth is a matter for deep gratitude to God. 
Now our resolution does not refer to these seven islands, the entire 
population of which is Christian, and open to instruction ; but if 
some one should compassionate their truly forlorn condition, and give 
a special donation to your noble Society, enable you to make 
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another grant for the special good of these outlying islands, a great 
boon would be conferred, ay, and a most acceptable service rendered 
in the sight of Him who declares ' all souls to be His,' irrespective 
of colour and race, and even including the half-amphibious natives of 
these, lagoon and almost sunken coral islets. 

" The island of Atin alone, with its 900 inhabitants, is volcanic. 
The other six are but a few feet above the level of the ocean, which 
sometimes threatens to engulf them. For generations they have lived 
and died in heathen isolation from all the world. It is not wonderful 
that to such the names of Jerusalem, Bethlehem, Babylon, Egypt, 
Tyre, &c, &c., should seem to belong to fairy-land, much like the 
names continually occurring in their ancient myths and songs. A 
man who had actually been to these interesting places would be 
regarded with astonishment, and the natives would probably say, 
1 To think that these countries and cities are actually in existence ! 1 
It is the distinctive glory of Christianity, as opposed to their old 
pagan faith, that it is historical ; whilst the latter is purely mythical, 
and contradicted by experience." 

The case of Mar£, mentioned in last year's Report, 
seeming to be a deserving one, your Committee sent 
out some materials, which are acknowledged by the Rev. 
J. Jones, who adds, — 

" Mrs. Jones had forty-four scholars in her boarding school, who 
are mostly exceedingly anxious to learn." 

Mr. Shaw writes from 

MADAGASCAR. 
" Under my charge and supervision are 63 schools, with an aggre- 
gate of 3,800 scholars, children of people among the poorest it has 
ever been my lot to dwell amongst. They are but just emerging 
from heathenism, and are evincing the most earnest desire for educa- 
tion. "We are backed up by Government in our efforts to form 

schools and fill them I have a training school here, in 

the chief town of 300 in attendance, with nearly 400 on the books, 
and many of these are made to walk twenty miles and over to attend 
school ; there being none between their houses and this. I have 
forty pupil-teachers bound to me for three years, whom I instruct 
after school hours. These will be able to take the charge of village 
schools at the end of that term ; many are old enough now, for our 
scholars are not confined to children by any means, and many are 
>lder than myself." 
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Good accounts continue to come from 

INDIA 

respecting Mr. Rodgers at the Punjab. Dr. Smith, 
the editor of the Friend of India, speaking some 
time ago at Edinburgh, said, — 

" It would not be too much to say that the Society's Normal 
Institution in TJmritsur has been made by Mr. Kodgers the best 
training school in Northern India. It well deserves the fine 
building which has been given it. The official and secular Inspector 
of schools in that district of the Punjab also bears striking testi- 
mony to the same effect. His language at the same time reflects so 
severely on the so-called Normal Schools of G-overnment, and so 
shows the necessity and value of this work, that you will permit me 
to quote it. 

" ' The course of instruction,' the Inspector says, writing of your 
Omritsur school, ' is the same as that followed in the Government 
Normal School, with the addition of excellent instruction in the theory 
and practice of teaching, which we have not been able to obtain. 9 
Now the very object and aim of a normal school is, and has always 
been supposed to be, 'instruction in the theory and practice of 
teaching.' If the Government Normal Schools of the Punjab do 
not, as the Inspector so naively confesses, communicate such instruc- 
tion, what is the reason of their existence ? The truth is, that not 
only in the Punjab, as he admitted, but all over India, there is hardly 
a school for training schoolmasters worthy of the name, except those 
conducted by some missionary society. Generally conducted by 
Hindoo masters, who have not themselves received any sufficient 
training in Paideutics, these Government Normal Schools do little 
more than communicate the elements of arithmetic, geography, 
history, and grammar, according to Western methods, to the Gooroos 
or Puntojees (native masters) of indigenous schools. To do this is 
much : it is the day of small things in India. But the Christian 
Vernacular Education Society, and the missions which it assists, do 
far more even from a secular point of view, while they add that 
which is above all price — the Christian training." 

The society which supports Mr. Rodgers has opened 
another institution at Ahmednuggur, to which your 
Committee most heartily wishes success. 
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" The buildiog itself is plain, commodious, and utilitarian rather 
than ornamental ; but at the same time it forms a pleasing feature 
of the particular locality in which it is placed, and is in every way 
suitable for our work. The accommodation comprises a hall, two 
class-rooms, practising schoolroom, private rooms, &c, affording 
accommodation for about fifty Btudents, besides the ordinary pupils 
for the practising school. At some distance, on the same premises, 
stand two houses for the native masters, and a row of dormitories 
for the students. The cost of the whole was between £1,300 and 
£1,400, and of this sum the Bombay Government liberally con- 
tributed about £600. The remainder was given by friends in 
special donations to the building funds, so that no part of the 
expense of the buildings has been drawn from the ordinary income 
of the Society ; and in reviewing the career of the institution its 
friends should not overlook this outstanding fact. As yet there is 
no dwelling-house for the principal, which is certainly needed, for 
his own comfort, and for the efficient superintendence of the estab- 
lishment." 

It will be seen from the glance thus taken at the 
foreign correspondence that the openings for usefulness, 
and the appeals for help, multiply in every direction. 
Your Committee is obliged to stay the promptings of 
sympathy by the recollection of the greater claims, at 
this moment, of our own country. 

Your Committee has to call attention to the state of 
the 

.FINANCES. 

As will be seen from the balance-sheet, there is an 
excess of expenditure over income for the year 1871 of 
nearly £1,100, in addition to the £1,500 borrowed from 
the bankers on account of the College Extension Fund. 
This looks more serious than it really is. By a change 
in the mode of paying the Government grant to the 
Training Colleges, £498 came into the previous year, 
earlier than was expected, and in consequence of this, 
and other exceptional receipts, a balance of £650 was 
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brought forward. This balance reduces the amount, 
and the falling in of the residue of Dawe's estate since 
the close of the year has enabled your Committee to 
make good the deficiency by the sale of £2,088 worth 
of stock, besides reserving something for future contin- 
gencies. As, however, Rowlett's estate and Dawe's 
estate are both wound up, and nothing further is to be 
expected from these exceptional sources of income, it 
will be well to explain exactly how matters stand. The 
income and expenditure of the year may be grouped 
under two heads, the Fire and College Extension 
account, and the Ordinary account. The donations to 
meet the extraordinary expenditure rendered neces- 
sary by the fire and the amount available for the 
building at the Borough Road and Stockwell, and the 
adapting and furnishing the colleges at Darlington 
and Swansea, was £2,567 8s. 5d., the payments re- - 
quired being £4,844 15s. 7d. The deficiency on these 
two accounts was therefore £2,277 7s. 2d., in reference 
to which your Committee would say, exceptional expen- 
diture must be met by exceptional means. It is the 
deficiency under the other head, caused by the excess of 
ordinary expenditure over ordinary income, which calls 
for most serious consideration. It is only by constant 
vigilance and great care that the expenditure has been 
kept within £300 of the income, and your Committee 
would submit that some branch of the Society's work 
must be curtailed, or a larger income must be gathered in. 
Any saving which may be effected in the Agency and In- 
spection Department will be much more than balanced by 
the cost of the new colleges at Darlington and Swansea, 
the responsibility of which your Committee has under- 
taken for three and two years respectively. A longer 
subscription list is the thing needed. Old and liberal 
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subscribers axe passing away, and their places are not 
being filled. Your Committee cannot believe that it 
will be necessary to relinquish any branch of the 
Society's work. Further extension is called for. Within 
the past twelve months applications have been made 
for 398 teachers, a considerable number of the schools 
being new, or newly come under Government inspec- 
tion, and requiring for the first time certificated teachers. 
Two hundred and five teachers have been supplied, 122 
from the colleges, and 83 by transfer. In many cases your * 
Committee has been obliged most reluctantly to confess 
that it was impossible to fill the vacancy. And what is 
to be done in the future ? It has been calculated that 
allowing five years for the elaboration of the new educa- 
tional system, the number of teachers required each year 
to keep up and increase the staff will be upwards of 
4,500, of which all the training colleges of the country 
cannot supply more than half. With the uncertainty 
which hangs over the future, your Committee thought 
it best to hire premises for the branch colleges, and for 
a year or two save the expense of building. But surely 
the British and Foreign School Society ought to do its 
part in permanent as well as temporary arrangements 
for the training of teachers. For this your Committee 
pleads. A national system of education is being estab- 
lished — a system in which local interest, local efforts, . 
local management, are called forth, encouraged, and j 
regulated by a central authority ; a system which is to 
grow with the nation's growth, and become perfect only 
when the nature of education is thoroughly understood, 
and the value of education practically recognised, by all. 
Too slowly for some, too rapidly for others, the develop- 
ment of the system is proceeding. Nearly 400 school 
boards exist. Others will be created as soon as the

educational deficiency of the Various neighbourhoods is 
clearly seen. .These boards, or committees, are ap- 
pointed with a single object, "the promotion of educa- 
tion for its own sake, and not for any collateral results, 
such as strengthening a party, or swelling the number 
of a sect." This is of itself encouraging. It indicates a 
fuller acceptance of the views which have been urged 
by the British ahd Foreign School Society for nearly 
seventy years — a nearer approach of the end for which 
A its supporters have toiled and prayed. The Legislature 
has to a large extent accepted the principles of the 
Society ; the school boards are adopting its arrangements. 
Schools are springing up oft every hand, conducted 
according to its plans. The anticipations of its philan- 
thropic founders are being fulfilled. The visions of its 
earliest friehds are seen to have been prophetic. The 
wish of its Eoyal Patron, "that every child in the 
country should become able to read the Bible," seems to 
be on the eve of realization. Surely this is not the 
time for losing heart, or failing in sympathy, or slacken- 
ing effort, or withdrawing support. The field for 
exertion widens, the importance of the work becobaes 
greater as the harvest-time advances. The son's greater 
toil in reaping is fit succession to the father's labour in 
sowing — the provision of teachers is suitable work for 
the Society which suggested and worked for the 
schools. 

To this toil, full as it is of joy and hope, your 
Committee invites its friends. The facts must speak 
for themselves. There are no stirring incidents to re- 
late. No party passions can be called into play. No 
denominational interest can be excited. No appeal 
can be made to the motive power supplied by fer- 
vent zeal for definite and dogmatic teaching. But the 
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facts are eloquent. Here in this Christian country 
is a mass of ignorance, at sight of which the heart 
grows sick. There is a chance of its removal. The 
nation is alive to its existence. Each district is 
providing schools for its children, and is prepar- 
ing" to go out into the highways and hedges and 
compel them to come in. Teachers are required. 
People are asking where they are to come from, and 
even suggesting that secular training colleges must 
be set up. Applications from candidates are coming 
in rapidly. Even with the increased accommodation 
there was not room for. all the applicants last 
Christmas. Your Committee is prepared to expend 
judiciously any money which friends may give. It 
only needs generous and prayerful support to make 
it possible to multiply even ten or twenty-fold, such 
cases as the one referred to in a letter lately received, 
"The teacher you sent us has proved efficient and 
invaluable, and if you can do as well for us again, 
we shall feel doubly indebted. " Those who lift up 
their eyes may see that the fields are " white already 
to the harvest"

EXTEACTS 

FROM LOCAL REPORTS OP AFFILIATED SCHOOLS, 
CORRESPONDENCE, &c, &c. 



Blackheath. "It affords the committee much pleasure to be' able 
again to bear testimony to the merits of the schoolmistress, Miss Fisher, 
who, by her patient efforts for the improvement of the children, has in- 
creasing evidences that those efforts are being blessed of Q-od. The pro- 
gress of the children in the various branches of education is most en- 
couraging. The regular attendance of the children has much improved, 
also their orderly and respectful behaviour in and out of the School 
is a gratifying evidence that there is a religious and moral influence 
exercised over them by the mistress. Number of children on the 
books in the Industrial School, 84 ; average attendance during the 
year, 65 ; number of children on the books in the Infant School, 40, 
average attendance during the year, 31. 

" For many years the late Rev. Joshua Russell, of Blackheath Hill, 
remitted the rent of £12 a year for the Infknt School to one half, 
which was equal to a contribution of £6 a year to the funds of the 
School. His son, Mr. Joseph Russell, of the same place, has very 
generously continued the remission, for which act of liberality the 
Committee take this opportunity of expressing their grateful 
acknowledgm nt nd thanks." 

Oodalming. " At the laying of the memorial stone of the new 
schoolrooms, May 9th, Mr. Pewtress, the secretary, read the following 
interesting document : — 

" At a meeting of some of the principal inhabitants of G-odalining, 
held £t the King's Arms, the 17th of December, 1812, for the pur- 
pose of considering the best means of promoting the education of 
the children of the labouring classes in the parish of G-odalming, 
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after Mr. John Hall Grenham had been unanimously called to the 
chair, and the objects of the meeting had been stated and discussed, 
" It was resolved unanimously — 

" * That a school be opened for the instruction of boys on the 
Boyal Lancasterian plan for the parish of Gtadalming, and that a 
subscription be entered into for that purpose.' 

" This is a copy of the first entry, in the minute book of the 
Godalming British Schools. To explain what is meant by the Boyal 
Lancasterian plan, we must go back to the year 1798, when Jotieph 
Lancaster began his work. To use bis own words — '.The under- 
taking was begun under the hospitable roof of an affectionate parent. 
My father gave the schoolroom, rent free, and, after putting up the 
forms and desks myself, I had the pleasure before I was eighteen 
years of age of having nearly ninety children under instruction, 
many of whom I educated free of expense.' Soon after, as his school 
increased, he removed to the Borough-road, and by the aid of 
subscriptions erected there the necessary buildings for his work. 
Amongst his earliest patrons were the Duke of Bedford, Lord 
Somerville ; and in 1805, George III. and several branches of the 
Boyal Family — especially the Duke of Kent, the noble-minded 
father of our much-loved Queen — gave the sanction of their names 
and the assistance of their subscriptions for carrying out his plans. 
Subsequently Lancaster got into difficulties, and the following five 
gentlemen advanced money, and, as trustees, took the management 
of the school business — Joseph Fox, William Allen, Joseph Foster, 
William Corston, and John Jackson. It was while these gentlemen 
were acting as a committee for the Borough-road school that this 
Godalming school was commenced, and it was under their auspices 
that the first master received his training. What has thus briefly 
been narrated will explain sufficiently what is meant by the Boyal 
Lancasterian plan. 

"The first master was Henry Tickner, who continued in office 
about eighteen years, and who appears to have been a man of ability 
and aptitude for teaching. He was so successful in raising the 
character of the school that one gentleman of position applied to 
have his son admitted as a scholar, but, after considerable discussion, 
the committee decided against his admission. Many tradesmen, 
however, applied to have their boys received into the school, and, 
this was sanctioned by the committee on condition of an annual 
payment of one guinea for every child in addition to the usual 
school fees. Several masters were trained to take charge of other 
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schools by Henry Tickner, and altogether he appears to have been 
an efficient and successful teacher. 

" Before the end of 1813 a committee was formed for the establish- 
ment of a girls' school, and for some time the two schools were 
managed by separate committees. In the following year great 
changes overtook the Borough-road schools. A great meeting was 
held at Freemasons' Tavern, May 21st, 1814, at which the Dukes of 
Kent and Sussex were present, and it was resolved to enlarge the 
operations of Joseph Lancaster's committee by forming the British 
and Foreign School Society, Not very long afterwards thq Gx>dalniing 
School changed its name to the Godalming British Schools, and the 
two schools for boys and girls fell under the management of a single 
committee. 

" A British School is a School for the poor, managed by a com- 
mittee ot the friends of education, selected without any reference to 
political party or religious sect, or so chosen as to represent all 
denominations, carried on by a trained teacher with the assistance 
of pupil-teachers and monitors, and conducted upon the principles of 
the British and Foreign School Society. It would take too much 
time to set out all these principles here, but the first and most im- 
portant is this — 

" In all schools established in connection with, or assisted by, the 
British and Foreign Bible Society, the Holy Scriptures in the 
authorised version, or extracts therefrom, shall be read and taught 

DAILY. 

" The Godalming British School has pursued its useful course for 
nearly sixty years, and this principle of Bible-teaching has been 
faithfully observed in its management, and has been one main cause 
of its success. 

" One of the rules agreed upon at the foundation of this school in 
1812 was that no boy be admitted under six years of age. The pos- 
sibility of teaching infants was in that day not realised. So much 
is the state of school matters altered, that in all probability at the 
present time one-fourth, or even more, of all the children taught 
throughout England are under this age of six. The school premises 
were so arranged as to accommodate about 180 boys and 90 girls, 
which also shows that the efforts of the Committee were mainly 
directed to the teaching of boys, the admission of girls to the benefit 
of the schools being almost an after thought. 

" At the present time there are three principal teachers and three 
pupil teachers employed in teaching about 300 children, of whom

nearly 200 are m daily attendance. The want of proper class-rooms 
for teaching special subjects, and the need of more accommodation 
for the infants, had for a long time been most urgently felt, but it 
was difficult to see how to provide them. The buildings were old, 
and constantly needing [repair, were of mean appearance, and it 
seemed impossible so to arrange them as to meet the school require- 
ments. The examination of the schools on the 13th July, 1871, in 
the Public Hall, led one of our liberal friends — Thomas Simpson, 
Esq., — to offer £100 towards the cost of enlarging and restoring the 
buildings. This generous offer was followed by the promise of a similar 
sum from other kind and earnest friends of the school. The Misses 
IJallam, and Mrs. Birt and many other friends liberally and kindly 
promised their aid ; and, with the generous and cordial sympathy 
displayed towards the old schools, the Committee entertain no doubt 
of being able to carry out their plans to a successful issue. 

" May the restored schools ever continue to teach the truths of 
the Bible. May multitudes of the children of the town and parish 
partake of the benefits of the instruction given in these schools. 
May the work commenced here this day under the auspices of the 
principal inhabitants of the town and parish of all denominations, 
headed by the Lord of the Manor and the Mayor of theJ)orougb, be 
crowned with abundant success ; and for many years to come may 
these schools continue to scatter the seeds of knowledge, and incul- 
cate the lessons of wisdom, so that as we honour the doings of a past 
generation and praise their works, our children, to the latest pos- 
terity, may acknowledge their obligations to us for what is being 
done here this day." 

Owndle. " The Managers having under consideration the recent 
changes in Education, beg to submit the following statements to the 
notice of the public generally. 

" 1st. That the British School, during the past 28 years^ has pro- 
vided a sound Scriptural, unsectarian English education for upwards 
of 5,000 children. 

"2nd. That at the present time there are over 200 children in the 
school under the management of a certificated master, mi assistant 
master, two pupil teachers, ancl a sewing mistress. 

3d. That, according to the regulation of the new code of 1870, 
the government grant on attendance, and results of examination, has 
been increased, but can only be claimed on condition that an equal 
amount be raised by school fees and subscriptions- 
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" 4th. That the Government grant claimable in April next, will 
probably be £120, and it is expected the fees during the school 
year will amount to £60. 

" 5th. That, therefore, to obtain the whole of the grant allowable, 
another £60 will have to be raised by voluntary contributions. 

" The Managers consequently appeal to the liberality of the rate- 
payers of the parish, and the public generally, to enable them to 
carry on the school efficiently under the present arrangements.'! 

Beigate. "The Committee of the Beigate British Schools, in pre- 
senting their annual report to the subscribers and friends, have 
much pleasure in referring to another year of successful effort to 
instruct the children attending these schools. 

" In order to secure a grant from the Education Department, and 
to meet the requirements of the Government, it was necessary to 
diminish the number of children attending the girl's school. This 
step caused a decrease in the income derived from the school pay- 
ments. The committee have also now engaged a certificated teacher at 
an increased salary. Thus they had to meet an additional expendi- 
ture with a diminished income, and had it not been for the kindness 
of John Hackblock, Esq., Alfred J. Waterlow, Esq., and William S, 
Brown, Esq., who have given donations to supply the deficiency, the 
committee would have had to report an expenditure considerably in 
excess of their receipts. To these gentlemen, therefore, the best 
thanks of the committee have been given. 

" Owing to the change of Her Majesty's Inspector of Schools fotf 
this district, the second inspection of the boy's 'school (which would 
have been in June) did not take place until September. 

44 The result of this examination was very satisfactory. 

44 The Inspector writes in his report, 4 That the boys passed very 
creditably in their various standards,' and that the discipline is 
efficiently maintained. 

" He recommends, however, that the infants should be taught in a 
separate room, and that class rooms be added to both schools. This 
recommendation your committee will most willingly adopt, when they 
can obtain the necessary funds. 

44 One gratifying result of the Government examination and inspec- 
tion is, that Mr. Charles Heather, who has been the master of the 
boy's school for so many years, and who has been so successful with 
his pupils, has obtained a certificate from the committee of council 
on education. Both schools are now under government inspection. 
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"The Committee cannot conclude their report without thanking the 
subscribers generally, and expressing a confidence that the continued 
effective working of the schools will enable them to obtain means to 
maintain the present efficiency of the schools, and to carry out 
improvements in the building at some not distant period." 

Sydenham. "In presenting the 21st Eeport of the Sydenham 
British Schools, the Committee have the pleasing task of recording a 
decided advance in the prosperity of the Institution during the past 
year. The number of scholars now on the books is 431, being an 
increase of fifty -one on those of the previous year, thus raising the 
total to what it was for 1869, and reaching within twenty-nine of the 
register of 1867, when the numbers reached the high level of 460. 
The school fees for the past year amounted to £245 6s. 8d., or less 
by £6 Is. lid. than the total of the previous year; but the explana- 
tion of this deficiency is to be found in the fact that for the first 
time the scale of fees was reduced last year to the standard pre- 
scribed for elementary schools by the Education Act, and the charge 
for scholars in the more advanced classes was lowered from one 
shilling to ninepence per week. The effect of this reduction over 
the whole year may be estimated as no less than £30, so that but 
for this alteration the amount of school fees would have kept pace 
with the increase of scholars, and would have shown an advance of 
about £24 over those of the preceding year. 

" The main topic dwelt upon in last year's report was the measures 
then in progress for putting the entire school on a footing to entitle it 
to participate in the Government Education Grant for all its depart- 
ments. This had been accomplished only as far as the girls' schools 
was concerned, but in the following August the boys' school was 
approved of for the grant, and will be entitled to participate therein 
for the fourteen months ending Michaelmas next, subject to a favour- 
able report from H.M.S. Inspector in October. Connected with this 
subject the Committee have much pleasure in announcing that the 
master of the boys' school, Mr. Bird, has been successful in obtaining 
a Government certificate of the second class, having sat for examina- 
tion with this object in December last. He is, therefore, now in a 
position to take charge of pupil teachers, and to carry on the school 
in perfect accordance with the requirements of the Education Act, 
so as to obtain the maximum amount of grant from the Education 
Department. 

" The Committee have a like gratifying announcement to make with 
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reference to the infants' school, its teacher, Miss Ghindry, having 
passed a successful examination in December last. This department 
will, therefore, be entitled to the grant from the beginning of the 
year, subject to the usual examination by the Government Inspector 
in October next. 

" The entire school is now, therefore, in full connection with the 
Education Department at Whitehall, and the system of instruction 
prescribed by the Apt is carried out in all its details. The Com- 
mittee feel bound to express their gratification at this result, which 
has not been attained without great energy and self-denial on the 
part of the various teachers; and they take this opportunity of 
expressing their deep sense of the zeal and ability with which the 
whole staff have co-operated with the Committee in raising the 
school to its present improved position. It is worthy of note that 
these schools — whilst imparting an education embracing Bible teach- 
ing to the children of the industrial classes, without distinction of 
sect or party, and without the use of catechism, creed, or formula — 
have endeavoured to keep pace with the more liberal views of ele- 
mentary instruction which characterize the present time. The 
i- Bystem of Scripture teaching, which they have carried out for many 
years, is identical with that established by the London School Board, 
and the course of daily study in grammar, geography, history, Ac. 
is of the same character as that prescribed for board schools. In extra 
subjects provision is made for giving instruction in the elements of 
physiology and vocal music, whilst drill is taught the boys, in accord- 
ance with the rules in the G-overment Red Book ; and the girls are 
carefully instructed in needle-work, knitting, &c. The Committee 
will retain the management of these schools so long as they have the 
requisite public countenance and support, which they trust will be 
freely bestowed for so good a work in the future as it has been in 
the past. They are deeply sensible of the advantages, both direct 
and indirect, of G-overment supervision and aid, but they still require 
the liberal contributions of the friends of unsectarian education to help 
them to maintain the schools in the highest degree of efficiency, and 
also to liquidate the debt incurred in their extension. They have 
been deeply indebted for several years to the kindness and general 
sity of t^eir esteemed treasurer for an advance of about £250, with- 
out which they could not have furnished the accommodation for girls 
and infants, which these schools, with such important public advan- 
tage, have afforded for the last seven years. Their earnest desire is 
not to tax such indulgence longer than they can possibly help, and 
they hope by the zeal and liberality of both old friends and new, to 
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tepay a fair proportion of this advance bef the close of the present 
year, and to continue their efforts, year by year, until the whole is 
liquidated. 

" To another generous and tried friend, Gk Offor, Esq., the Com-* 
mittee are indebted for the handsome silver medals, which are 
keenly competed for, and highly prized by the fortunate recipients. 
They trust that to all who have thus helped to educate a larger 
portion of the rising generation of this important neighbourhood, 
the reward will not be wanting of seeing them grow up to be an 
element of strength to the community by their virtuous and intelli- 
gent lives." 

" Wubech. The thirty-second annual meeting of the subscribers 
was held in the school-house, 4th April, 1872 ; Jonathan Peckover , 
Esq., in the chair. Pour thousand one hundred and eighty seven 
boys have been admitted into the school since it was instituted in May, 
1889. The number of boys in the school at the last annual meeting* 
310 ; number of boys now in school, 292 ; average weekly paid atten- 
dance during the year, 245. At present 22 boys are reading mono- 
syllables ; 88 can read easy narratives ; 182 read books of general 
information ; 270 write in copy books ; 143 learn the simple roles 
of arithmetic ; 82 compound rules, weights, and measures ; 37 reduc- 
tion to practice ; 30 vulgar and decimal fractions, higher rules — men- 
suration and algebra. All are instructed in geography ; 149 in gram- 
mar ; 67 in composition ; 140 in history ; and 110 in drawing on 
paper. All boys who write in copy books are taught object drawing. 
The committee have the satisfaction to submit the following parts of 
the Seportof H.M. Inspector, Rev. D. I. Stewart, M.A., on his visit 
to the school, 2nd May, 2872. ' The general state of the school does 
Mr. Miller great credit ; many of the elder boys do their work very 
well.'"

BRITISH SCHOOLS AND BOABD SCHOOLS. 

A British School is a School for the poor,-r 
managed by a Committee of the friends of Education 
selected without any reference to political party or re- 
ligious sect, or so chosen as to represent all denomina- 
tions, — carried on by a trained teacher, with such 
assistance from pupil-teachers and monitors as may be 
necessary, — and conducted on the principles of the 
British and Foreign School Society. 

The Principles of the British and 
Foreign School Society are set forth in the 
original rules as follows : 

" All schools which shall be supplied with Teachers at the expense 
of this Institution shall be open to the children of parents of all re- 
ligious denominations. Reading, "Writing, Arithmetic, and Needle- 
work shall be taught ; the lessons for reading shall consist of extracts 
from the Holy Scriptures ; no catechism or peculiar religious tenets 
shall be taught in the schools, but every child shall be enjoined to 
attend regularly the place of worship to which its parents belong." 

In course of time Reading Books were introduced, 
the teaching of Writing, Arithmetic, and (to girls) 
Needlework became universal in schools of the class, and 
the fundamental principles were re-stated thus : — 

"L In all schools established in connection with, or assisted by, 
the British and Foreign School Society, the Holy Scriptures in the 
Authorized Version, or extracts therefrom, shall be read and taught 
daily. 

" II. No Catechism, or other formulary peculiar to any religiou 
denomination, shall be introduced or taught during the usual hours 
of school instruction. 
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" III. Every child attending the day school shall he expected to 
attend the particular place of worship or Sunday school which its 
parents prefer. 

" These great general principles heing ohseryed, all other matters, 
whether relating to the government of the school or the extent of in- 
struction imparted, fall under the direction and control of the Patrons 
or Local Committee8. ,, 

In the Annual Report of the Society for 1870 the 

Committee affirms that — 

" Time has only strengthened faith in the principles which its sup- * 
porters have asserted and sought to emhody in an actual organization, 
viz., that education should he hrought within reach of the lowest; 
that local management, aided and directed by a central organization, 
is most likely to prove efficient ; that education is a work of such vast 
importance that teachers of Christian principles ought to be selected \ 
and carefully trained ; that no education can be complete unless the 
child is taught from the Bible to 'love the Lord his God with all his 
heart, and his neighbour as himself and lastly, that the consciences 
of all are entitled to respect, and no child ought to suffer any disability *> 
because of the conscientious views of the parent." 

The Course of Instruction in British 
Schools embraces a wide range of subjects, varying, 
of course, according to the class of children, the attain- 
ments of the teacher, and the views of the local sup- 
porters. Grammar, History, and Geography are taught, 
as well as Reading, Writing, and Arithmetic. The 
singing of cheerful songs is generally a part of the 
routine, and the study of Music is often pursued scien- 
tifically. The science of common things is illustrated 
in object lessons, and in many schools considerable 
progress is made in the knowledge of the elements of 
Physical Geography, Natural History, and Physiology. 
Drawing is introduced where practicable. The Kinder- 
garten amusements are employed in Infant Schools 
Manual exercises in the schoolroom, and gymnastics in 
the playground, are encouraged. Needlework, cutting 
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out, knitting, plaiting, and the industrial occupations of 
the district are practised. Nothing that is likely to fit 
the children for their daily life is intentionally shut out. 
The aim is to develop intelligence and moral power, to 
make loyal subjects, good citizens, and God-fearing men 
and women. As a part of the instruction the Bible is 
read, and Bible lessons are given. In the schools under 
the immediate control of the Committee of the Society, 
the teachers take great pains not only to explain and 
enforce the precepts of the sacred volume, but also to 
make the children love them, and receive them as the 
guide of their lives. The teaching is not of a contro- 
versial kind, and no attempt is made to inculcate the 
peculiar doctrinal tenets of any class of Christians. 

The Practicability and Value of the 
British System is supported by abundant testi- 
mony. In the blue book of the Committee of Council 
on Education for 1869-70, at page 461, one of H.M. 
Inspectors (Mr. Bowstead) writes : — 

"The British and Foreign School Society had been carrying on 
its voluntary and unaided work for forty years or more, before your 
Lordships' minutes of 1846 enabled it to place its schools in connec- 
tion with the Government, and to obtain that annual assistance which 
has since contributed so largely to increase the extent and efficiency 
of its operations. ... In many of our wealthiest and most 
populous towns, if inquiry be made as to which is the largest and most 
popular elementary school in the place, it will be found that it is a 
British school; and in many of our great centres of industry, the 
British school, or a school on similar principles, is the only one that 
finds favour with the toiling multitude. . . . These schools have 
formed a large majority, though not the whole of the schools under 
my inspection during the last eighteen years ; and so far from having 
found the realization of their plan of giving a religious yet unsectarian 
education to be an impossibility, I have found it everywhere working 
most smoothly and satisfactorily. I have found teachers of every 
Protestant denomination, Churchmen as well as Dissenters, in charge 
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of British schools, and I have never known one of them accused of 
endeavouring to implant in the children's minds the peculiar tenets of 
his own sect. It happens quite as often as otherwise that the teacher 
belongs to one denomination, while the bulk of the managers of his 
school belong to another ; and yet I have never known any religious 
difficulty to arise out of that circumstance. Nor has the difficulty 
been smoothed over by any sacrifice of the religious element. In the 
great majority of British schools Scripture lessons are regularly given. 
There are a few schools calling themselves British, which decline to carry 
out the whole British programme, and confine themselves to a literal 
compliance with the Government requirement, that the Scriptures in 
the Authorized Version shall be read daily. But these are exceptional 
cases, and in the great bulk of the schools of this class the Scripture 
lesson is a matter of great concern to the managers, and is very care- 
fully attended to." 

The Arrangements and Status of 
British Schools are very slightly altered by the 
Education Act of 1870. The Bible reading and Bible 
lessons have to be put outside of the required hours 
of secular instruction, and the following rules have to 
be "conspicuously put up" in every schoolroom under 
Government inspection : — 

" 1. It shall not be required as a condition of any child being admitted 
into, or continuing in the school, that he shall attend or abstain from 
attending any Sunday school, or any place of religious worship, or 
that he shall attend any religious observance, or any instruction in 
religious subjects in the school or elsewhere, from which observance 
or instruction he may be withdrawn by his parent, or that he shall, if 
withdrawn by his parent, attend the school on any day exclusively 
set apart for religious observance by the religious body to which his 
parent belongs. 

" 2. The time or times during which any religious observance is 
practised, or instruction in religious subjects is given at any meeting 
of the school, shall be either at the beginning or at the end, or at the 
beginning and the end of such meeting, and shall be inserted in a time- 
table, to be approved by the Education Department and to be kept 
permanently and conspicuously affixed in every schoolroom ; and any 
scholar may be withdrawn by his parent from such observance or in- 
struction without forfeiting any of the other benefits of the School. 
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" 3. The school shall be open at all times to the inspection of any of 
her Majesty's Inspectors ; so, however, that it shall he no part of the 
duties of such Inspector to inquire into any instruction in religious 
subjects given at such school, or to examine any scholar therein in 
religious knowledge, or in any religious subject of book. 

" 4. The school shall be conducted in accordance with the conditions 
required to be fulfilled by an elementary school in order to obtain an 
annual parliamentary grant." 

The Difference between Board Schools 
and British Schools, where the spirit as well aa 
the letter of the Act is adopted, is to a great extent nomi- 
nal; for in both cases the management is vested in the 
representatives of the contributors freely chosen. The 
Board School, like the British School, must be unde- 
nominational, no children being excluded on religious 
grounds, no religious catechism or formulary which is 
distinctive of any particular denomination being taught 
in the school, and no interference being allowed with 
the parents' choice of place of religious worship or Sun- 
day school. It was in urging this upon Parliament that 
Mr. Gladstone said : — 

• " We have in this country a Society which aims at undenominational 
and unsectarian education — we have the British and Foreign 
School Society, which has for sixty-five years sought this object, 
and which has chosen the very path which the Government are now 
proposing to the Committee. " 

The School Boards may so far depart from * British * 
principles as to shut out Bible reading and Bible 
teaching. This, however, has not yet been done. On 
the contrary, the School Board for London has passed 
the following resolutions by a majority of 38 to 3 in one 
case, and without a division in the other, viz : — 

" March 8th. That in the schools provided by the Board the Bible 
shall be read, and there shall be given therefrom such explanations and 
such instruction in the principles of religion and morality aa are suited 
to the capacities of children, provided always, — 
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"I. That in such explanations and instruction the provisions of 
the Act in Sections 7 and 14 be strictly observed, both in letter and 
spirit, and that no attempt be made in any such schools to attach 
children to any particular denomination. 

" II. That in regard of any particular school, the Board shall con- 
sider and determine upon any application, by managers, parents, or 
ratepayers of the district,who may show special cause for exemption of 
the school from the operation of this Resolution, in whole or in part." 

"March \hth. That such explanations and instructions as are recog- 
nised by the resolution of Mr. W. H. Smith, which was carried on 
the 8th of March, shall be given by the responsible teachers of the 
school." 

These, or similar resolutions, have been adopted in a 
large number of cases. Mr. Forster observed in the 
House of Commons on the 6th of March last : — 

" I have not gathered, from either the addresses or the actions of 
the School Boards, that they are in favour of a secular system. 
Having felt it to be my duty to go through the statistics on the 
subject, I find that eight only, representing a population of less than 

two hundred thousand, have so far agreed with the hon. member as to 
recommend that the Bible should be read in the schools without 
note or comment, whereas thirty-eight, representing a population of 
more than six millions, have decided that the Bible shall be read with 
explanations such as a child can easily understand. But not one of 
these School Boards has adopted the secular system, which they have a 

perfect right to do under the provisions of the Act." 

The Teachers Educated in accordance 
with the Principles of the British and 
Foreign School Society are trained to " that 
respect for conscience, that veneration for conscientious- 
ness, even in the humblest and poorest, upon which all 
education should be based." The British and Foreign 
School Society has at present four Training Colleges, 
accommodating 130 male and 225 female students. 
Successful students are recognised by the Education 
Department as certificated teachers when they leave 
most of them are qualified to teach drawing and singing;

some possess the certificates of the Science and Art 
Department; all have had careful instruction and 
practice in the art of teaching. There is also a fifth 
Training College, conducted on the Society's principles, 
at Bangor, with provision for 51 male Students. 

The Relation of the British and 
Foreign School Society to the School 
Boards is one of friendly co-operation. By a recent 
arrangement of the Committee — 

"Any school in which an education embracing Bible teaching is 
supplied to the children of the industrial classes, without distinction 
of sect or party, and without the use of catechism, creed or formulary, 
may be affiliated with the British and Foreign School Society on 
payment of an annual subscription of one guinea (or upwards). The 
benefits to be derived from such affiliation are — 

" 1. Assistance in case of a change of teacher, or any temporary or 
permanent demand for extra teaching power. 

" 2. An annual visit of an agent of the Society, and any further 
service which may be possible in the way of visitation, public exami- 
nations, advice," &c. 

The first of these may be as valuable to School Boards 
as to Local Committees. School Boards in certain 
districts may find it desirable also, at any rate at first, 
to make use of the knowledge and experience of an 
agent of the Society. Such assistance will be cheerfully 
rendered as far as the funds of the Society allow.

SIXTY-SEVENTH GENERAL MEETING OF THE BRITISH AND FOREIGN 
SCHOOL SOCIETY. 

In the course of his speech at the meeting on Monday 
May 6th, 1872, the Eight Hon. W. Cowpkr Temple, 
M.P., said: — 

" I rejoice that the Elementary Education Act has been built upon 
the old lines, and has not abolished those arrangements, which, though 
imperfect and deficient, were still well-suited to the wants and feelings 
of the English people. I am sure that the system of this Society 
sprang up not from any theory, but from a careful obser- 
vation of what was wanted at the time for the education of the 
children of the lower classes. And we have still kept the obligations 
which rest on the family, on society, and on the State. The new law 
has not weakened the obligation upon the parents ; for it presses upon 
them the necessity, when good schools are established close to their 
homes, of sending their children to those schools, of paying the 
moderate amount which is required to give them the feeling of inde- 
pendence, and of providing for their own children. The obligation 
to their children is also an obligation to society ; for it is as much to 
the interest of society that the rising generation should be properly 
educated and well cultivated as to the interest of the parents themselves. 

" The Act of Parliament has done another good thing. It has left 
the voluntary effort of the country quite free to expend itself as before. 
I am thankful that those who feel a responsibility for the education of 
children near them have not been debarred from exercising that 
.feeling, and from having the enjoyment and satisfaction of doing what 
they can to help on the education of those around them. The State 
has undertaken to supply the deficiencies which may exist in voluntary 
schools, and has undertaken to supply every locality with sufficient 
and efficient schools. 

" The Bill nearly made shipwreck on account of the religious diffi- 
culty, which was so enormously exaggerated by theorists, but which 
has never appeared a very real difficulty to those who are practically 
acquainted with education. The great difficulty was that the secular 
party tried to persuade other people that those who advocated unsec- 
tarianism were adopting a visionary, hopeless, and impossible scheme. 
If the thing had been argued upon merely theoretical grounds I think 
the secular party might have succeeded in convincing people that 
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unsectarian education was impossible. But the arguments they used 
went for very little when people turned round and saw how this 
society had for many years imparted unsectarian religious education 
without any practical difficulty. Experience has shewn that in unsec- 
tarian schools religion can be taught in a most practical, efficient, and 
useful way, supplying to the children the amount of religious know- 
ledge which they require, without trenching upon those theological 
disputes, controversial difficulties, and alarming apprehensions which 
have induced many good men who love the Bible themselves to be 
driven to the extreme and abhorrent view that they must absolutely 
exclude the Bible from the school, or if they do not exclude it they 
must gag the teacher, and prohibit him from giving the slightest 
explanation of that one book which all England reveres. I think the 
value of the testimony which this Society bore during the controversy 
is almost incalculable, because there is no solution of a difficulty so 
good as a practical solution. Whatever the theories may be about 
religious teaching, I have never heard anybody, even the most 
extreme Secularist, say that any difficulty arose in the schools of the 
British and Foreign School Society. 

" The Society was really of great use to the House of Commons 
during the debate, for there was a general desire among the Liberal 
party that the School Board schools should be made unsectarian. 
The only difficulty was as to how that should be accomplished. A 
certain party said that the only way was to restrict the discretion of 
the teachers, so that they should never be allowed to say anything 
which anybody else might call sectarian. That seemed plausible 
enough, but if adopted it would have so degraded the office of a 
teacher that we could never expect those ardent, zealous good people 
who are desirous of doing good in the world, and of improving the 
moral and religious condition of their pupils, to put themselves in a 
position in which they should be singled out from all the community 
as the only persons who were never to be allowed to speak to the poor 
children before them about their duty to God and to their neighbours. 
If such a conclusion had been come to by Parliament, I am quite sure 
that it would have been reversed by the general public opinion of our 
country, and especially by the parents, who, whatever may be said 
about them, are almost invariably found desirous that their children 
should learn the Bible in the schools in which they are placed. Of 
course Christians wish their children to be taught the Bible, and so, 
with rare exceptions, do Infidels. I know a case of an infidel lecturer 
who, having sent his child to school, and being asked by the master 
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what his wishes were in respect to the child's religious instruction, 
replied, 'By all means teach him the Bible. I want him to know the 
Bible.' Even though he had no higher view he wished his child to 
have a thorough knowledge of the book which influenced his own 
country and all Christendom. He did not wish his child to be in the 
dark about the Bible, taking it only as a literary composition ; and 
certainly, taking it in its moral character, he must have wished his 
child instructed in it. When it was pressed in the House of 
Commons that to secure unsectarian education the teacher should be 
prohibited from offering any explanation on the Bible when read in 
his school, the example of this Society came in most opportunely. I 
proposed that we should put into the Bill, not a restriction upon the 
power of the teacher to teach, but a restriction upon the books out of 
which he should teach. Ultimately the House of Commons agreed 
that they should restrict the teacher from using any formulary or 
catechism distinctive of any religious denomination. In doing this 
what example were they following f Why, that of the British and 
Jboreign School Society. This has been their rule from the beginning, 
and has been found to enable persons of different denominations to 
combine together to give such teaching as may be acceptable to all 
denominations to children who are only learning the elements of moral 
teaching and religious training. In that way what was called the 
religious difficulty has been solved. 

" You will find that in those elections of School Boards where there 
has been freedom for the expression of opinion, where there has been 
a ballot to prevent any one being obliged to vote otherwise than he 
wished, the verdict has been unanimously in favour of religious 
education, for there is not a single School Board in the country from 
whose schools the Bible has been excluded. That is a fact to me very 
encouraging, not merely as regards the education itself, but as showing 
the soundness of the feeling of the country with respect to this 
most important matter. We now see, then, that the distinctive tenets 
of this Society have been adopted and carried out in the Act — i. e. 
that there has been put into our statutes a most entire freedom to all 
parties in this great question. There is still a freedom for the School 
Boards and to the managers of voluntary schools to choose the teacher 
they please, a freedom to that teacher to teach anything he finds 
written in the Bible ; and there is the teacher's living exposition of 
the book. Some people fancied it was necessary that there should be 
a formulary to explain to children the elementary tenets of Chris- 
tianity, but far better than any written book is the spontaneous 
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expression of the teacher's mind, adapting what it teaches to the 
characters and minds of the children, so that what appeared at first 
sight to be a loss turns out to be a considerable gain. We have also 
entire freedom to the parents to withdraw their children from any re- 
ligious teaching of which they do not approve. The existence of this 
freedom is essential, although experience does not show that it has 
often been exercised. There is moreover a freedom on the part of 
the Government to withdraw its aid if it finds on inspection that 
the school does not come up to the standard which is required of it. 

" I do think that this Society has done a great deal for the cause^ of 
education by showing how easy it is for men of various denominations 
and theological beliefs to combine together for one useful and prac- 
tical work. When men are discussing theology their minds are 
directed to the antagonism of their doctrines, but when they are 
combined for a practical work they look in an entirely different 
direction, and begin to see the common ground upon which they are 
standing, and so they have been able to combine for the instruction of 
children, knowing that those children would be taught upon the 
common ground which all denominations must take up, when they rest 
their convictions, and their belief in the moral and social improvement 
of mankind, upon the lessons which are furnished in the Bible, which, 
while it is the foundation upon which the religious teaching of society 
Tests, is also the great lever by which the improvement of the 
world may be raised and furthered." 

On the same occasion, Charles Reed, Esq., M.P., the 
Vice-Chairman of the London School Board said : — 

"I am here to express the great gratification I feel that this long- 
established Society holds by its original principles. At a time when wo 
are launched into serious discussions, I hope that the peaceful course 
of this society may be undisturbed by such controversies as threaten 
us outside. I am connected with the School Board for London, and J 
am glad to say that we have settled the religious difficulty in such a 
practical manner as I think will satisfy the whole country, will satisfy 
parents, and will not infringe the great principles of religious liberty. 

" If there was any ground for the Elementary Education Act it was 
this — that while a large body of the children of the country were being 
taught and trained, there was a still larger body utterly unknown to our 
schools, living in vice and destitution, a body of children not touched by 
any existing organization, and not likely to be laid hold of by any of our 
great religious denominations. It was for these hapless children that tJ~ 
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Elementary Education Act was m unly needed, and the nation took into 
its own hands the secular instruction of the young that it might lift 
out this degraded class from the position in which it was, and give it 
the blessing of a good education. The State did that by calling to 
its aid the voluntary agencies of the country, most wisely utilizing 
existing machinery, and turning it to account. The State did the 
wisest thing in leaving the people to do for themselves what no State 
could ever do for them; and thus it has happened that the State, 
giving help to these voluntarily associated bodies, and giving local 
power to establish School Boards wherever they were necessary, has 
called in the aid of friends of education to be the school managers, 
and has given them freedom to control the conduct pf those schools 
under certain conditions. I call this the people's work and not the 
work of the Government. "We hear very much about what the State 
is doing. It is not the State, except in the sense that all good citizens 
of the State are engagtd in this work and desire that it may prosper; 
the people themselves have the framing of the regulations under 
which the schools shall bo managed : they have the selection of the 
teachers, and therefore it lies with the people, and not with the State, 
to settle the great principles upon which this work shall be carried on. 
The country has unmistakably settled that the Bible shall not be 
treated as a denominational book, and that it shall not be put out by 
Act of Parliament from any school in the land. 

u I heartily rejoice in the work of this Society, because it proves to 
the world that it is possible to give religious instruction to the 
children without that instruction being sectarian. In a great country 
and a Protestant land like this, when I am told that a child is not to 
be taught from the Bible that there is a God, a heaven, a hell, a 
judgment to come, that there is responsibility on the part of every 
child, that every child ought to love that which is good and hate that 
which is evil, — that this is sectarian teaching ; then I say, we need 
indeed to be fresh taught ourselves, and those theorists who know little 
or nothing practically of educational work need to come to some of 
your schools and see how it is accomplished. 

" No education can be of value unless the Bible is at its foundation, 
and no teacher can be worth having in a school who does not 
reverence God's Word, and make that the basis of his instruction. 
Therefore, I say, if we are to satisfy the parents, who all through the 
land desire to have the Bible ; if we are to satisfy the teachers who 
know that it is the great lever and power in the school in the training 
and moulding of character (which after all is much more important 
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than reading, writing and arithmetic) ; if every good teacher knows 
that without the Bible he could not satisfy his own conscience, and 
do his work successfully, the Bible ought to be honoured and regarded 
in connection with all our instruction. 

" "With regard to the teachers — having gone into a calculation as to 
our requirements in this matter, I can fully confirm the testimony of 
Mr. Cowper-Temple, that the demand for them will be very great, 
and that for some years at any rate it will be very difficult for us to 
supply our schools. It becomes this society, therefore, to put forth 
every effort to secure the best teachers, and give them not a short 
training but the full term. The demand will be for teachers who 
are religiously trained, because what we want is not religious 
teaching at the cost of the Government, not religious teaching by the 
State, but a religious spirit in the heart of the teacher, who in teaching 
anything whatever will teach it as a man of God, and in the fear of 
God. 

The Rev. Thomas Binney, in a speech which has 

since been published, thus expounded the following 

resolution, viz. ; — 

That this meeting, believing that the reading and study of 
the Bible without the use of any formularies, secures what is 
most important in the religious teaching of the schools, both 
elementary and normal, commends the plan of the British and 
Foreign School Society to the friends of education of all sects 
and parties as the most satisfactory basis of union. 

" In the first place the resolution assumes, or takes for granted, that 
there is 'religious instruction' in the schools, — that in ordinary 
elementary day-schools, there may be not only secular teaching, hut 
some measure of religious instruction, so much as may constitute the 
basis of moral discipline. 

" The resolution next says that this instruction is best obtained from 
the Bible. That is the central idea. But this central idea is flanked 
by two others — the one of which on the one side is intended to defend 
us against what may be too negative ; the other, on the other side, to 
protect us against what may be too positive, fiy the ' study ' of the 
Bible, I understand that attention on the part of the pupil which 
will enable him to follow such remarks of the teacher as are intended to 
excite interest in the lesson and to elucidate its meaning. This would 
stand opposed to the mere reciting of the words, which might convey 
nothing — notting to be retained in the memory or grasped by the 
understanding. This is what stands on one side of the central thought, 
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and protects from what we should regard as doing too little ; on the 
other side, we have what is a protection against doing too much — 
' the Bible, without the me of any formularies' This refers especially 
to digests and catechisms which inculcate such specialities of doctrine 
as are peculiar to or characteristic of different denominations. The 
resolution gives no opinion, observe, as to the truth, or relative im- 
portance of such doctrines ; it does not condemn their being taught 
by those who hold them, to their own flocks, at proper times and in 
the proper place ; it only says, that the formularies which contain 
them and give them prominence are not in their place in ordinary 
day-schools in addition to the Bible. From it, it is supposed, may 
be gathered certain general principles, universally acknowledged, 
which may be sufficient for the moral and religious culture of the 
young, who must necessarily be confined to what is elementary. 

" This brings us to the third thing that is stated in the resolution, 
namely, that this sort of Bible instruction 'secures what is mosfc 
important in the religious teaching of the schools/ You will observe, 
that it does not say that it secures all that men ought to know — 
everything that should be included in a complete course of adult 
religious teaching ; it does not even say that it secures everything 
that the young may be taught or that they ought to learn. There may 
be a great many things with which parents and ministers may supple- 
ment the primary elementary lessons. The resolution only says 
that, leaving special and peculiar dogmas to the teaching of the 
respective churches to which the children belong, and to the time 
when their minds are mature enough to receive them, the plan 
recommended is sufficient for securing what is 'most impor- 
tant ' in the religious teaching of schools ; what may be imparted to 
children, so as to influence the mind and heart, the understanding 
and the conscience, as to touch the higher faculties, quicken the 
sense of moral obligation, and give to those entering on the journey 
of life some guiding ideas as ' to the way in which they ought to go.' 

" With respect to the second part of the resolution, a remark or 
two must be made. It may mean this — that, in any neighbourhood 
where there is a number of * the friends of education 1 of ' different 
sects and parties/ who may wish to establish a school for the benefit 
of that neighbourhood, the phtn of the British and Foreign School 
Society is that which we should commend to them as the best basis 
for their united action. It may mean that, and, if so, I should at 
once endorse and maintain it. But perhaps our friends who prepared 
the resolution meant more than this. They probably intended to say 
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that their plan was commended to ' the friends of education of all 
sects and parties as the most satisfactory hasis of union' for a 
National system adapted to the requirements of this country, — for 
common elementary schools to be aided and encouraged, if not 
established and sustained, by Government. If this be the meaning, 
it brings us into a vexed sea of somewhat difficult navigation, with 
rocks and shallows on all sides. So long as the exposition of our 
principles and plan is confined to 'friends of education 9 benevo- 
lently and voluntarily acting together apart from all connection with 
Government, the matter is simple enough — the whole thing is fairly 
defensible. But when Government, and Government-money, and all 
that this involves, or may be supposed to involve, are introduced 

into the discussion, the question gets terribly complicated 

I have stood aloof from the stormy agitations which have of late been 
raging so fiercely around us. I have had my fighting days in more 
than one arena, and I have no wish to renew the strife. I am too old 
for that now, so I just keep quiet, and stick to the old ship of 'The 
British and Foreign School Society/ which I have supported in one 

way or another for some fifty years 

" Advancing to our own position — the platform of the British and 
Foreign School Society — I wish to make a remark or two explanatory 
and defensive of the ground we occupy. 

*' In the first place, we think that the day-school, established for 
instruction in the common branches of ordinary school-learning — the 
three R's, say — we think that even it should be a place in which boys 
and girls, who are to be future society — ought to be the subjects of 
modifying moral influences. Truthfulness, honesty, purity — all that is 
included in what we may designate secular virtue, the virtue of common 
every-day life — this surely should have some attention in those early 
years, when * the man,' of whom ' the child is to be the father/ is 
awakening into life ; and when children are associated together in a 
little world, under conditions analogous to — in many respects anticipa- 
tive of, iu the way of danger, temptation, duty, social obligations, and 
so on — that larger world they must soon enter; for which they ought 
to be prepared ; and preliminary to which the instruction of the school 
acts, for good or for evil, as a formative element. Every school-teacher, 
whether he touches the conscience and heart or not, by anything having 
in it a religious element, cannot but feel that something of moral 
guidance must be exercised by him, and something of the nature of 
moral discipline enforced. Now, our belief is, that the best means of 
sec uring fhis will be found to be the Bible-lesson — an exercise which, 
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properly conducted, has singular interest for children ; out of which 
may be drawn such views of moral obligation, such warnings against 
evil, and such incentives to virtue, as the young can understand and 
feel, and which may be of the first importance, in training the future 
man, in addition to promoting and fostering in the boy a manly and 
conscientious devotion to his special duty — the thorough acquisition 
of the three R's. We do not think that by any other method would 
the ends sought be so certainly secured, namely, the actual and required 
virtue of boyhood, the elementary preparation for that of the man. 
Of course if the teacher is confined to secular teaching — pure, simple j 
absolute — he must find for himself some other sources of moral 
influence, if he feels that he cannot help intruding into the sphere of 
morals, whether he has a right to do so or not. I have no wish to take 
up the cry, * the Bible, the whole Bible, and nothing less.' There may 
be a good deal of superstition in that ; the sacred volume may thus 
take the place of a sorry fetish. I do not approve of the Bible being a 
common school-book. I greatly prefer the use of a well- selected series 
of extracts— history, biography, precept, parable, poetry, argument; 
pregnant passages from psalmists, prophets, evangelists, apostles. 
Such portions regularly read, simply and wisely illustrated, may not 
only be of inestimable advantage as a means of intellectual stimulus 
and moral culture, but might excite an intelligent interest in the pupil, 
so as to prevent such associations with the Bible itself as would render 
it repulsive to the grown-up man. Our system of teaching, then, thus 
looked at, we approve, accept, and justify, as adapted to secure what 
we think ought .to be included among the objects to be aimed at in our 
common schools. 

" We now further say that, without entrenching on the sphere, or 
anticipating the serious and special duties of the parent and the 
Church — and without in any way investing the teacher with the attri- 
butes of a clerical functionary — we think that our Biblical readings, 
while intended as a means of moral culture, may so far inform the 
understanding, and so far quicken those religious instincts which are 
inherent in human nature, as to form a substratum on which may be 
built up such special religious instruction as of right belongs to the 
home and the sanctuary. We don't pretend, as was formerly ex- 
plained, to do everything. Our aim is simple and general. We seek 
to infuse what may facilitate the perception of the first principles of 
morals, and what is included in the elementary principles of religion ; 
we leave to fathers and pastors the architecture and proportions of the 
subsequent edifice. At the same time we think we have done some- 
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thing for society, if we succeed, to the extent only of our inodest 
pretensions, in the case of those whose steps may never be guided by 
either parent or priest. 

" These remarks may introduce my next observation. Our system 
being what it is, we think we have a right to say that we do not regard 
it as partaking of Denominationalism, and so including the inculcating 
of sectional peculiarities of opinion, as to give a sanction to the support 
of Romanist schools — the strong point of our friends on the other side. 
The Epmanist schoolmaster not only instructs in all the doctrines and 
rites distinctive of Romanism, thus assuming and discharging the 
duties of a priest, but he himself often i* priest, and, as such, would, I 
suppose, be preferred, because of the thoroughness with which he might 
be depended on for inculcating the dogmas of his Church — even those 
that might divert the sentiment of loyalty from the Queen to the Pope* 
Whatever others may think of us, we do not ourselves think that our 
example sanctions, in State-aided schools, the teaching of Romanism, 
or of the technical peculiarities of any other communion. 

"Another ground on which we take our stand is this — the difficulty 
of seeing how even that moderate elementary Biblical knowledge which 
we wish to secure is to be secured, in the present state of our people, 
on the absolute and restrictive secular system, by our friends, who wish 
as much as we do to promote early religious culture. Supposing the 
Bible to be legally excluded from the school, and the teacher on his 
peril interdicted from its use, when — where — by whom would the 
Bible-lesson be given ? That, it might be said, must be left to the 
parent at home, on whom the duty is devolved by God Himself. But 
to this it might be replied, Many Christian parents, especially among 
the labouring poor, are so circumstanced as not to be able to see to the 
daily Scripture reading of their children, or are not qualified, even if 
they were, to do so intelligently, or to give anything like adequate 
interest to the lesson ; while with respect to numbers who fill, or are 
expected to fill, our schools, they have no parents who can teach them 
anything, no homes pervaded by anything like a moral atmosphere. 
It would hardly do for either of these classes of children to go through 
a whole week, and every week, without a sound or a syllable outside 
the teaching of the secular school books, or adapted to influence their 
better nature. It is too much to expect that the teaching of the Sunday 
school would be sufficient to do in one day the work of seven ; not to 
mention that many of the children might not be sent to the Sunday 
school, and would thus only have the positively bad atmosphere of a 
Sunday at home added to the negative secular atmosphere of the week. 
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It remains, then, that some other agents should voluntarily engage to 
do, sometime or other during the week, what the schoolmaster is pro- 
hibited from doing. These agents would, I suppose, have to be looked 
for among the classes from which the Sunday school teachers are 
drawn, or those teachers themselves might be enlisted. Associated for 
the purpose, they might collect the children of the day school for 
evening instruction, and thus impart to them religious knowledge ; or 
ministers of different denominations, or ladies with a vocation, might 
regularly attend, morning or afternoon, before or at the close of the 
ordinary school work, and in the school itself — if the building could 
be so used — to supplement the secular teaching of the day. In some 
way or other plans must be formed and agents found to do, day by day 
or two or three times a week, what the schoolmaster is forbidden to do 
at all — unless, indeed, everything is left to the action of the Sunday 
school. It is quite possible that our friends have in their minds, and 
are prepared to suggest, what will fully and adequately meet the case. 
At present we can only wait till their views are developed and their 
schemes explained. For myself, except the teaching of the Sunday 
school, I do not see that any other of the plans suggested are practi- 
cable, or likely to last. In the first place, the children of a school 
could not well be got together as a whole, or even in large numbers, 
for evening work in addition to that of the day. Where they would 
meet would be a question — perhaps it would be that the children 
belonging to different denominations would assemble in the Sunday 
schools of their respective places of worship. If the day school building 
is to be open to the voluntary teachers, they must either take the whole 
school and give only such elementary instruction as we give ; or if the 
children are to be grouped according to their denominations, their 
teachers must take turns on successive days with their separate groups 
of adherents; or there must be several class rooms for the simultaneous 
instruction of all. These difficulties face us if anything is to be 
attempted beyond the Sunday school ; and there would be this objec- 
tion to the use of the day school building — that as the object of the 
teachers would be to indoctrinate the children in their respective speci- 
alities in contrast to our general Biblical instruction, every school 
might become the centre of half-a-dozen forms of denominational 
teaching ; and thus sectional differences would be made prominent, 
and party feeling might be excited or intensified. As to Dissecting 
ministers, and ladies with a vocation, I doubt whether they are much 
to be depended on. At any rate, though some ladies, perhaps several 
might here and there offer their services and do good work, it is no use 
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depending on Dissenting ministers for regular or frequent attendance 
at the school or on the classes — morning, afternoon, or night. They 
have far too many things to attend to for that, besides the fact that it 
is not in their way. A clergyman in a village, with his wife and 
daughters, or one in a town with a curate or two, could do the work 
far more regularly. To depend on the Dissenting minister would, nine 
times out of ten, be to lean upon a broken reed. 

" On the whole, as at present advised, I prefer our system. It is 
the best in itself, all things considered. It secures all that is most im- 
portant in giving to children their first lessons in Biblical knowledge. 
It does this in such a way as may be auxiliary to the teaching of the 
home and the church. It does it without hurting any man's conscience, 
neither turning the schoolmaster into a parson, nor as obeying a com- 
mand of the Government or submitting its work to Government 
inspection. The reading of the Bible even is not enforced on any 
children whose parents object to it, nor the New Testament on the 
.Jewish child, nor the Protestant version on the Romanist. At the 
same time it falls in with what we believe would be the demand of 
999 parents out of every 1,000 of our working population. The people 
of this country, taken as a whole, would, we believe, object to an 
unmixed secular system of education; they prefer some measure of 
Biblical instruction in addition to reading and the rules of arithmetic ; 
and whatever may be before us in the future — however they may come 
to see differently, or be in a condition to take the religious lesson on 
themselves, — at present the only practicable plan, the only plan likely 
to be generally acceptable, is to meet the case as we meet it. The 
masses of the nation — those who constitute its shoulders and trunk, its 
bone and muscle, its arms and limbs, — while they are not anxious 
about denominational formularies, would very generally accept and 
approve the memorable words of Richard Cobden — * I never will be a 
party to any scheme that attempts to lay down, in an Act of Parlia- 
ment, this monstrous, arrogant, and dictatorial doctrine, that a parish 
or community shall not, if it please, introduce the Bible into its 
schools.' " 

• At a previous Annual Meeting, the Very Reverend 
the Dean of Westminster, (who was unavoidably 
prevented from proposing the resolution given above, 
though it was arranged that he should do so), speaking 
on the same subject, said : — 

" May I be allowed to say a few words, from the point of view th 
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has occurred to me, on behalf of the use of the Bible, as a means of 
conveying religious instruction, in contradistinction to religious instruc- 
tion through the means of catechisms or formularies. I do not mean 
to say anything disparaging of catechisms and formularies — they are 
in their place useful and instructive, though perhaps more useful and 
instructive to the teacher than to the taught. There is in that point 
of view much to be said for them ; but what I am wishing to show are 
the reasons, which are no doubt familiar to you all, why the Bible 
appears so much more excellent a means of conveying religious instruc- 
tion—to the young especially. 

" The first reason is this : — It appears to me that it would be a very 
great misfortune if, whether in our higher or lower education, we should 
lose sight of such an excellent vehicle of conveying intellectual 
instruction to persons who would not otherwise receive it. The Bible 
has this great advantage over catechisms and formularies of all kinds, 
that whereas catechisms and formularies are not interesting forms of 
composition, the Bible is in its intellectual form, by the universal 
consent of all mankind, one of the most interesting books — I may say 
the most interesting book ever written, because it contains such a 
variety of elements which are most useful in general education. 
Everybody knows something of it, and perhaps no one knows all that 
can be known of it ; but it is a Book through which, being of this 
universal character, and containing so many kinds of human know- 
ledge, the young can be introduced to the provinces of history, 
geography, poetry, philosophy, and the different stages of the history of 
mankind, in a manner which could hardly be accomplished in any 
other way ; because no other book is at once so multifarious in its 
character, and so familiar to all classes of Englishmen. 

"The second reason is, that catechisms and formularies appeal 
to a different part of our nature from that which the Bible appeals 
to. If, as I have said, some parts of the Bible appeal to the 
various forms of our intellectual nature, the Bible appeals much more, 
in a larger and more extensive and effective manner, to our moral and 
spiritual nature. Now this is exactly the part of our nature to which 
catechisms and formularies do not appeal ; they appeal entirely to the 
intellectual part of our nature — to one small part of the intellectual 
part, whereas the Bible makes its chief and main address to the moral 
and spiritual parts of our nature, which are far more universal and 
diffused throughout mankind, and therefore are more capable of 
receiving its appeals than of receiving the appeals of catechisms and 
formularies.

" Then a third reason is this, which is obvious enough, that the 
Bible is so very much more universally acknowledged as a means of 
religious instruction than any one catechism or formulary that has 
ever been drawn up. This arises from various causes, and one is this : 
— It is often said the catechisms and formularies contain the inferences 
and conclusions which the different churches have drawn from the 
Bible, and therefore it is said, * How can you possibly teach the Bible 
without teaching those various inferences and conclusions which the 
different churches have drawn from it V Of course to a certain degree 
there is something in that ; but my. answer to it is this : — It is quite 
true those conclusions and inferences are drawn from the Bible, and 
some of them are drawn correctly ; but when you get back to the Bible 
again you find them there in a much more original and universal 
character, and they present themselves to the minds of the teachers in 
quite a different aspect, and prove what a unifying and harmonizing 
effect there is about the Bible itself compared with catechisms and 
formularies. I am constantly led to observe this in the questions which 
arise in the revision of the authorised version of the Bible. They can 
be discussed easily and harmoniously, because they involve none of the 
catchwords and war cries of the different sections of English Christianity. 

" Fourthly, another point has been already alluded to. The Bible 
repels any attempt to turn it into a test. Any attempt whatever to 
make the acknowledgment of the Bible a test is sure to fail because of 
the very nature of the Bible itself, and that for two reasons : — 1st, for 
the reason I advanced before, because of the extreme variety of elements 
contained in the Bible. I defy the most eager advocates of tests and 
subscriptions to draw up any formula by which they can turn the 
acknowledgment of the Holy Scriptures into a test, because of the 
infinite variety and shades and forms and modes of teachings that are 
involved in the Holy Scriptures themselves. There is a very remark- 
able passage in one of Burke's works in which he describes the Bible 
in its various multiform aspects, and then says this is the reason why 
it is impossible for the different churches to use it for a test to shut out 
any one special kind of religious teaching. The second reason why it 
repels the notion of being turned into a test is this : — It is absolutely 
unnecessary to say in a formula, ' I admire the Bible.' No one would 
think of having as a test for admission to schools or universities, * I 
admire Milton/ 6 1 love Shakspeare ; ' and it is perfectly needless to 
make a declaration beforehand that you admire and revere the Bible. 
Of course you do. The Bible is the universal Book of mankind, which 
appeals to every human heart, and every form and shade of human 
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civilization. The Bible must form a part in every form of education, 
in every Christian country, and in every school, whether of the 
humblest child or the greatest universities of the land."

For upwards of sixty years the British and Foreign School Society 
has been engaged in promoting education for its cwn sake, and not for 
any collateral results, such as strengthening a party or swelling the 
number of a sect. It has endeavoured to enlist the sympathies and 
combine the action of all parties.. It has aimed at an education with 
which religious differences should have no ground for interference, 
leaving to the Local Committees to make their own arrangements, 
subject to three regulations : — 

1. The Bible to be used in the School daily. 

2. No distinctive Catechism or Creed to be introduced. 

3. Parents to be left perfectly free in the choice of Sunday School 

and place of worship for the Children. 

The Elementary Education Act of 1870 offered an opportunity of 
founding a truly National system on this basis. Nearly 400 School 
Boards exist, others may be appointed wherever the ratepayers desire 
them, and will be wherever there is a deficiency of school accommoda- 
tion. Each Board has the management of the Schools it may estab- 
lish, or take over, in its district, restricted only as follows : 

1. The School shall be under Go verD merit Inspection, and conducted 

as the code may require ; but such inspection shall not extend to 
religious subjects. 

2. No child shall be compelled to attend any religious instruction or 

observance, either on Week-days or Sundays. 

3. Beligious instruction and observances (if any) must be confined to 

the beginning or end (or both) of a meeting of the School ; the 
time being approved by the Education Department; and the time- 
table permanently and conspicuously affixed in the Schoolroom. 

4. No Beligious Catechism or Beligious Formulary which is dis- 

tinctive of any particular denomination shall be taught in the 
School. 

From the earliest years of its existence the British and Foreign 
School Society has attached great importance to the training of 
Teachers on unsectarian religious principles. The doors of its 
Colleges are not closed against any sect. No applicant for admission 
is required to accept any human statement of doctrine, or even to for- 
mulate his own creed. No effort is made in the College to give a hias 
in favour of one . sect or another. No one suffers any disability on 
account of conscientious convictions. In no case is the church or 
chapel which the students attend chosen for them by the college 
authorities. The Bible, the whole Bible, and nothing but the Bible, 
is recognised as the storehouse of religious truth. The Bible is studied, 
different minds adopting their own forms of thought and expression. 
United worship is held and genuine piety encouraged. The rule of 
the Institution is respect for each other's conscientious convictions. 
What better national system can be devised ?
